THE TARIFF BATTLE. 


Germany Extends the Embargo to 
American Dried Apples. 


FIGHT AGAINST MEAT PRODUCTS 


Clearly Explained by the Agri- 
cultural Department. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Consul Warner 
reports to the state department that an or- 
der has just been issued by the authori- 
ties of Cologne and published in the local 
papers warning the people against the 
eating of American dried apple slices. 

It says that large quantities of such ap- 
ple slices, chiefly of American origin, are 
offered for sale which contain a larger or 
smaller amount of zinc. Of 13 samples, 11 
contained zinc. ‘The order further says 
that the Americans dry their fruit on zinc 
netting, instead of on wooden racks as in 
Germany. 

Coutinuing, the mayor's proclamation 
says: “I therefore feel obliged to give 
strict warning against the sale and eating 
of American dried apple slices, and make 
netice to those offering such article for 
sale that they will be proceeded against in 
accordance with the imperial law regula- 
ting the trade in food and food products.” 

According to German statistics, there 
were imported from the United States in 
1893 2068 tons, and in 1894 2133 tons of 
dried apples. 

Our Meat Without a Rival. 

Secretary Morton makes the following 
statement relative to the meat trade of the 
United States with certain foreign coun- 
tries: 

Export American beef is of such a high 
quality that a parliamentary committee in 
Kugland, in the year 1893, reported thatin 
some of the most fashionable and aristo- 
cratic markets of London it was frequently 
sold as ‘‘prime Scotch and English meat.” 

In fact, the committee said that in some 
of the large meat selling establishments in 
the aristocratic West End of London there 
was practically no other than American 
meat sold. Yet it was called “English” 
and “Scotch.” 

The prices of American dressed beef per 
100 pounds at the central meat markét of 
London on Dec. 31, 1894, were as follows: 
American beef, killed in England, $10.12 
to $10.87!4; refrigerated American beef, 
$11.123¢ to €12.12'¢ for hind quarters; for 
fore quarters, €7.50 to &8. 

The United Kingdom of Great Britain 
received during the first nine months of 
1894 305,910 beef cattle from the United 
States, and paid $26,500,000 for the sqme. 
During the same year Great Britain took 
243,824,000 pounds of bacon from the 
United States at a valuation of $26,800, 000. 

For the nine months ending Sept. 30, 
1894, the United States exported into the 
Kingdom of Great Britain 222,676,000 
pounds of bacon, as against 179,000,000 
pounds during the corresponding months 
of 1893. Thus it is observed that the 
bacon trade between the United States 
and Great Britain was increased abvut 45,- 
000,000 pounds during the year 1894. 

But during the year 1894 Germany took 
from the United States, altogether, of live 
cattle up to the close of Dec. 31, only 6198 
head. Belgium took during the same 
period of live cattle 4633 head, while 
France consumed of American cattle, in 
the same period, 13,441 head. 

From Jan. 1, 1895, to Feb. 19, 1895, the 
date of the last report made to the United 
States department of agriculture, France 
had taken 1335 head of American live 
cattle, 

During the calendar year 1894 France 
took of American beef, salted and canned, 
7,768,379 pounds, at a valuation of $621,682. 
During the same period, of the same kind 
of beef, Germany took $992,757 worth. 

During the six months ending Dec. 31 
Germany took of pork products 9,431,535 
pounds, and France received from the 
United States of the same products in the 
same time 8,¥03,704 pounds. 

Can't Be Beat, 

The meat producers of the United States 
send on'y the very best grades of live cat- 
tle and dressed and cured meats to the 
European market. American dealors ex- 
pect to hold the market against all comers 
by offering the best, most wholegome and 
desirable meats which careful feeding, 
skilled slaughtering and scientific, pre 
serving can produce. 

It is claimed by the United States inter- 
national dealers in meats that all the hue 
and cry against the edibleness of Ameri- 
can meats, and ali the charges against the 
sanitary conditions of American live cat- 
tle sent abroad, are inspired by the land- 
owning protectionists of Germany and 
France. 

They desire, it is said, to make cattle 
and meat higher in the German and 
French markets by making cattle and 
beef scarcer. The scarcity is brought 
about by excluding, for alleged sanitary 
reasons, the American cattle and meat 
products. Itis not claimed, however, by 
protectionists in Germany, 4s it is by pro- 
tectionists in the United States, that mak- 
ing things _ scarcer will make~ them 
cheaper. 

The herds of cattle and swine, in fact 
all the domestic animals of the United 
States, are in splendid sanitary condition. 
There has not been a case of pleuro-pneu- 
monia in any of the United States or ter- 
ritories during the last three years, There 
is no contagious, infectious or communi- 
cable disease now prevalent among the 
domestic animals in any state or territory 
of the American Union. 

There has not been, and there will not 
be, shipped to any European port any ani- 
mal, or the product of any animal, which 
has not been inspected and declared 
healthy, wholesome and edible. The 
United States will continue to furnish all 
meatless Europe with the 
est pork and beef in the world.

With 
the exception of the dinner to be given by 
Mrs. George J. Gould and a ‘dove’ 
luncheon for the bridesmaids there are no 
social functions before the wedding day. 

This, in itself, however, would be 
enough to drive three or four families 
frantic. Itis estimated that the wedding 
will cost something like $40,000 for flowers 
and the luncheon alone, and Tiffany al- 
ready has about $70,000 worth of orders for 
wedding gifts. 

One thing has been defin'tely settled, 
and that is that despite the much vaunted 
ability for arranging details that the 
count has been supposed to have, inci- 
dents connected with the rapidly ap 
proaching nuptials show that he is a most 
dismal failure at anything beyond think- 
ing.

MANY BURIED ALIVE. 


Further Details of Awful Tortures In- 
flicted Upon Armenians. 


REFUGEES WILL SEEK REVENGE. 


They Tell a Queer Story of a 
“Token From Heaven.” 


Lonpon, March 1.—The correspondent 
ef The Daily Graphicat Tiflis has gathered 
and sent to that paper full details of the 
recent massacre of Armenians by Turke 
and Kurds. His story, wigch was ob- 
tained from Armenian refugtes, confirms 
the worst details of the outrages, inclui- 
ing the statement concerning the pit in 
the village of Djellegoozan. 

The correspondent declares that 100 
men, women and children were bayoneted 
by the Turks and their bodies thrown 
into the pit. Many of the victims were 
still alive when they were cast in, but 
they were buried with the dead. The cor- 
respondent then tells of the later attempts 
to destroy the damnable evidence of the 
pit; how the Turks poured petroleum on 
the festering mass and then set fire to it, 
and how when this failed they diverted 
& mountain stream to wash away the 
traces of their crime. 


Death Before Dishonor, 


A fugitive priest was caught by a num- 
ber of the flends, who killed him and then 
cut his body into small pieces. Many 
women committed suicide by throwing 
themselves from precipices in order to es- 
cape death or dishonor at the hands of 
their enemies. 

The refugees denounce the Turks as be- 
ing far worse than the Kurds. The latter 
only killed, while the Turks committed 
most horrible brntalities on the living and 
the dead. The refugees threaten terrible 
vengeance on the Turks in the coming 
spring. 

They tell a marvelous story of the 
heroic death of Krikor, elder of the village 
of Shenik, who, with his own hand, killed 
21 Turks before the Turks succeeded in 
killing him. As he fell dead, they say, a 
great light flashed thrice in the sky. This 
token convinced the peasantry that they 
would have the help of heaven in aveng- 
ing his death. 


The Cuban Uprising. 

MADRID, March 1.—At the sittings of 
the senate and chamber of deputies yester- 
day many of the members made patriotic 
speeches, declaring that they would sup- 
port the government in restoring order in 
Cuba. Itis stated that the government 
is prepared, should it be found necessary, 


| to send 6000 troops to re-enforce those al- 


ready in Cuba. All the available troops 
in Porto Rico are ready to go to Cubaif 
they should be needed. The ministers 
have expressed their approval of the con- 
duct of the Cuban authorities. 


Terrible Railway Accident, 

City oF Mexico, March 1.—An excur- 
sion train was rounding a curve on the 
side of a mountain yesterday afternoon, 
when five coaches jumped the track and 
went down the canyon. Forty-two people 
were killed and 30 or more seriously in- 
jured. The accident occurred about 40 
kilometres from tHe city. Wires are 
down, and it is impossible sofar to obtain 
any details of the awful disaster. 


Double Murder and Suicide, 

VERVEIRs, Bel., March 1—A sergeant 
belonging to an infantry regiment in the 
garrison here, last evening followed his 
mistress to a cafe, where she was seated 
at a table in company with a ser- 
geant belonging to the same regiment. 
The jealous man shot the woman and her 
companion, and then discharged his 
weapon at himself. All three are dead. 


Stcdents Still Agitating. 

St. PererspurG, March 1.—Students 
held meetings here to protest against the 
trial by the police authorities of the stu- 
dents who were arrested on Feb, 21. The 
police intervened and took the names of 
400 of their number. ‘Two students were 
killed during the disturbances of Feb. 21 
and a professor was wounded. 


Russia’s New Premier. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, March 1.—Prince Lo- 
baboff-Rostevski, Russi ambassador to 
Austria, has been appointed Russian min- 
ister of foreign affairs, in succession to the 
late M. de Giers. The prince was for- 
merly governor of Bulgaria before the elec- 
tion of Prince Alexander of Battenberg. 


Good Offices Tendered. 

Rio DE JANEIRO, March 1. — Senor 
Idiarte Bordea, President of Uruguay, has 
offered his mediation to Brazil in order to 
pacify the state of Rio Grande do Sul, 
where a considerable number of insurgents 
are in revolution.

BLIND AND FRIENDLESS.

Two Old Men Died at Boston From Cold 
and Starvation. 

Boston, March 1.—In the rear basement 
of the building 134 West Eighth street, 
last night, one old man was found dead 
from cold and starvation and another 
dying from the same cause. The two old 
men, who lived together in the basement, 
had not been seen since Tuesday. 

An officer investigated and found two 
men apparently lifeless on a bed. One of 
the men, Joseph Saunders, 50 years old, 
was dead, and the other, Emanuel Smith, 
was unconscious. Smith, who had been 
sick for two months without medical aid 
or nourishment, was taken to the city hos- 
pital, where it was said he could not live. 
Smith is about 70 years old, and, like 
| Saunders, was totally blind. 

Both were well known in South Boston, 
and went around reseating cane-bottomed 
chairs. The quarters where they lived 
were foul smelling and dirty. No one 
lived with them, and they saved every- 
thing that they earned except the little 
they spert for the scanty food they existed 
on. Itis said they had no fire in the cold- 
est days. 

An officer during his search found $50 
in bank notes under an old mattress be- 
neath the dead man, and in another place 
a bank book crediting Smith with deposit- 
ing $224 in the South Boston Savings 
bank. The men were without known rel- 
atives.

Spirit- 
ual death! What a solemn thought that 
there can be such a thing; that the soul 
may die to the duties it owes to God 
and to the blessings that it receives 
from God in Christ! Spiritual life! 
What a joyous, happy thought that the 
soul may live in vital connection with 
Jesus Christ, as the branch to the vine, 
and may receive life from Him. Spirit- 
ual death should be earnestly shunned, 
while spiritual life should be anxiously 
desired and sought. 

1. Spiritual death (Rev. iii, 1-3). 
Death is here represeuted in the church 
of Sardis. ‘‘Thou hast a name to live, 
but thou art dead.’’ Sardis was one of 
the churches that received unmixed re- 
proof. It received no praise at all. It 
was spiritually dead. It had not always 
been so, for Christ reminds it of a bet- 
ter condition in times past. Nor was it 
necessary at this time. Spiritual death 
in church or individual is a sad condi- 
tion. It is unnecessary, unnatural, is 
dishonoring to Christ and to ourselves, 
and a stumbling block in the way of 
many who might by a better example be 
led to a better life. But there is pointed 


out in connection with Sardis the things | 


that may be done to bring us back again 
toastate of life. 1. Be watchful. Guard 
carefully against continuing further in- 
to the state of deadness. 2. Strengthen 
the things which remain. All was not 
hopeless. Some eyen in Sardis had not 
succumbed to the general spiritual 
apathy, and some works were not entire- 
ly dead. These men to be strengthened 
and others would rise around them. 38. 
Remember the past. Recall better days 
that you may earnestly covet them 
again. 4. Repent. Turn from evil. Turn 
back to God. But Sardis disregarded 
these injunctions, and her candlestick 
was removed. Let us be warned by her 
fate against her example. 

2. Spiritual life (Rev. iii, 7-13). This 
is exhibited in the church of Philadel- 
phia. We know less of the church of 
Philadelphia than some of the other 
seven, and yet we love it. It was alive. 
It did its duty faithfully and well. 
Christ had no reproof for it atall. It 
had strength. It wastrusty. It had been 
faithful. It had not denied the name of 
Christ. It had trouble with those who 
claimed to be Jews, and yet were not, 
but it had been patient and loyal to 
Christ. It was abundantly fewarded. Its 
enemies were to be humiliated before 
them. It was to be kept in time of 
temptation, and these promises were 
crowned by one of the noblest pledges to 
him that overcometh in verse 12. These 
are the characteristics of spiritual life, 
ecclesiastical or personal, and some of 
their rewards. They are open to all and 
free to all. No one need be spiritually 
dead. Life is offered to all. ‘‘Behold I 
stand at the door and knock, and if any 
man hear My voice and open the dooy 
I will come in and sup with him, and 
he with Me’’ (verse 20). Ef we let Christ 
in the church or heart, we may have 
life. To exclude Him means spiritual 
death.

MASS OF WRECKAGE. 


Mexican Railway Train Plunged Over 
a Precipice. 


Vicinity 


MORE THAN A HUNDRED KILLED. 


A Like Number May Have 
Been Fatally Hurt. 


CiTy OF MEXico, March 2.—One of the 
most frightful accidents in the history of 
the Mexican railroads, resulting in the 
killing of 104 persons, and the serious, if 
not fatal, injury of nearly 100 others, oc- 
eurred on the Interoceanic railroad ata 
point about 26 miles from this city. 

A few days ago a great number of per- 
sons left the capital and towns in the 
vicinity to go on a pilgrimage to the 
Catholic skrine at Sacre Monte. The 
Interoceanic ruad carried the bulk of the 
pilgrims. A long train, aboard of which 
there were 1200 passengers, was returning 
Thursday afternoon from the place of the 
pilgrimage. | 

All went well until a point on the 
line about midway between Temamtlsa 
and Tenango was reached. On this part of 
the road there isa steep incline, the line at 
one place onit having a sharp curve where 
it runs close to the edge ofa high precipice. 
This is one of the most dangerous places 
on the road, and was rendered more so by 
the fact that the line here was not in the 
best condition. 

As the train began to run down the in- 
cline, the speed gradually increased, and 
soon it was running ata frightful rate. 
The passengers ceased their laughing and 
joking and looked at each other with a} 
strange fear depicted in their faces. | 
Steadily the momentum 


of the train, 
which was now swaying and bowling 
fearfully, increased, and soon the danger- 
ous high curve was struck. 

As the pilot wheels of the engine took 
the curve, the locomotive swayed outward 
and then back. As the drivers went on 
the curve, the engineagain swayed heavily, 
and then either jumped the track or 
turned a rail. It dashed across the scanty 
space between the rails and the edge of 
the chasm and then plunged downward. 

A Terrible Plunge. 

One after another, three coaches filled 
with passengers dashed after it and piled 
up a mass of wreckage at the foot of the 
precipice, ‘The next two coaches also} 
jumped the track, bnt most fortunately} 
did not go over the edge of the precipice. 
As the fifth coach left the metal it twisted 
and broke the coupling connecting it with 
the coaches behind it. These coaches 
kept the rail and passed safely around the 
curve. After running a considerable dis- 
tance they were stopped. 

When the engine and the three coaches 
fell to the bottom of the ravine there was 
a fearful! crash, and mingled with it were | 
the shrieks of the passengers, which could 
easily be heard above the shrieking of the 
escaping steam of the engine, which was 
knocked to pieces by the fall. 

The passengers in the two derailed 
coaches at the edge of the precipice got 
outof them as quickly as possible, and 
many of them fell on thelr knees and 
offered thanks for their escape from a most 
awful death. 

In the meantime a number of the pas- 
sengers in the other coaches had returned 
to the scene of the wreck and got them- 
selves to the rescue of those imprisoned in 
the wreck at the foot of the precipice. 
The sight here was a most gruesome one. 
The carriages were shattered and a ma- 
jority of the occupants were lying horribly 
mangled beneath the wreckage. 

The shrieks and moans of the injured 
were heartrending, while many Of the un- 
hurt women and children moaned and 
wailedin an agony of terror. The sight 
was one that will never be forgotten by 
those who witnessed it 

The train hands were Americans, and} 
some of them. as soon as possible, tele- 
graphed the newsof the disaster to this 
city. The intelligence caused the greatest 
consternation among the inhabitants. 

Mangled Beyond Recognition, 

Many of the dead will never be iden 
tified, some of them being so horribly 
mangled that it would be almost impossi- 
ble to recognize the remains as those of 
human beings. 

So far as can be learned, the accident was 
due to the negligence of the engineer. It 
is stated that when the train started on| 
the incline he made no attempt to chetk 
its speed by the use of the air brakes. Had 
these brakes failed ‘o work, the momentum 
could have been checked with the hand 
brakes, but persons of the train state Bhat 
they heard no whistle for the application 
of the hand brakes 

The engineer and fireman are believed 
to be under the wreck of the engine and 
the tender, and why the train was allowed 
to run practically wild on one of the most 
dangerous sections of the road will prob 
ably never be known. 

As itis tbe case in Mexico, whenever a 
railroad accident occurs, the feeling is 
very bitter against the railroad company 
and the train hands. All the latter who 
survived will be held tostrict accounta 
bility under the Mexican law, although, 
asamatter of fact, they were in no way 
responsible for the disaster. |

Boston, March 2.—Ia the presence of 
4000 people at Music hall last night, Joe 
Walcott and Billy Smith fought 15 rounds 
for the welterweight championship of the 
country, and Referee Aaron decided at 
the clos of the 15th round that the fighr 
was a draw, in the midst of wild excite 
ment and applause and hisses. 

At the close of the 15th round Walcott 
insisted upon fighting toa finish. S:nith 
shook hands pleasantly with Walcott, and 
the big crowd thought thata fight toa 
finish would ensue, but it was decided 
that the fight wus finished. 

Smith, although receiving the severer 
punishment fora dozen rounds, came off 
smiling and fresh in the 13th, and from 
that to the finish was looked upon as the 
winner, but the twoclosing rounds were 
of even honors. 


Two Disasters [2 Gotham, 

New York, March 2.—Two accidents 
were caused is this city yesterday by fell- 
ing walls, and at least five persons were 
killed and more than a score injured. 
The building in process of demolition, 
known as the old malt house of A. E. & 
S. Schwier, fell without warning, carry- 
ing anumber of workmen to the base- 
ment, three floors below.”

, American Financiers Have Their Eyes 
on London Markets. 


COTTON DOWN TO BED ROCK. 


New Orders Far Boots and 
Shoes Are Scanty. 


New York, March 2.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review of trade says: No 
gold goes out, though sterling exchange 
has risen close to the exporting point, and 
it does not appear that the syndicate has 
yet made any effort to control the ex- 
change market. 

London sold about 40,000 shares of stock 
during the week, and the market is dis- 
tinctly lower for railroad shares, though 
a shade stronger for trusts. 

The stock market waits abject!y for 
London, and foreigners: show thus far 
more disposition to sell than to buy. 
Withdrawals of gold by redemption of 
legal tenders have not ceased, but since 
the closing of the syndicate contract have 
averaged about $120,000 a day. 

Iron Market Quiet, 

The industries make very slow gains 
where they make any. Little is said of 
the stoppage of the Edgar Thomson Steel 
works, though many thousand hands de- 
pend on its operation, because the Car- 
negie company has purchased 50,000 tons 
of bessemer pig at $9.95 to $10.05 at Pitts- 
burg, a price indicating that the biggest 
concern in western Pennsylvania does not 
want to make iron for less. 

At other markets pig iron is quiet, and 
elsewhere, as at Pittsburg, structural or- 
ders account for a large share of the new 
business reported, though activity in wire, 
wire rods and barbed wire still continues 

Bar iron and steel are firmerat Pirtts- 
burg, but without changein quotations, 
and on the whole the reduced consump- 
tion in January does not seem to have 
more than matched the reduced produc- 
tion. 

Stagnation In Boot and Shoe Market, 

Nothing new can be said of boots and 
shoes, for the markets are still unsettled 
by the controversy about prices. Ship- 
ments from Buston in February have 
been 306,965 cases, against 292,973 a year 
ago. It remains the fact that new orders 
are still scanty, even where no advance in 
prices have been asked, and the prostra- 
tion of business in the cotton growing 
region is alleged as a reason for restricted 
orders. The main fact is that the jobbers 
have large stocks on hand, and are not 
now anxious to increase them at higher 
prices. 

Cottons and Woolens. 

The market for cotton goods is fairly 
active, and the demand improves in some 
grades, butison the whole decidedly dis 
appuinting, though this week there has 
been no sensational reduction in prices 
Undoubtedly the accum goods 
continues, and is the most dangerous feat 
ure for the trade. 

Cotton dropped to 5.56 cents, the lowest 
point ever Known since modern classifica 
ions were adopt rhe talk of gre 
duction in acreage this year is as vigorous 
asever. The whole market turns on the 
fact that stocks of American cotton here 
and abroad are considerably larger than 
ever. 

The sales of wool at the three chief mar- 
kets during the past month have been 20,- 
803,550 pounds, against 1s 444.131 last year, 
and while the making low grade 
goods are freely supplied with orders, it is 
&@ most urnwholesome feature that numer- 
ous cancellations are reported, indicating

“We take out $15,000,000 of bullion an- 
nually; we produce everything needed in 
the entire range of human consumption, 
and if we can only escape from the east- 
ern importations, which are favored by 
the railroads, we will have prosperous 
times and work for all our idle people as 
well as for those unborn. 

“Our only connection with the east 
need bein case of war. We could have 
offensive and defensive treaties, and there 
would never be any trouble between the 
two sections. It would still be America 
and freodoin.”

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JOSIAH QUINCY ROASTED. 


The Long Delayed Report of That 
Patent Office Scandal. 


The Boston Advertiser prints the follow- 
ing from its Washington correspondent 
today : 

“Josiah Quincy has received a pretty 
caustic roasting from the senate committee 
on printing, as the result of its investiga- 
tions into his career in connection with the 
Patent Office Gazette. 

“This matter has been hanging fire for 
a long time, and probably Mr. Quincy and 
his friends have been hoping that the 53d 
congress would adjourn with the matter 
reposing in a pigeon-hole. 

**Senator Gorman, however, has had no 
such intention, and the report that has 
been in preparation is now complete. 

“It declares that although no evidence has 
been found that Mr. Quincy had a direct 
pecuniary interest in the Photo-lithographic 
company’s contract, it is very clear that, a3 
the contractors were men without any 
capital of theirown and as he was their 
chief creditor, he cuuld not but have ex- 
pected to derive some pecuniary advantage 
from the profics. 

“He is sharply censured for so actively 
participating in the affairs of one depart- 
ment while Lolding a high and responsible 
position himself in another department, 

The method taken to award the contract 
in question is declared to be unusual, and 
the discharge at Quincy’s dictation of 
Chief Marvin of the division of issue and 
gazette of the patent office, after Marvin 
bad refused to accept the imperfect work 
done by the company, Is severely criticised. 

“The report is unanimots and the know!l- 
edge tbat Mr. Quincy had of Senator Gor- 
mans’s intention to probe this matter to 
the bottom, probably explains the refusal 
of the former to write the resolutions for 
democratic State convention in Massachu- 
setts last fall. 

“Mr. Quincy of course appreciated keenly 
the position he would be in with a plat- 
form denouncing Gorman for his a:titude 
on the tariff bill while Gorman’s investi- 
gation into his connection with the patent 
office affair was pending.”

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AGREED TO DISAGEEE 


The General Disposition Shown by the 
Senate and House. 


A REVIEW OF WHAT WAS DONE 


At the Session of Congress 
Now About to Close, 


WASHINGTON, March 2—A review of 
the work of this last session of the Fifty- 
third congress must necessarily deal more 
with what was attempted to be done than 
that which was accomplished, since most 
ef the important business considered has 
been relegated to the firatclass. The term 
has been particularly marked by the in- 
ability of the senate and the house to 
agree upon many of the most important 
problems presented to them. 

Much more legislation was passed by 
the house of representatives than by the 
senate, because the rules of the house pro- 
vide machinery for compelling a vote 
which disposes of bills in one way or an- 
other, while the traditions of the senate as 
a deliberate body permit interminable dis- 
cussion and delay. 

While the Democratic party mustered a 
large working majority in the house, its 
majority in the senate was, in the begin- 
ning, a very narrow margin, and gradu- 
ally was overcome by the election of Re- 
publicans from four western states which 
had been represented by but one senator 
each on account of deadlocked legisla- 
tures two years before, and the seating of 
other Republicans to succeed Democrats. 

Congressmen met on Dec. 4 last, withone 
imperative and perennial task, to frame 
and enact the various appropriation bills 
without which the wheels of the govern- 
ment would be somewhat in the plight of 
the earth if the sun were to be extin- 
guished. Next in importance was the 
financial question, for which no definite 
plan of settlement, beyond many free sil- 
ver bills and various individual schemes, 
was then in view. 

The Hold-Overs. 

Several important bills came over asa 
heritage from the preceding session, each 
backed by earnest advocates, which were 
in expectation to be inevitably voted upon. 
Fore nost among them were, in the house, 
the Nicaragua cana) bill, the railroad 
pooling bill and the bill for a settle 
mentof the indebtedness of the Union 


| Pacific railroads, known as the Reilly bill. 


Several important bills were placed on 
the calendar of the senate at the begin- 
ning of the term, handed down from the 
long session, when they had been passed 
by the house. Prominent among them 
was the bill to establish a uniform system 
cf bankruptcy, but it was finally side 
tracked. Another unsuccessful measure 
was the anti-option bill. 

There were also on the senate calendar 
the four bills which the house had sent 
over on the day before the preceding ad- 
journment, when it accepted the senate 
amendments to the tariff act—the bills to 
place on the free list. sugar, coal, iron and 
barbed wire—but they have all passed into 
oblivion. 

Of the three bills to confer statehood on 
the, territories of New Mexico, Arizona 
and Oklahoma, neither of them have been 
advanced beyond their positions at the be- 
ginning of the session. 

Financial Legislation. 

The most interesting chapter of the his- 
tory of the session is made by the attempts 
at financial legislation in both houses. 
When congress met it was known that 
Secretary Carlisle had been consulting 
with the president upon a scheme for re- 
forming the currency and the national 
banking system. On Dec. 11 Representa- 
tive Springer introduced a bill which con- 
tained the secretary's plan and which 
came to be known as the “administra- 
tion’’ bill, The bill never came to a direct 
vote, for after a warm debate the house, 
on Jan. 9, by a vote of 162 to 135, declined 
to adopt a rule proposed by the committee 
on rules to fix atime for a vote, and the 
bill was withdrawn. 

Its withdrawal was followed by a mes- 
sage from the president explaining the 
dangers which beset the treasury, and ask- 
ing congress to authorize the secretary of 
the treasury to issue bonds payable in 
gold to maintain the gold reserve. On the 
day the message was read Representative 
Springer introduced a bill embodying the 
recommendations of the message. The 
banking and currency committee changed 
the plan by several amendments. Repre- 


sentative Reed offered a substitute, and | 


still another substitute, based on the Car- 
lisle bill, received the support of a large 
faction of the Democrats. The Springer 
bill was defeated on a motion for its third 
reading—162 to 135. 

The Bond Issue. 


Next came the president’s message de- 
tailing the contract made with a syndicate 
for a bond issue and asking the authority 
of congress to make the bonds payable in 
gold instead of coin. Representative Wil- 
son assumed the financial leadership. The 
ways and means committee reported a 
resolution to authorize an issue of $65,116,- 


275 8 per cent gold bonds payable in 30 


ceeds of the Issue should not be used to de- 
fray current expenses of the government, 
but this resolution, after one day of debate 
in the house, was beaten Feb. 14 by a vote 
of 167 to 120, almost one-half of the Dem- 
ocrats and one-third of the Republicans, 
in round numbers, voting for a third read- 
ing of it. 

Subs quent dealings with the financial 
question are matters of very recent his- 
tory. No financial legislation had yet re- 
sulted from the host of bills introduced 
during the session with more or less 
wWelght of authority behind them. The 
house committee on coinage, of which 
Representative Bland, the free silver ad- 
vocate, was chairman, was nearly equally 
divided on the financial question, so that 
it reported but one bill to the house, that 
to provide for coinage at the branch mint 
at Denver, which became a law. 

Appropriation Bills, 

The principal class of legislation accom- 
plished by the short session was that 
making appropriations for the support of 
the government. Not a little general leg- 
islation was incorporated into the appro- 
priation bills, and the efforts to engraft 
amendinents upon them increased ag the 
days of congress lessened, and the failure 
of special measures became certain, so that 
the fate of some of the bills seemed to be 
threatened. 

‘These bills, in the order in which they 
were passed by the house, were: For the 
Military academy (West Point), army, 
pension, fortifications, diplomatic and 


consular, District of Columbia, stal, ag- 
ticultural, Indian, sundry civil, legisla- 
tive, executive and jedtetel —— 
general deficiency. When the 

of congress began, the house had passed all 
except the general deficiency, and the sen- 
ate had the last four yet to consider. 

The pension bill, as enacted, contained 
provisions that pensions shall not be paid 
to non-residents who are not citizens of 
the United States, except for actual dis- 
abilities incurred in the service, directing 
examining surgeons to state the ratings 
to which they think the applicants are en- 
titled, and fixing the lowest rate of pen- 
sion at $6 a month. 

The diplomatic and consular bill in- 
creased the salaries of several forelgn rep- 
resentatives, and the senate placed in it 
an amendment authorizing the president 
to contract for laying a cable between the 
Hawaiian Islands and the United States, 
pn amendment which the house refused to 
gccept and which brought on a deadlock 
between the conferrees of the two bodies. 

The postal bill was so amended by the 
senate that it practically nullified a recent 
order by the postmaster general that rail- 
way mail clerks should reside on the line 
of the route to which they were assigned. 

Cattle Inspection. 

The agricultural bill empowered the 
secretary of agriculture to enforce rules 
for the inspection of live cattle whose 
meat is intended for shipment abroad in 
any form, and regulations to prevent the 
shipment of condemned carcasses abroad 
or from one state to another, and fixed 
heavy penalties for violation of such reg- 
ulations. It also authorized the president 
to direct correspondence with Great 
Britain to secure the abrogation of regu- 
lations compelling the slaughter at the 
ports of entry of all cattle shipped to that 
country. 

The Indian bill provided for opening 
the lands of the Wichita Indians in Okla 
homa to settlement, and directed that the 
claims of the Choctaw and Chickasaw In- 
dians to the lands be submitted to the 
court of claims within 90 days. 

Considerable legislation was included 
in the sundry civil bill. The completion 
of several public buildings was provided 
for in the bill. Provision was included 
for several new lighthouses; for a revenue 
steamer, to cost $125,000, for use on the Pa- 
cific coast, and for a payment of $5000 to 
the heirs of each of the 21 victims of the 
Ford’s theater disaster. A senate amend- 
ment to the bill, which is not likely to 
succeed, authorizes the secretary of the 
treasury to issue certificates of indebted- 
ness to meet current expenditures to the 
amount of $100,000,000, and provides that 
all bonds shall be offered to the publicand 
sold to the highest bidder. 

The principa) legislative provisions in 
the legiglative bill were for securing uni- 
formity and safety in the bonds of United 
States officials. 

The New Navy. 

The naval bill was notable because of 
the “‘new navy” provision for three battle 
shipsand 12 torpedo boats, and the in- 
crease of the enlisted force by the addi- 
tion of 2000 men. 

The general deficiency bill reported to 
the house amounted to #6,519,589. An 
amendment requested by the secretary of 
state to pay the claimsof Great Britain 
for $425,000 damages for seizures of sealers 
in Behring sea was voted down by the 
house. 

Three other deficiency bills were passed 
in this session—a printing bill for $100,000, 
enacted Dec. 24; a bill fur $400,000 for com- 
pleting the 11th census, Dec. 24, and one 
for general deficiencies, enacted Jan. 25. 

The most conspicuous personal legisla- 
tion passed was the revival of She grade of 
lieutenant general of the army that Major 
General Schofleld might be promoted to 
the rank as a recognition of his services. 

Perhaps more bills pertaining to public 
land laws were introduced than of any 
other class. 

Marine Legislation. 

The Seamen's union has been active in 
the advocacy of the bill to amend the 
Jaws relative to shipping commissioners 
which does away with penal punishments 
for violation of shipping contracts by 
sailors engaged in the coastwise trade or 
shipping to sail between the United States 
and ports in Canada, Newfoundland, the 
West Indies and Mexico, and exempts the 
clothing of seamen from attachment, 

A lifesaving station was established at 
City Point, Boston harbor; a light, fog 
signal and beacon on the Kennebec river 
in Maine. American registers were 
granted to the steamers Claribel, Athos 
and Empress, the barks Linda and Archer 
and the barkentine James H. Hamlen. 

Many bridge bills were enacted. 

The Commercial Travelers’ organization 
secured an amendment to the interstate 
commerce law permitting the issuance of 
joint interchangeable 5000-mile tickets, 
good over more than one road, 


These Measures Falled. 


Returning to the attempted legislation 
that failed, a mention of important bills 
which were passed by one house and re- 
jected or not considered by the other, and 
which have not already been referred to, 
may be made. 

The house adopted a joint resolution or 
an amendment to the constitution pro- 
viding for the election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people of the 
states, but the resolution was reported ad- 
versely by a senate committee. Among 
other house bills that were not acted upon 
by the senate was one to define the crimes 


years, with the stipulation that the pro- | of murder in the first and second degrees, 


manslaughter, rape, mutiny and desertion, 
and to abolish the death penalty for other 
crimes. A bill to amend the articles for 
the government of the navy relative to 
conviction by court-martial, and a bill for 
the reinstatement of several hundred 
clerks dismissed from the railway mail 
service during the first months of the 
Harrison administration, the Démocrats 
allege, from political motives, while an 
order to place them upon the civil service 
classified list was pending. 

The most important of the senate bills 

which failed to pass the house were: One 
for more stringent regulation for the sup- 
pression of the lottery traffic; a joint reso- 
lution for an inquiry into the practicabil 
ity of deep waterways between the ocean 
and the great lakes; a bill for the regula- 
tion of steam vessels; for the encourage 
inent of silk culture; for investigations 
and tests of American timbers; for the lc- 
cation of outstanding military bounty 
land warrants. 
There were several ineffectual efforts in 
both houses to amend the last tariff act for 
the correction of errors and to change rates, 
but the only legislation affecting the tariff 
act was a resolution to extend to April 15 
the time for making returns to the inter- 
rogatories regarding liability under the 
-ncome tay sections, and modifying the 
questions required to be answered. 

Many public building .bills were de- 
feated, much attempted pension legisla- 
tion and many measures to change the 
pubdlic land laws and to alter the status of 
railroad grant linds. 


HELL'S OWN ACRES. 


ON THEM ARE THE TENEMENT 
HOUSE3 OF NEW YORK. 


A District the Most Densely Populated Ia 
the World—Ramshackle Property That 
Pays Nine Per Cent—Items From the Ke- 
port of the Commission. 


The tenement house commission found 
that New York, below the Harlem, has 
a greater density per acre than any cit 
in the world—namely, 148.2 an acre. 
Paris comes next with 125.2 an acre. 
The district bounded by Second, Colam- 
bia, Rivington and Clinton streets and 
Avenue B had on June 1, 1894, 476 6 
persons to every one of its 82 acres, 

The evils of overcrowding, the report 
says, are such as keeping children up 
and out of doors until midnight in the 
warm weather, making cleanliness diffi- 
cult, filling the air with unwholesome 
emanations and foul odors, producing a 
condition of nervous tension, interfer- 
ing with the separateness and sacredness 
of home life, leading to the promiscu- 
ous mixing of all ages and sexes in a 
single room, thus breaking down tue 
barriers of modesty and conducing tc 
the corruption of the young and occa- 
sionally to revolting crimes. 

The ‘‘double decker’’ tenement is call- 
ed ‘‘the one hopeless form of tenement 
house construction.’’ It cannot be wel! 
lighted, it cannot be well ventilated, 
and even the High street houses in Edin- 
burgh, constructed centuries ago, are not 
so bud. Under the head of danger from 
fires the report says: 

“In the year ending June 80, 1894, 
there were 2,415 tenement house fires, 
involving a loss of $608,784, and in that 
time 15 occupants were killed outright 
and 72 injured. It is a startling fact 
that while less than one-third of the 
buildings in New York are tenement 
houses among them occur annually 
more than one-half of the fires.” 

The report says nothing about Trin- 
ity’s tenements, but the description in 
this passage seems to fit them closely- 

“Tt is a well known fact that hrr.an 
dwellings, by prolonged occupaticn, be- 
come so saturated with the bodily ema- 
nations of those who have lived in them, 
sick and well, as to be less healthy than 
newer houses. This result of prolonged 
hvman occupancy is made worse in this 
city by the rapidity with which the 
character of the population in the lower 
parts of the city has changed, and the 
fact that houses built as private dwell- 
ings are not fitted to serve as tenements, 
either in respect to light, ventilation, 
water supply, privacy or facilities for 
cleanliness. "" 

As to rear tenements the report says: 
“The most cursory examination shows 
that the death rates are very high where 
there are rear tenements, running up to 
61.97—an encrmous death rate—in the 
old First ward, and being 27.66 for the 
entire city against 22.21 for the single 
tenements. If we take the death rate of 
children as a test, the rear tenements 
show themselves to be veritable slaugh- 
ter houses. ’’ 

After referring to the necessity of 
parks the report says: ‘‘It is evident 
that an emergency exists which must be 
met Dy prompt and thorough action. 
The St. John’s Cemetery park contains 

.72 acres, the Mulberry Bend park, 
2.74 acres, and the East River Exten- 
sion park 8.6 acres, altogether 13.06 
acres. But the work on one only of these 
has even been begun—the East River 
Extension. 

‘There is an areain this same district 
containing 711 acres, which is 750 feet 
distant from either river and 500 feet 
from any existing, constructing or pro 
posed park. Yet itis the home of about 
324.000 people. 

“This is nearly one-sixth of the total 
estimated population of New York on 
July 1, 1894 and much more than the 
number of inhabitants of the entire city 
of either Cincinnati or San Franciscc 
as given by the census of 1890. Theden- 
sity for the whole area rises ta 476.6 per 
sons per acre. Part of this area has dou 
ble this density, and as a whole the dis- 
trict is the most crowded in the world.’ 

The report says the bathing habit ia 
growing among the masses of the people, 
but it points out that out of atotal pop 
ulation of 255,033 covered by the com- 
mission's inspection only 806 persons 
have access to bathrooms in the houses 
in which they live. 

The commission may have had Trini- 
ty’s tenements in mind when this waa 
prepared. 

The report says the profit of the land 
lords of some dilapidated houses are as 
bigh as 25 per cent. The report adds: 

‘From such general information as 
this committee has been able to obtain 
it seems that when a tenement house is 
properly coustructed in accordance with 
the present laws, kept in good repair 
and in excellent sanitary condition, one 
of the first class—namely, the Single 
flat house—produces a net profit to the 
owner of about 9 per cent upon the val- 
ue of the equity, one of the second class 
—namely, the one with two apartments 
op a floor and with no improvements, 
such as baths, water closets, ranges, 
boilers and stationary washtubs—real 
izes about 8 per cent. A house of the 
third class realizes about 9 per cent, and 
one of the fourth class—the ‘double 
decker’—10 per cent.’’

In Order to Clear Decks For 
an Adjournment. 


WaAsHINGTON, March 4—The near ap- 
proach of the close of the congress mani- 
lested itself Saturday in crowded senate 
galleries, eager claimants about the cor- 
ridors and the bustle and confusion of im- 
portant measures trurriedly handled. 

The senate worked  industriously 
throughout the day, and although the 
nayal appropriation bill invited flights of 
oratory on our new navy, the demands of 
time reduced this to aminimum and made 
rapid progréss possible. It was kept 
steadily before the senate throughout the 
day and again at the night session, with 
adetermination not to lay it aside until 
passed. 

There were constant interruptions, how- 
ever, as conference: committees reported 
their progress on reconciling differences 
on pending bills between the senate and 
house. Early in theday the agricultural 
and fortifications bills were finally agreed 
to and made ready for the president’s 
signatnre. 

At the ontset of the naval bill an effort 
was made to defeat the plan of reduction 
inade by tlie appropriation committee, by 
which the house bill was cut about €2,600,- 
000 and the number of battleships reduced 
from three to two 

After a sharp debate, in which the needs 
of # strong navy were discussed, the navy 
was sustained. The speech of Mr. Hiil 
Was notable in urging that the United 
States had won her greatest achievements 
without a navy aid—usually by diplomacy 
and reason instead of “cannon balls and 
force." 

Mr. Gorman took occasion during the 
day to state that if the wholesale appro- 
priations stood as already made the total 
for this session would exceed that of any 
session since the government was formed. 

The Sunday Session. 

Great crowds filled the senate galleries 
and surged through the corridurs yester- 
day as on some national holiday. ‘The 
senate resumed its session at 2 p. m., hay- 
ing taken a recess at 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The naval appropriation bill was yet 
to be completed, with important items of 
two battleships and many gunboats. The 
debate on the bill continued through the 
afternoon and evening, a final vote being 
taken at 10 o'clock. ‘The bill was passed, 
with two battleships, six gunboats and 
three torpedo boats. 

Early in the day an agreement between 
the members of the house was reached on 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, and 
later on the diplomatic and consular bill. 


The latter measure carried the senate 
amendment appropriating $500,000 for be- 
ginning the Hawaiian cable. ‘This was 


resisted by the house with such determina- 
tion that Mr. Blackburn reported to the 
senate that the house would never yield 
and that further insistence would compel 
an extra session In view of the state- 
ment the senate surrendered the cable 
{tem without the formality of a division, 
although it was with great reluctance by 
the Hawaiian element in the senate.

PLOTTERS PUNISHED. 


Five Years In Prison and $5000 Fine 
For Ex-Queen of Hawaii. 


DEATH SENTENCES ARE COMMUTED 


To Long Terms of Imprison- 
ment and Heavy Fines. 


HONOLULU, Feb. 23.—While the govern- 
ment has easily put down the revolt, it 
does not take the most hopeful view of 
the situation. This is due, to some extent, 
to the excitement of the moment. Presi- 
dent Dole and his cabinet are disposed to 
adopt a most lenient policy toward those 
captured in arms and those suspected of 
sympathy with them. 

But they are urged by those who have 
much at stake here and desire to remain 
to use severe measures in order to prevent 
another revolt. The natives haye shown 
no fighting qualities. Of the 700 men 
called out by Nowlein, the military leader 
of the revolt, only about 125 responded. 

It now 


appears that the iar was 
planned by white men—Gulick, Seward 
and Rickard; that the money for guns 


was furnished by white men in San Fran- 
cisco; that the vessel which brought them 
was owned by white men; that white men 
Went out in a steamer and landed the 
guns, and that two half-whites were the 
chief commanders of the insurrection. 

Even the absolute abdication of the ex- 
queen does not settle matters. The na- 
tives are thriftless, and in the present 
commercial .depression are suffering to 
some extent, as they have no earnings 
laid by. They are told and they believe a 
change of government will bring better 
times. 

the examination of witnesses under 
martial law discloses the fact that there 
are many white men who wish a change 
of government, because the republic is 
economical. The great majority of whites 
however, stand by the government with- 
out reservation. 

Guilt Clearly Established. 

It was not difficult to show knowledge 
of therevolt on the ex-queen’s part. In 
her majesty’s diary. now in possession of 
the government, is to be found very 
curious and definite information abou: 
the revolution of Jan. 9, 1893. 


The attitude of the British commie 
sioner, Hawes, toward the British sub- 
jects who were involved in the revolt is 


very Satisfactory to the government, as he 


tells them that if they have got them- 
selves into trouble he will not help them 
and he knows they are having a fair trial 


Mr. Willis, the American minister, 


is also 


disposed to aid the government. The evi- 
dence in the treason case is clear. 

A number of sentences were announced 
today. Among them were those of Robert 
Wilcox, W: T. Seward, W. H. Rickard 
and Charles T. Gullick, They were the 
four leading plo ters. Each man is 


sentenced to serve 35 years and to pay a 
fine of $10,000. These four men were 
originally sentenced to death, but the 
verdict of the court was changed to im- 
prisonment by President Dole. This 
means that no capital punishment will be 
inflicted on the leaders of the rebellion 
It appeirs that the president has been op-

PRIEST'S TESTIMONY 


Confirms Previous Stories of the 
Awful Massacre of Armenians. 


THE HORRORS OF PRISON LIFE. 


Eleven Thousand Persons 
Were Killed at Sassoun. 


(Copyrighted, 1895.) 

Lonpon, March 4.—The correspondent 
who was sent to Armenia with instruc- 
tions to thoroughly investigate stories 
told of Turkish atrocities in that country, 
under date of Tiflis, Jan. 26, forwards the 
following interview with the father of all 
the Armenians, Mgr. Khrimiran: 

Mer. Kbrimiran’s home is at Etzch- 
miadzin, Russia, within a short distance 
of the Turkish frontier. But he is for the 
present at Tiflis. In an outer house, the 
correspondent met @ monk in a black 
habit, and at the further end of the room 
was aman, dressed entirely in red, hold- 
ing a long mace. 

The sanguinary appearance of this man 
contrasted strangely with the peace and 
quiet of the house. Sometimes four of 
these red garmented men are in attend- 
ance. Mgr. Khrimiran talked fluently 
and eloquently of the wrongs of his people. 
Among other things he said: 

“The massacre in the mountains was 
the result of a long period of Turkish mis- 
government. In the Armenian provinces 
of Turkey a policy of cruelty and oppres- 
sion has continued for a long time. 
Twenty or 3) years ago the Armeniansdid 
not understand the cause of all the calam- 
ities which befell them. They thought 
their troubles were sent by heaven as 
punishment for their sins. Such is always 
the belief of the people deprived of educa- 
tion and the printing press. Burt, later, 
when the people began to think and to 
understand the wicked acts of their op- 
pressors, there came a change, and they 
saw clearly the real cause of their troubles. 

“The Armenians suffered from the mis- 
government of the Turks much more than 
the Bulgarians, who lived in the neigh- 
borhood of the western European powers, 
whereas the Armenians were at such a 
remote distance from the civilized world 
that their cries could not be heard. 

Pleaded For Armenians In Vain. 

“At the close of the Russo-Turkish war 
the Armenians, encouraged by the im- 
proved condition of Bulgaria, demanded 
the same guarantees which were given to 
that country. In the meantime the Euro- 
pean powers were compelled to sign the 
Berlin treaty. At this period I was sent 
with another delegate to western Europe 
to plead the cause of the Armenians, but 
my mission did not produce satisfactory 
results. 

“I presented to the Berlin congress a 
memoir, giving details of the Turkish 
atrocities in Turkish Armenia. With ref- 
erence to the Armenian question the Ber- 
lin congress adopted what is known as 
the 61st article of the Berlin treaty, and, 
although the treaty was signed, it had no 
influence in lessening the persecution of 
the Armenians. Our hopes were in yain. 
The cruelty of Turkish misgovernment 
did not cease. It merely took a new form. 

“Bat, keeping in view that there was a 
treaty, the Turks sought for some legal 
means of justifying their atrocities. What 
happened? The taxes became heayler and 
all kinds of duties became greater, and 
the Kurds received full permission to 
plunder Armenian peasants. 

“Here lies the cause. Why should a 
people who have not only a suflicient 
quantity of land, even too much, and of a 
very fertile and well “irrigated land, leave 
their native soil and emigrate to other 
countries? Nearly 80,000 Armenians seek 
work in Constantinople in order that they 
may be able to pay the taxes which the 
Turkish government impose upon them. 
In the whole Turkish empire, including 
Asia, there are about 3,000,000 Armenians,” 

Regarding the Ssassoun massacre, the 
priest said that what he knew of the 
affair was gathered from eye-witnesses 
and newspaper reports. His story was 
substantially as previously reported in 
these dispatches. Continuing, he said: 

“Many Armenians are confined in pris- 
ons for ‘political matters.’ The number 
of the prisoners must be more than 2000. 
All, or nearly all, are inn cent. The state 
of the Turkish prisons is simply dreadful. 
For instance, the chief monk of a monas- 
tery was fastened to a wall with nails 
driven through his hands, and was deliy- 
ered from that awful position only on ad- 
mitting that he had acted wrongfully, al- 
thoug!r he was really innocent. 

Prisoners Brutally Treated, 

“On the hands and feet of several prison- 
ers were fastened iron chains and heavy 
shackles of wood, while on their heade 
were placed instruments resembling cop- 
per pots, which were heated to a high 
temperature. 

“In the Sassoun district there were 
about 114 villages and hamlets. I believe 
that the Kurdish and Turkish troops have 
burned or destroyed 81 villages, and I esti- 
mate that the number of men, women 
and children killed in the Sassuun district 
amounts to 11,000. 

“These villages are Shenyk, with 160 
inhabitants; Semal, with 1400 inhabi- 
tants; Cleicangan, with 2400 inhabitants.” 

With reference to the Turkish commis- 
sion of inquiry, Mgr. Khrimiran said: 
“The chief interest at present centers in 
the Turkish commission of inquiry, but I 
look for no results from the investiga 
tion.” 

The correspondent also interviewed sey- 
eral Armenian refugees at Tiflis. The 
stories they told of the massacre corre- 
sponded in every respect with what had 
been published im local Armenian papers. 
Said one of the refugees, who acted as 
spokesman: 

“Todefend ourselves we were united as 
one family. We held our ground as long 
as we could, but we had only 300 old- 
fashioned guns 

“After 25> days we held a council as to 
what we shonid do. The Turks sent 
word that if we surrendered they would 
not killus. But they did not keep their 
promises, and began to cut off the heads 
of some and to disembowel others, to out- 
rage our wives and daughters. We can 
show you the very place the bodies were 
thrown. The position of the bodies in the 
pit will prove that they were buried alive. 
Seeing that the Turks would Kill us all, 
we at last fled.”

MURDER IN MANCHESTER. 


First Which Has Stained the City’s Beo- 
ord In Fifteen Years. 

Mancuester, N. H., March 4—The first 
murder in this city in 1) years was com- 
mitted late Saturday night, when James 
Welch inflicted injuries on John O’ Brien, 
from which the latter-died a few hours 
later. Both men have criminal records in 
this c'ty. Welch, O’Brien and another 
man named Clark D. Thompson had 
been drinking together when the fight be- 
gan. Itis alleged that Welch figured as 
principal, and that during the fracas he 
struck O’Brien, knocking him down 4 
flight of stairs, then jumped on him ina 
brutal manner, stabbing him several 
times with an old case knife. 

O’Brien was taken to the station, where 
he died about 8 a. m. Sunday. Welch was 
locked up. O’Brien was a native of Mil- 
ford, to which place his body was taken 
last night. 


Town In Danger. 

BALTIMORE, March 4—Water in the 
Susquehanna river continued to rise 
steadily all Saturday, and by Sunday was 
over the wharves and had risen nearly to 
the tracks of the Columbia and Fort De- 
posit railroad. The town is ina critical 
condition. It is only a question of how 
long the huge barricade across the entire 
river will hold, As itis impossibleto get 
from the center of the town to the inun- 
dated places, no estimate of the damage 
can be made. 


Gain In Dividend Payments, 

FAut River, March 4.—G. M. Haffards 
& Co. have issued their quarterly report 
on mill dividends. The amount paid for 
the quarter was $290,425 on a capital stock 
of $21,048,000. The average dividend was 
1.37 per cent on the stock represented. In 
addition, the Kerr Thread mills paida 
dividend of 2! per cent on a capital of 
$1,000,000.

$80,000.

RS. CHARLOTTE EMERSON BROWN. 


A Wom of High Character Whose Death 
Is Deeply Deplored. 

A pang of sincerest sorrow bas enter- 
ed many hearts at the announcement of 
the death at Orange, on Feb. 5, of Mrs. 
Charlotte Emerson Brown. Every wom- 
an who knew her knows that in her per- 
son existed one of the best friends to 
ber sex that ever lived. Mrs. Brown 
was emphatically a woman's woman. 
She loved her kind, and she lived tc 
elevate and make them happy. She 
knew not the meaning of envy or jeal- 
ousy. She exalted the home. Her ideals 
of womanly life were the stanch old 
New England ones, which make per- 
sonal religion aad the domestic virtues 
the foundation of character. On these 
she herself had reared a remarkable in- 
tellectual development, and she desired 
all women to do the same. 

The ordinary statistics of Mrs. 
Brown's life have often been given. She 
was the daughter of the Rev. Professor 
Joseph Emerson of Andover, was born 
in 1833, and was graduated in her early 
womanhood from the well known Ab- 
bott academy of Andover. She had been 
a teacher of many different branches and 
had traveled extensively, when in 1880 
she married the Rev. Mr. Brown of Or- 
ange. 

Mrs. Brown believed devoutly in the 
woman’s club movement, and to her ef- 
forts, as much perhaps as to any one 
woman, the success of the great Federa- 
tion of Woman’s Clubs is due. After a 
thorough training in club work in the 
large and flourishing Orange club, she 
was able to accept the presidency of the 
federation with a full knowledge of its 
responsibilities and was exactly fitted 
to give to the organization the prestige 
and leadership which were necessary. 

The mere presence of Mrs. Brown in 
a meeting gave it dignity and charm. 
Her fine face, on which love and char- 
ity were beautifully expressed, shed a 
spirit of fraternity all about her. No 
one who saw her at the great federation 
meeting at Philadelphia will ever for- 
get her. 

Mrs. Brown possessed a fund of learn- 
ing which her modesty in society and 
her desire for bringing out the good 
points of others to the neglect of her 
own allowed few, except her intimate 
friends, to suspect. She was familiar 
with seven languages, understood art 
and music thoroughly and could discuss 
history, literature, philosophy, science 
and theology with great intelligence. 
Few men or women have possessed in 50 
high a degree the New England pas- 
sion to know. 

The labor which ske did for women 
undoubtedly shortened her life. Few 
know how she worked to establish the 
cause so dear to her. Others sometimes 
doubted whether it would prove of much 
benefit to women. She never did, and 
no monument will more honor her than 
that her friends and followers shall have 
her faith and zeal.—New York Times. 


The Ohio Law. 

The Ohio law granting school suffrage 
to women has been declared constitu- 
tional by the circuit court of Columbus. 
The Toledo Blade says: 

It is significant that the circuit court 
decision was written by Judge Shauck, 
who has since become a supreme judge 
and will be one of the six judges to pass 
upon the question when it comes before 
that tribunal. Judge Shauck holds that 
the legislature has full power over the 
whole subject of organizing and regulat- 
ing the schools of the state and cites 
decisions to prove this. The point that 
women are not qualified electors under 
the constitution is held not to interfere 
with their right to vote on school mat- 
ters, as the offices tu be filled in suc! 
elections are unknown to the constiti 
tion. It now looks very much as if th 
women will have clear legal sailing un 
der the new law.

A report from the French capital is 
to the.effect that the abbreviated cos- 
tume which the Parisienne calls her bi 
cycle dress has been found so comforta- 
ble that several women who love to 
hunt and fish wear it habitually on their 
country estates in the daytime. They

THREATS OF TURKS. 


Another Massacre May Follow Retire- 
ment of Inquiry Commission. 


OQUTRAGES STILL PERPETRATED. 


Relatives of Victims Dare Not 
Speak of the Crimes. 


Lonxpon, March 5.—The Armenian cor- 
respondent of The Telegraph declares that 
already the Turkish case before the com 
mission appointed to investigate the Ar- 
menian outrages has completely broken 
down. The only matter not yet cleared 
up is the question of who is to be regarded 
as responsible for the massacre. 

The fanaticism of the Mohammedans is 
growing, and threats of a 
Christians as soon as the commission re- 
tires are heard in Krapool, Van, Bitlis, 
Moosh and Erzeroun. ‘These threats have 
already been partially executed. Many 
inoffensive Armenians have been wantonly 
attacked and beaten, and even killed, 
while their relatives were afraid to speak 
lest a worse fate befall them.

WE FAIL to see why there should be 
any difference jn the method of payment 
fora sewer system and a water system. 
The city constructs or purchases a water 
system and levies no assessments, The 
sewer system should be built in the same 
way. Accity cannot compel abutters to 
take water, but they can compel them to 
enter a sewer. Aside from the payment of 
the debt contracted, the water system is 
self-supporting, and a sewer system soon 
would be. If self supporting it is the 
abutters who are benefitted that pay the 
expenses and not the city. A sewer sys- 
tem is for the public health, and should be 
supported by the city. By the rental sys- 
tem the city would always have an income, 
whereas under the proposed plan there will 
be no income after ten years, when all as- 
sessments have been paid, and then it will 
be necessary to raise $25,000 or more annu- 
ally by taxation for maintenance interest 
and payments of debt.

DELAYED DISPATCH. 


I had never been left alone in charge 
of the office before. It was a cold, blus 
tery day in January, one of those dreary 
winter days that make one feel so mel 
ancholy and blue, the wind shrieking 
about the building and the snow falling 
thickly in great white flakes, which 
seemed to be vying with each other for 
a comfortable spot on which to fall 
when reaching the friendly bosom of 
earth, Old Sol had not favored us with 
a smile all day, but had sulkily hidden 
his face behind the gray restless clouds. 
It was truly a dismal! afternoon. 

The office building in which I was 
domiciled was one of those dreary old

The little town of B—— wasasleepy 
little village of about 900 inhabitants, 
built down in a valley, surrounded by 
hills, from which flowed an abundance 
of beautiful, clear, pure spring water, 
supplying the humble, contented citi- 
zens.

Situations of that dreary afternoon, I 
shudder and wonder if old Father Time 
will ever enable me to forget that 
dreadful experience, ‘so that I can speak 
of it all without a shudder.—North- 
west Magazine. 

Russian Traits, 

The Russians are lazy and effemi- 
nate. In the winter they seldom walk, 
and when they do so they craw] along, 
muffled up in furs, and do not move 
with any briskness, One sees a great 
many military officers in Moscow, and 
their want of smartness is noticeable. 
Numbers are always to be seen loung- 
ing about the boulevards with their 
hands in the pockets of their gray over- 
coats. These boulevard warriors do not 
look very formidable. The Cossacks are 
dirty looking ruffians, badly dressed and 
mounted on small horses, which are 
said to be excellent animals, possessing 
wonderful staying power. I was told by 
an officer that the Cossacks have degen- 
erated very much and have been spoiled 
by being turned into regulars. The Cos- 
sacks of the Don especially have deteri- 
orated, but those of the Cancasian re- 
gions are fine soldiers. 

One of the worst characteristics of 
the Russians is their dishonesty in trade. 
In Moscow, even in many of the best 
shops, one has to bargain for purchases, 
as a much higher price than is expected 
is always asked. In this way foreign- 
ers in Moscow no doubt frequently pay 
three or four times the necessary price 
for articles. In the same way one has 
to bargain for everything, and this, in 
my opinion, constitutes one of the most | 
disagreeable things connected with life 
in Russia. One always imagines that 
one is being swindled, and too frequent- 
ly, no doubt, the idea’is not a vain one. 

That the Russians are a dirty people 
is well known. Very few houses have 
even a footbath in them, and although 
there are fine public baths the Rus- 
sians, evenof the upper classes, seldom 
make use of them. Indeed I believe the 
lower orders are cleaner in this respect. 
— Westminster Review.

AMERICANS iN CUBA 


Assume a Great Risk by Aiding Iusur- 
gents In Any Way, 

MADRID, March 5—In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday Senor Osma questioned 
the government regarding the report that 
Americans had been arrested in Cuba, 
and in the course of his remarks quoted 
from an interview published a few days 
ago with Manuel de Cespeder Quesada, 
son of the revolutionary leader who was 
killed in the last insurrection in Cuba. 

Senor Groizard replied that advices re- 
ceived by the government showed that 
three Americans had been arrested at 
Havana and that the American consul 
general had made application regarding 
them to the authorities. Senor Groizard 
further said that the government sup- 
ported the attitude of Captain General 
Calleja. It considered that the Spanish- 
American portfolio of 1877 affirmed no 
protection to Americans who conspired 
against the government of Cuba. Foreign- 
ers were subject to the same laws as the 
Cubans, except that they could only be 
tried by the ordinary tribunals and not by 
courts-martial. 


Looking Over Southern Ground, 

CoLumBi14, S. C., March 5.—Recently a 
committee was sent north by the Colum- 
bia city council to call the attention of 
northern mill men to Columbia’s advan- 
tages for cotton milling.

And the Fifty-Third Congress Has 
Become a Matter of History. 


NEWSPAPER MEN MADE HAPPY. 


Sung the Doxology In the 
House Press Gallery. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—At noon yes- 
terday, after a continuous session of 48 
hours, interrupted by an occasional recess, 
the flags above the Capitol were lowered 
and the Fifty-third congress had passed 
into history. 

In the house the end was not marked or 
marred by any unpleasantincident. All 
the appropriation bills were out of the 
way when the house reconvened at 8 in 
the morning, and the time was dawdled 
away until 11 o'clock, the only feature be- 
ing a rather brisk but brief debate on the 
results from the projected monetary con- 
ference. The usual committee was sent 
to the president to inform him that con- 
gress was ready to adjourn, and the other 
formalties of the end of a congress were 
gone through with. 

The concluding minutes were in the na- 
ture of a love feast. ‘The best feeling pre- 
vailed. The resolution of thanks to the 
speaker, which usually comes from a mem- 
ber of the majority, was offered by Mr. 
Cannon ina very graceful speech bearing 
testimony to the high appreciation, in 
which the presiding ofticer was held by the 
Republican minority. Mr. Wilson re- 
sponded in behalf of the majority, and 
Mr. Simpson, representing the Populists, 
joined in the expression of thanks for the 
kindnesses ex™nded by the speaker. All 
the kindly sentiments were applauded, 
and when Mr. Crisp himself ascended the 
rostrum to return his thanks and deliver 
his parting words the demonstration was 
terrific. 

At the conclusion of his speech, just be- 
fore declaring the house adjourned, he ap- 
pointed Mr. Culberson of ‘l'exas, Mr. Hitt 
of Illinois and himself as members of the 
monetary commission. His own appoint- 
ment was by resolution. As the Fifty- 
third congress came to its end, the dox- 
ology was sung by the correspondents in 
the press gallery. 

The Senate Wind-Up. 


The United States senate closed its final 
session amid crowded galleries, congratu- 
latory resolutions, a parting word from 
President Cleveland and a brief valedic- 
tory from the vice president. 

The wonted dignity of the senate was 
preserved to theend, except for the rush 
of business incidental to the last hours of 
agession. ‘The senators were at work by 9 
o'clock, after having remained in the cham- 
ber until4a.m. ‘They clearly showed the 
fatigue of the long session, lasting from 
Saturday noon, and their ranks were too 
thin up to 11 o'clock for the transaction of 
anything beyond formal business, 

By that time there were a few vacant 
seats on the floor of the senate, and the 
galleries were literally packed, the crowds 
filling the senate, pushing into the aisles 
and overflowing into and down the corri- 
dors and stairways. Many members of 
the diplomatic corps occupied the gallery 
reserved for them. 

By 10 o’clock the last formalitieg on the 
two remaining appropriation bills—naval 
and deficiency—were concluded, and the 
measures started to the executive man- 
sion. There was no disposition to take up 
new business, and two efforts to consider 
questions affecting the Behring sea were 
cut off by objections, 

A feature of the last moments of the 
session wus the tumultuous laughter 
which greeted the announcement of Mr. 
Voorhees, of the committee to wait on the 
president, that the latter tendered his con- 
gratulations to congress on the close of 
their labors. 

Vice President Stevenson closed the ses- 
sion with a few well-chosen words, and, 
as he stated, the work of the Fifty-third 
O ngress passed into history.

CITY HOWEVER MAY BE GAINER. 


Plan to Remodel and Enlarge City 


Hall to Provide Accommodations. 


The need of enlarging and remodelling 
City Hall has long been felt and the order 
introduced in the City Council Monday 
evening to appropriate $250 for plans is a 
step in the right direction. 

Many schemes have been proposed to en- 
large and remodel the old building, but the 
one now in view will not only fill a long 
felt want but if carried through will settle 
the new court house matter, as it is said the 
bill now before the Legislature will not 
pass. 

The valuable papers of the city are ac- 
cumulating very fast and the several de- 
partments are hampered for room. Then 
again the school and water departments are 
unprovided for at City Hall and the city is 
obliged to hire rooms elsewhere at an an- 
nual cost of something like $747 which will 
nearly pay the interest on the amount re- 
quired to enlarge and remodel the building. 

The plan proposed is to build an addi- 
tion ia the rear of 28 feet; on the first floor 
of which will be located the police station 
which will be 28x44 feet, and will contain 
ten cells and an office for the Chief of 
Police. 

The second floor of the new part it is 
proposed to finish for a court room with an 
entrance from the street as well as from 
the police station which would be very con- 
venient. 

It is not proposed to remove the back 
wall of the present building except above 
the first story where it will be removed and 
part of the Council chamber taken into 
the court room, 

It is also proposed to do away with the 
entrances to the building in front and have 
an entrance in the centre opening into a 
vestibule running through the centre of 
the building.

If the proposed plan is carried through 
and the Council appropriates $20,000, as it 
will doubtless be asked to do, the city 
could receive a revenue from the county of 
nearly $1,000 a year for rental of the court 
room. This would practically mean a 
saving of nearly $4,000 each year, which 
means considerable to Quincy. 

Rough plans have been made of the 
changes noted above and the appropriation 
asked for will be used in making detailed 
plans after which an order will be

STREET RAILWAY LOCATIONS. 


A Hearing Necessary Before Action 


Can be Taken.

SECTION. 7. The board of aldermen of 
a ity or the selectmen of a town, upon the 
petition of such directors or a majority 
thereof for a location of the tracks of the 
railway therein, shall give notice to all 
parties interested, by publication in news- 
papers or otherwise as they may determine, 
at least fourteen days before their meeting, 
of the time and place at which they will 
consider such location, and after a hearing 
they shail pass an order refusing such loca- 
tion, or granting the same or any portion 
thereof under such restrictions as they 
deem the interests of the public may re- 
quire; and the location thus granted shall 
be deemed and taken to be the true loca- 
tion of the tracks of the railway, if an ac- 
ceptance thereof by said directors in writ- 
ing is filed with said mayor and aldermen 
or selectmen within thirty days after re- 
ceiving notice thereof. 

It seems by the above that a hearing is 
necessary, even if the committee is opposed 
to a location, and that the action of Mon- 
day night is null and void. Will President 
Bass so declare it ? 

Many will agree with the Committee on 
Streets that a location on the side of the 
street should not be granted. But that is | 
the petition and the hearing should be 
confined to that. Had the company ap- 
plied simply for a location it would have 
been granted. In fact a location in the! 
centre was granted and refused last year.

“NOT A DEFALCATION.” 


But Beoks of the At.erican Missionary 
Society Show a Shortage. 

New Yorg, March 6.—There is a short- 
age in the accounts of the American 
Church Missionary society, and the books 
of the organization have been found to be 
in such aconfused condition that the ex- 
perts are not as yet in a position to make 
a detailed statement. The secretary of 
the society is Rev. William A. Newbold 
of Montclair, N. J., and the treasurer, 
Henry A. Oakley of New York city. 

Bishop Peterkin of West Virginia said 
last night, relative to the action of the ex- 
ecutive committee: ‘The irregularities al- 
luded to in thi® statement are such as 
warrant the removal of the secretary and 
treasurer from offce.

accounts extremely difficult, 

“The society has not been entirely crip- 
pled by these irregularities, but as they 
extend over five or six years it is impos- 
sible to make a detailed statement. I 
would not like to call it a defalcation, but 
I will say that hereafter the society would 
like to have its money handled in a differ- 
ent manner.” 

Mountaiagg Made of Mole-Hills, 

Tawra, Fla, March 6.—Major J. W. 
Howard of New York, who has been trav- 
eling all over Cuba during the past two 
weeks, arrived here from Havana last 
night.

Our Hiex ScHOoL, 
As SEEN By A VISITOR. 


Rey. A. E. White of the Cambridge 
school hoard visited the Quincy High last 
week and writes as follows: 

Mr Eprror: It is sometimes a pleasure 
to know the opinions of those who are 
strangers, for we become accusiomed to 
the thoughts of personsat our own fire- 
sides or in our own neighborhood. 

1 live in Cambridge aud we at home are 
wont to believe that our schools are quite 
as good as elsewhere, and while we are not 
entirely satisfied we are quite serene and 
content in the faith that our schoo! system 
is worthy of all praise. I wish however to 
express my very great pleasure due to a 
recent visit to your High school. Let me 
specify: 

Ist. ‘The beautiful building is a credit 
to the enterprise of any city and is a stand- 
ing advertisement of the appreciation of 
all citizens for the cause of education. 

2d. The interior is most finely adapted 
to modern demands, and the equipment at 
present is not only excellent but there isa 
suggestion of large possibilities. 

3d. Ireceived the impression that the 
‘*teaching forca’’? was equal to the ex- 
pectations and demands of an intelligent 
community; self possession, intellectual 
success and fidelity to each day’s duties 
seemed to be the atmosphere in which the 
workers loved to work. 

4th. I was greatly interested in the de- 
bating society, composed of the classes ’95 
and ‘96, which assembles once a week—on 
Wednesday--and by the way it would be a 
good thing for the people of Quincy to wit- 
ness the intellectual ability which the young 
essayists, debaters and orators manifest in 
the hour devoted to the purpose of ‘‘ mak- 
ing pupils think on their feet.”’ 

The order was excellent; all the pupils 
seemed to enjoy themselves in a thorougk!y 
dignified way and yet exhibited no such 
constraint as would iaterfere with con- 
sistent freedom. The question for dis- 
cussion was especially ludicrous, namely, 
“Ts life worth the living?” 

To look into the happy facés of these 
pupils and to apply that question to them 
seems most incongruous, and then to hear 
a disputant chosen to conduct the negative 
side who was perhaps the personification 
of an intense love of life, was just ‘* too 
funny foranything,’’ as we hear it some- 
times expressed. But the discussion was 
bright and teuded to sharpen the wits, and 
the intellectual pyrotechnics not only served 
to illuminate but to interest. 

The principal, Mr. Tupper was a quiet 
but close observer of all that was said and 
done, and no doubt the individual pupils 
felt his presence, and constantly have been 
and will be, told of his encouragement. 
The head master and his excellent assist- 
ants are making the High school worthy of 
all confidence, and it is safe to say that the 
republic wil] suffer no loss, ‘‘ne quid res- 
publica detrimenti,’’ under their supervi- 
sion and leadership. If I had a word to say 
to the pupil who discussed “ Is life worth 
the living,” I would have quoted to him 
Martial: ‘‘ Summam nec metuas diem, nec 
optes,’’ as not only applying to the end of 
life, but t@ bis school days as well. To 
sum up, Quincy may well be proud of her 
success for the advancement of learning. 
Her confidence is well placed and her re- 
wards are investments that will never be 
disappointing. 


Monat TEACHING 
By Precept AND EXAMPLE. 

By the town report of Avon for the past 
year we learn that several minutes each 
day are devoted by teachers in the public 
schools to teaching morals and good man- 
ners, 

It would seem as though this must be a 
mistake. We ure willing to wager that 
from every teacher in Avon who knows his 
or her profession the pupils receive in- 
struction in morals and good manners every 
day in the week and every hour in the day. 
They are instructed, we believe, not only 
by precept but by example—and example 
is the greatest and most effective teacher 
that there is. There may be only a few 
minutes in the day in which actual moral 
jastruction is given by Avon’s teachers to 
Avon's pupils. But that is a comparatively 


small part of the work of teaching the 
pupil how to carry himself; to discriminate 
between the good and the bad; to habitually 
use correct and clean language; to avoid 
immorality; to be a respectable member 
of society at al! times, 

These things cannot be taught in a few 
minutes of each day. They will not sink 
deeply into the hearts of the pupils if they 
are not enforced and driven home by the 
good conduct and excellent manners of the 
teacher. No doubt the teachers of Avon 
in their own living exemplify the fine 
truths which they enumerate daily to the 
young people.—Brockton Enterprise. 


Brest TEACHERS NEEDED 
IN THE PRIMARY GRADES. 

A correspondent of the New York Ad- 
vertiser writes: 

““There cannot be too strong words of 
praise of hundreds of splendid men and 
women who so ncbly and earnestly are do- 
ing their work as principals and teachers, 
often under hard conditions. The more I 
know them the more I admire their pluck, 
courage and enthusiasm. Where would 
our schools be today without these true 
teachers? How poorly many of them are 
paid! The primary schools, and teachers 
especially, have not been considered as they 
should be. The most experienced and high- 
est salaried teachers should be here, for 
the characters and habits of the child are 
formed very young. Criticism in this re- 
spect of school officials is not intended, 
rather would I like to strengthen the hands 
of present and future boards. Does not 
the blame rest upon the taxpayers and citi- 
zens, who so often cry out against school 
taxation, not realizing how large expendi- 
tures in the rudimentary training of the 
children of the State, will save later in 
many channels ? 

‘“*What do the citizens know of the 
schools ? How have they supported them? 
How much do they know of what true ed- 
ucation and child-nature mean? Barron 
von Humboldt says: ‘Whatever we want 
to see introduced into our nation let us 
first introduce into the schools.’ Therefore 
no expenditure of the taxpayer's moneys 
can be so worthily made as upon the 
schools. To repeat: The city shou'd be 
proud of its taxes for education, and each 
resident, as parent, citizen, Christian man 
or woman, should sacrifice almost all else 
in the study and effort to make the scbools 
all that they should be. Let the city econ- 
omize elsewhere, not in the education of 
her future citizens.”’ 


THe New TEACHER. 
Sue Must INTEREST. 

A little girl whose school was about to 
be changed, said the other day: ‘I do 
hope the new teacher will be like Miss 
,’ mentioning the name of one of the 
teachers in the school she was to leave. 
““Why ?” was asked. ‘‘ Oh, because Miss 
— made everything so _ interesting. 
There isn’t any use of my studying arith- 
metic unless the teacher likes arithmetic.’’ 
The child had struck the very heart of 
education. It is an impossible thing for 
any teacher to teach who is not interesting, 
and to be interesting she must love her 
work. Itis rather difficult for a teacher 
to continue interesting if the publie accepts 
her passively, and if she is made to believe, 
because of the attitude of that public, that 
her business is to sit in a chair and hear 
children recite. But if the teacher is made 
to feel that the public recognizes in her, or 
him, the prime factor in education; that 
character as well as book-knowledge has 
a place in the school-room; that personal 
appearance is not a matter of indifference; 

hat manners have a legitimate field, that 
they are, in fact, object iessops to the ten, 
twenty, or sixty children in the class- 
room, the teacher is forced to a new under- 
standing of the public relations of a 
teacher.—The Outlook.

WORST DURING THIS GENERATION. 


Cold Weather Occasioned Unusual Hard- 
ships and Sickness In Great Britain. 


The misery caused by the severity of 


the weather throughout Great Britain 
and all European countries has been un- 
precedented in the present generation. 
Even well to do Londoners have been 
compelled to endure extraordinary an- 
noyances. 
the city are laid only 2 to 245 feet deep, 
which is beyond the reach of an ordi- 
nary frost. This time the icy visitor 
did not relax his hold till he had closed 
nearly half of them. Fully a third of 
the street Ijghts failed to burn for a 
whole week, and almost half of the 
householders of London were obliged te 
get their water supply from the stand 
pipes, which were put up in the streets 
throughout the metropolis. 

The departing frost left a worse evil 
in its train. The influenza became epi- 
demic. If private inquiries furnish an 
accurate indication of its extent, then 
fully 15 per centof the population have 
been stricken. Its type is severe, but 
not so persistent as five years ago. The 
attack is usnally sudden and often ac- 
companied by such complete collapse 
that the patient falls in a fainting fit. 
Recovery, however, in many cases is 
rapid. I met two or three victis who 
felt able to venture out, althongh they 
were carried home utterly helpless when 
first attacked five or six days before. 
The sudden outbreak declared itself es- 
pecially in the house of commons, 
where a large number of members fell 
victims, and in several of the great 
schools, some of which, it is feared, will 
have to be disbanded for the term.— 
New York Sun's London Letter

THREE MEN FROM THE WEST. 


Millionaires Who Will Try to Enjoy Their 
Riches In the Metropolis, 

Three large western cigjes—Chicago, 
Denver and Helena—have recently lost 
three citizens to New York, citizens 
whose combined fortunes are estimated 
to be quite $100,000,000. The three 
men who have already bought property 
in this city are Charles T. Yerkes, the 
Chicago cable king; W. A. Clarke, the 
silver mine Croesus of Montana, and D. 
H. Moffat, the owner of the famous 
Creede mine of Colorado. 

These three money monarchs may be 
expected to do something startling in 
the building way. Mr. Yerkes has al- 
ready set the pace for the other rich cit- 
izens coming here from the west. He 
has practically completed his $100,000 
palace on Fifth avenue, at the south- 
east corner of Sixty-eighth street. It 
has a frontal of 51 feet on Fifth ave- 
nue and 125 feet on Sixty-ejghth street. 
In the rear there is an addition 100 feet 
long and 25 feet wide, in which will be 
hung Mr. Yerkes’ famous collection of 
old masters, valued at over $2,000,000. 
It is said that this will be the richest 
gallery in this country. The mansion 
will be five stories Légh, of pure classical 
design and built of very dark American 
brownstowe. The carving on the exterior 
will cost a good sized fortune. Thestoop 
to the Yerkes mansion will be one solid 
block of brownstone that will cost $20, - 
000. 

Another one of the néw citizens of 
New York, Mr. David H. Moffat, whose 
fortune is variously estimated from $20, - 
000,000 to $50,000,000, has had a va- 
ried career. 

When a boy, he was a messenger in 
the New York Exchange bank, and he 
now owns several banks in Colorado, 
mines, stocks and gold galore. He prao- 
tically owns all of the Creede mine. He 
took hold of the property which Creede 
discovered and built a railroad to it. 
He developed the mines so thoroughly 
that Creede is one of the largest ship- 
ping points in the United States. 

He left New York for Iowa a score or 
more years ago to take a place as teller 
in a bank in Des Moines. While there 
he attracted the attention of a capitalist 
who wanted to start a bank in Omaha. 

Mr. Moffat was made the cashier of 
that bank. He was in Omaha when the 
Pike’s peak excitement began, and at 
that time he went to Colorado. He 
speculated in groceries and other staples 
which were needed for shipment to the 
mines, and he soon owned a bank. 

W. A. Clarke, the third money king 
from the west who will settle down in 
New York to enjoy his millions, has 
purchased from School Commissioner 
Guggenheimer the northeast corner of 
Fifth avenue and Seventy-seventh 
street, nine blocks away from Mr. 
Yerkes, for $225,000. The lot has a 50 
foot front on Fifth avenue and runs 
back 150 feet on Seventh-seventh street. 
The Fifth avenue frontage of Mr. 
Clarke’s lot is 11 feet less than Mr. 
Yerkes’, but it is 25 feet longer on the 
side street. 

Mr. Guggenheimer bought it about a 
year ago for $180,000, so he has made 
$45,000 by the transaction. It is Mr. 
Clarke’s intention to build a mansion 
that will surpass any in New York. 
His fortune is estimated at $30, 000, 000.

He opened a general store at Butte City 
and then bought mining claims, which 
he and his wife worked with their own 
hands. He is so proud of the hard work 
he did in those days that the checks of 
the banks of which he is president bear 
pictures of himself in his rough miner’s 
dress. —New York World.

HAS BEEN GRANTED FULL POWER 


In Conducting Peace Negoti- 
ations With Japs. 


Lonpoy, March 6.— Dispatches from 
Pekin to The Times confirm previous dis- 
patches announcing the success of Li 
Hung Chang at the Chinese capital. They 


say that after tedious® telegraphing, 
through United States Minister Denby, 


the text of Li’s initials as peace envoy has 
been accepted by Japan. 

Li Hung Chang was given an audience 
by the Dowager Empress of China yester- 
day in the presence of the privy council, 
who heartily supported the mission upon 
which the viceroy is engaged. Prince 
Kung silenced all opposition by present- 
ing papers showing that the failure of the 
Chinese to repulse the Japanese was due 
tothe backward policy for which they 
were themselves to blame, and exonerated 
Li Hung Chang. 

The powers of Li Hung Chang to nego 
tiate for peace are believed to be complete, 
and the actual commission being signed, 
he left Pekin yesterday for ‘lien-Tsin, 
where the Japanese require iim to trans- 
ship for Hiroshima, John W. Foster 
joined the viceroy yesterday.

“However, we will take definite steps at 
our meeting next week, and surely, if the 
English have a right to investigate our 
lynchers, they should not object to our in- 
vestigating their nobility.” 


Woman's Grand Rescue Work, thinks the 
matter should be investigated. ‘*We wish 
to know the truth,” said he. “A mass 
meeting held in New York on this sub- 
ject shows what is expected of the leaders 
of the reform movements, regardless of 
sex,”

is right to denounce Lady Somerset if she 
is renting her estate into a deer park to 
escape taxation.

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| EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Tue LEGISLATURE is waiting to see if 
Norfolk county can rent new quarters for 
the district court room. The new court 
house bill has been tabled in the Legisla- 
ture pending the search. As outlined in 
the LEpcer Wednesday there is a move- 
ment to enlarge and remodel City Hall and 
provide accommodations there. Before 
going too far with this, however, it might 
be well to investigate the legality. A very 
similar movement is on foot in Malden, 
where a point was raised that the city may 
not have the authority to make an appro- 
priation for the erection of a police station 


and district court house. The city solicitor | 


of that city is making an investigation. 


In NORFOLK county where but two or 
three small towns grant liquor licenses, it 
matters little from a financial point 
whether the bill to divide the liquor fees 
with the county becomes a law or not, but 
itis the best temperance measure before 
the present Legislature, and should pass, 
as the crimes from liquor cause a large 
increase in county expenses. At present 
the city or town receives three-quarters 
and the State one-quarter. Itis now pro- 
posed to divide the city’s portion equally 
with the county, both receiving three- 
eighths. The revenue received from licenses 
is in many cities the sole reason for a 
license yote. The House has passed the 
bill to a third reading, Representatives 
Hammond and Flint voting with the 
majority. 


Ciry Hatt should be _ remodeled 
whether it provides for the court room or 
not. It is roomy enough to provide for all 
the city officials and boards for many years 
if the space is properly utilized, and the 
saving in rent would pay the interest if ex- 
travagance does not enter into the altera- 
tions. Not only are the school and water 
boards crowded out at present, but the 
offices in the building are ill-arranged, as 
it is necessary to pass through two offices 
to reach the Mayor, and two others to 
reach the Tax Collector or Overseer of the 
Poor. The officials in the front rooms 
should not be bothered by people passing 
through and their numerous questions. 
Now, the desks of the officials are away 
from the light, particularly those of the 
Assessors and Tax Colleetor, while the 
office of the Mayor is merely a coop with- 
out an outside window. The building can 
be remodeled at smal! cost, and the work 
should not be delayed.

British Parliament to Be Asked if the 
United States Inteuds to Settle. 


Lonpoy, March 7.—Exceptional interest 
attaches to the question that Sir Richard 
Webster, one of the British counsel before 
the Behring sea tribunal of arbitration, 
will put to the government today in re- 
gard to the negotiations for 6 settlement 
with the United States of the British seal- 
ers’ claims for seizures prior to the arbi- 
tration proceedings. 

Sir Richard will point out that the 
award of the tribunal was adverse to the 
United States, the only point settled being 
the amount of compensation, and that 
Canada had agreed to the amount she 
was willing to accept in full settlement of 
herclaims, Therefore, he will ask whether, 
in view of the great and growing discon- 
tent in Canada, the government proposes 
to take any, and if so, what steps to settle 
the dispute, either by obtaining the pay- 
ment by the United States of the agreed 
amount, or, if necessary, by arbitration. 


“Booth’s Fair Criticism, 

LonpoN, March 7.—The Chronicle pub- 
lishes a long interview with General 
Booth of the Salvation Army, who has 
just returned from a tour of the United 
States. General Booth declares that he 
was much impressed by several features 
of American religious life, and adds: 
“The venerable religious tone was & sur 
prise and pleasure to me. The people 
talked much more freely of religion than 
either Englishmen or Australians. At 
the same time, I cannot help asking how 
much real separation from the world 
exists along with all this apparent relig- 
iousness.”’ 

We Should Appreciate This. 

Lonpox, March 7.—The Daily News 
says that the statement that tne Hawaiian 
revolutionists will not be executed does 
not cause surprise. When the Americans 
sparred Jefferson Davis and his associates 
in one of the greatest rebellions that the 
world has ever seen, they created a pre- 
cedent which must be binding on their 
consciousness and their humanity forever. 
They have that precedent almost exclu- 
sively to themselves. National pride 
should forbid them to depart therefrom 
and reduce themselves to the level of effete 
Europe. 

Has Been There Before. 

MADRID, March 7.—Marshal Martinez 
de Campos, who was given the title of 
“Pacificador de Cuba,”’ owing to his suc- 
cessful efforts some years ago to restore 
tranquility in the island, has returned to 
Madrid from Paris, where he had been 
visiting. He has promised to accept the 
command in Cuba whenever he shall be 
appointed toit. De Campos was appointed 
to the governor generalship of Cubain 
1876, and it was due to him that the insur- 
rection that broke out in 1868 and lasted 
10 years was brought to an end. 

England’s Navy. 

Lonpon, March 7.—The navy estimates 
for the coming year amount to £18,701,000, 
being an increase of £1,334,900. Five sec- 
ond-class cruisers and four torpedo gun- 
boats are being completed. It is also pro- 
posed to construct four first-class, four 
second-class and two third-class cruisers 
and 20 torpedo boat destroyers. New dock- 
yard works will be constructed at Port- 
land, Gibraltar, Dover, Hong Kong and 
Portsmouth, the cost of which itis pro- 
posed to meet by a loan. 


No More Kuout, 

St. PETERSBURG, March 7. — An im- 
perial edict has been issued abolishing the 
use of the knoutin the infliction of pun- 
ishment. he issuance of this edict is due 
to the fact that statistics were submitted 
to the czar which showed that within the 
last 10 years 3000 persons convicted of 
petty thefts have died from -the effects of 
the knout. 

It Means Peace. 

Paris, March 7.—According to opinions 
freely expressed in diplomatic circles the 
nayal gathering at Kiel may lead to un- 
heard-of results.

The Bond Syndicate Furnishing All 
the Gold Agreed Upon. 


THE BILLION-DOLLAR CONGRESS 


Is Not Likely to Suffer Re- 
proach In the Future. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The seeming 
falling off since Tuesday of $2,000,000 in 
the gold reserve, as shown by yesterday’s 
treasury statement, was the subject of 
anxious telegraphic inquiries sent by the 
treasury officials to the sub-treasury at 
New York. 

The replies recelved were to the effect 
that there had been no loss of gold either 
for export or otherwise, and that the seem- 
ing loss was occasioned by an error in 
bookkeeping, by which gold received on 
account of bonds had been credited to the 
general gold account. Mr. Jordan, the 
sub-treasurer at New York, and the super- 
intendent of the assay office, are both tem- 
porarily absent, and it is explained that 
some one unfamiliar with the complicated 
details of the bookkeeping department 
had made a wrong entry. The matter 
will be straightened out at once. 

The treasury officials repudiate the pub- 
lished statement that they were dissatis- 
fied with the rate with which gold was 
being deposited under the recent bond 
contract, On the contrary, they say that 
the syndicate has more than complied 
with the requirements of the contract in 
this particular, and as amatter of fact the 
government prefers that the gold should 
come in slowly. The contract calls for a 
deposit by foreign bidders of not less than 
800,000 ounces per month, and this limit 
had been considerably exceeded from the 
first. 

Congressional Appropriations, 

Chairman Sayers and Dockery, repre- 
senting the Democrats, and Henderson 
and Cannon, representing the Republicans 
of the house appropriation committee, are 
preparing statements which will show the 
extent and character of the appropria- 
tions made by the Fifty-third congress. 

Similar statements are being prepared 
by Senators Cockerell and Allison of the 
senate appropriation committee. The 
statement will showin detail the appro- 
priations made by both sessions by the 
Fifty-third, compared with those made by 
the three previous congresses. They will 
be ready for publication in a day or two.

A large basket filled ‘vith waste paper, 
and thoroughly saturated with kerosene, 
was the agent by which the incendiary en- 
deavored to accomplish his work.

Iron wire has 
six times greater resistance than copper 
wire of same diameter. No. 20 copper 
wire is about 1-30 of an inch iu diameter, 
and one hundred feet has resistance of one 
ohm. 

The unit of the current is the ampere. 
One volt will force a current of one ampere 
through one ohm. An incandescent lamp 
of sixteen candle-power and fifty volts takes 
current of one ampere and resistance of 
50 ohms.

When the ship was moored, a delegation 
from the relief committee went on board 
and were met by Mr. Faye, who is in 
charge of the relief, which amounts to 
about 1700 barrels of provisions.

For this purpose a comparative statement, | 


which has been carefully compiled and is 
correct, is inserted: 

“From this statement it appears that 
the appropriations of the Fifty-first con- 
gress, when Mr. Reed was speaker of the 
house, and the present house and senate 
were Republican, were, in round numbers, 
#988,000,000, while the appropriations for 
the Fifty-second congress, when the house 
was Democratic and Mr. Crisp was 
speaker, were, in round numbers, $1,027,- 
000,000, and the appropriations for this 
congress, with president, house and senate 
all Democratic, are, in round numbers, 
$990,000, 000. 

“Moreover, the late sale of 30 year 4 per 
cent United States bonds—the payment ef 
interest upon which is permanent—swells 
the total appropriation for this and the 
next year by $2,900,000, making the grand 
total actually appropriated by this con- 


pany, and was informed ths the treas- 
urer, H. A. Oakley, claimed that there 
Was an error in the accounts and that 
there was no such money on hand. I was 
afterward informed that the general seore- 
tary knew that there was a discrepancy in 
the accounts, but he did not so inform the 
executive bourd until the January meet- 
ing. 

“I brought an accountant to our office 
and introduced him to W. A. Newbold, 
the general secretary, and directed the lat- 
terto produce all books, vouchers and 
papers he might call for in order to make 
his examination. There appeared to be 
several items in regard to Mr. Newbold’s 
account which required explanation. 

“The result of the expert accountant’s 
examination showed that Mr. Newbold 
has overdrawn from the society the sum 
of about #12,000 over and ubove all that 
was due him for salary. Furthermore, the 
examination shows that moneys received 
from interest and other sources, to the 
amount of $7000, he has failed to credit on 
the books; and the checks for the same 
were not deposited in the society’s bank 
account. 

“Mr. Newbold was general secretary of 
the society for 26 years, and was always 
implicitly trusted by the members. The 
expert accountant has ascertained that 
certainly for the past 10 years, and how 
much more, we do not know, Newbold 
has been robbing the sacred treasury of 
the society.”

As a man before building a tower 
counts the cost of it, as a king before 
going to war estimates his ability to 
cope with the enemy, 50 Christ taught 
that we should carefully consider the 
sacrifices embraced in Christian disciple- 
ship before we take this discipleship 
upon ourselves. Itis reasonable and just 
that we should do so, and just as rea- 
sonable and just to give up all for God. 

1. Everything for God includes our 
affections (verse 26). ‘‘If any man come 
to Me and hate not his father and moth- 
er and wife and children and brethren 
andsisters, * * * hecannot be My 
disciple.”’ This does not mean literally 
that we are to hate our relatives. The 
Bible everywhere repudiates such a doc- 
trine. It is simply another way of say- 
ing that the first place in our hearts, in 
our affections, must be reserved for God. 
We must allow nothing, then, to stand 
before Him, not even our dearest rela- 
tives and loved ones. ‘‘Thou shalt have 
no other gods before Me.’’ If we loved 
some one more than God in Christ, it 
would be placing something above Him, 
and this makes true discipleship impos- 
sible.

If 
we are brought into a position when it 
isa question of life or Christ, there 
should be no hesitancy in choosing 
Christ. As Stephen and all the long list 
of martyrs chose Christ and death, so 
should all His disciples. We should dic 
daily for Christ, die to sin, selfishness, 
unrighteousness and to the world in all 
its forms. 

8. Everything for God includes all 
that we have (verse 33). ‘*‘ Whosoever 
he be of you that forsaketh not all that 
he hath cannot be My disciple.’’ This 
is the essence of the whole matter in one 
word—‘‘all.’’ It must be all for Christ 
or nothing for Hiza—loved ones, houses, 
lands, health, wealth, pleasure, prosper- 
ity. The child of God must stand ready 
to sacrifice any or all of it for Him. 

That he should be willing to do so is 
not unjust or unreasonable. God has a 
just right to all we have and are. He 
gives us strength to make sacrifices for 
Him. He repays us abundantly for al! 
we gfve up. ‘‘Every one that hath for- 
saken houses, or brethren, or sisters, o7 
father, or mother, or wife, or children, 
or lands, for My name’s sake, shall re- 
ceive a hundredfold and shall inherit 
everlasting life.’’ Christianity may cost 
something, but it pays, for it hath thx 
promise both of this life and the life t 
come.

Will Yet Insure the Laying of a Cable 
to Hawaiian Islands. 


FIVE NATIONS ARE INTERESTED 


In a Plan of Vast Commercial 
and Military Importance. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—When congress 
failed to provide for building the Ha- 
walian cable, it by no means ended the 
question. On the contrary, it has brought 
forward a project of international impor- 
tance by which Russia, France, Japan 
and Hawaii will join in an American 
enterprise for laying a cable from the 
United States to Hawaii and thence to 

apan, with branch cables to the French 
islands and extensive naval stations in 
the southern Pacific. ‘The negotiations 
with these governments have proceeded 
quietly, but with such satisfactory results 
that they are well along tuward comple- 
tion. 

A number of conferences have been h-# 
with the officials of the Japanese legation 
here, and several phases of the subject are 
now under negotiation between Tokio and 
Washi Itis probable that five or 
six of > most ial and wealthy 
Japanese merch: be named among 
the incorporators. 

France hus also been interested, and in 
the course of the negotiations has 
made a significant suggestion to Hawaii 
to the effect that Fre1 interests will be 
better subserved by having the cable go 
via the United States instead of the Van- 
couver route, which would be controlled 
by Great Britain. The sf interest of 
France is in securing cabl2 conneétions 
with Tahiti and her other Pacific posses- 
sions and with her naval rendezvous, 
which 1s now cut off from communication. 

Russia’s interests in the project are re- 
garded as even more important than those 
of Japan or France. Russia’s cable com- 
munication with the Western hemisphere 
is now westward, through London or

A PERUVIAN PLOT. 


Sinking of the Bark Portiand Lioya Was 
Brought About by & Matiny. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 9.—A letter Te 
ceived in this city yesterday from Charles 
Jones, steward of the missing American 
bark Portland Lloyd, which left Junin 
for New York on Feb. 4, conveys the start- 
ling information that the vessel was 
wrecked during a desperate mutiny on 
board, in which the captain and most of 
bis crew were killed. 

Shortly after the hark left Junin with 
avaluable cargo nitrate, it was re 
ported that she had struck a rock at the 
entrance to the Bay of Junin and that 
all hands were drowned. 

Jones’ letter, which wasto a relative, 
declares that the affair was a planned at- 
tempt by the revolutionary party in Peru 
to seize the vessel and cargo for use 
against the government. While the ship 
was working out of the harbor, a gang of 
cut-throat Peruvians appeared on deck; 
the captain knocked one down with a 
handspike, the chief mate was shot dead 
and two of the sailors stabbed. The man 
at the wheel, seeing that they were at the 
mercy of a set of desperadoes, purposely 
steered the bark on the rocks. 

The steward and A. B. Jellusson, a sea- 
man, were the only ones of the American 
crew eaved. They endured great hard- 
ships, and had to lie concealed fur some 
days before they could escape the ruffians. 
An inquiry will be made into the affair by 
the American consul at Callao. 

The story is borne out by a telegram re- 
ceived by Hager & Co., the agents of the 
vessel in this city, stating that the wreck 
had been preceded by a mutiny in which 
the captain and all hands but two were 
killed. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 9.—The committee on 
liquor law reported to the house a bill to 
prohibit the sale of liquor on Feb. 22 and 
July 4 The house ordered to a third 
reading the bill to determine the boundary 
line between Melrose and Stoneham. 
There was reported to the senate a bill for 
seizing property where opium is smoked. 
The senate refused to suspend the rules 
to admit the house bill to provide for ad- 
ditional justices of the superior court or 
the resolutions for the restriction of immi- 
gration. 

Cyclone In North Georgia, 

ATLANTA, March 9.—A cyclone passed 
over north Georgialast night. In Atlanta 
the wind blew 70 miles an hour for five 
minutes. In the neighborhood of Cedar- 
ton the storm was most furious. Great 
damage is reported, but no details can be 
obtained. A railroad operator above 
Rome telegraphs that the cyclone struck a 
southern train, and would probably have 
wrecked it had not the train entereda 
long, deep cut, where it was protected. 


Harry Wayward Convicted. 

MINNEAPOLIS, March 9.—Harry Hay- 
ward was convicted of the murder of Miss 
Catherine Ging, the jury bringingin aver 
dict of murder in the first degree, taking 
but one ballot. His trial lasted abou 
seven weeks and attracted attention 
throughout the country. The principal 
witnesses against Hayward were his 
brother Adry and aman named Blixt, 
who claimed he was hypnotized by Harry 
and compelled to commit the murder. 


Verdict Against Fernald. 

SANFORD, Me., March ¥.—The verdi t in 
the Fernald case was that Sarah Fernald 
came to her death from a blow from an ax 
in the hands of Leroy Fernald. ‘Ihe re- 
port that six men were required to hold 
Fernald while his throat was being sewed 
up is false. From the turnkey at the jail 
itislearned that Fernald’s condition is 
not regarded as anything near so serious 
as has been reported. 


New Shipping Regulations. 

PORTLAND, March 9.—A new order just 
issued by Secretary Morton provides that 
“Cattle and sheep from the Dominion of 
Canada for export from the United States, 
may be entered.at the ports of Island 
Pond and Beecher Falls, Vt., in bond for 
Portland, for export from the latter port 
only.”’ All Canadian cattle have heretofore 
been shipped by the way of Halifax. 


Call For Shoe Workers’ Convention. 

Boston, March 9.—'Ihe general labor 
council-of the shoe workers, which has 
been in conference here for the past two 
days on the proposition to organize all the 
various organizations of the craft under 
one head, completed its seasion yesterday, 
and issued @ call for a convention to be 
held in Boston, April 10.

In the Munice Indiana Daily Times of 
Feb. 25, we find the following obituary of 
an old lady, who was born in Quincy. 

‘“‘The death of Mrs. Eliza Adams 
early pioneers 
from us. It removes one of the beautiful 
lives and characters away, except in the 
memory of dear relatives aud hundreds of 
friends. Mrs. Willard was taken ill on 
Wednesday morning but was not con- 
sidered dangerously sick unti! Saturday. 
Although the ailment was heart trouble 
she, as well as her friends, were not un- 
prepared for the sudden and sad termina- 
tion. 

“Mrs. Willard was born in Quincy, 
Mass., March 4, 1818. When she was 
quite young her mother died and she was 
left to the care of her grandparents, who in 
a few years sent her to the Franklin 
Grammar schoo] in Boston. Mrs. Willard 
was & member of the prominent New 
England family, the Adams’, being a near 
relative of John Quincy Adams. In 1836 
she came to Muncie to make her home 
with her sister, Mrs. Charles F. Willard. 
From Quincy the journey was made as 
far as Lowell by rail, the latter place 
being the western terminus of one of the 
first New England railroads. Lhe re- 
mainder of the journey was made by stage 
coach and private vehicles, Muncie at 
that time was but a small village of 200 
inhabitants in almost a wilderness. Three 
years after coming to Muncie (1838) she 
was married to Dr. Wm. C. Willard, one 
of the prominent and earliest practicing 
physicians of the west. 

Two other sisters died when very nearly 
the same age of the deceased, 77 years. 
In all charitable work the deceased and 
her sister, Mrs. Mary Willard, were active 
and earnest; especially was this the case 
in sending sanitary supplies to the soldiers 
¢n the field and hospitals. She was a mem- 
ber of the Universalist church and a regu- 
lar attendant until poor health and the 
weight of years began to rest heavily upon 
her. For thirty years she was a teacher in 
the Sabbath school. 


The Late Henry A. Chase.

Schooner Joel F. Sheppard Ar- 
rives at New York. 


A telegram received by J. F. Sheppard 
& Sons today announces the arrival at 
New York, yesterday, of the schooner 
Joel F, Sheppard with all sails gone. 

The unfortunate vessel left Norfolk, Va., 
Jan. 30, with a load of coal just in time to 
be caught by the terrible hurricane of 
Feb. 4. She was sighted and spoken Feb. 
18 by the schooner Angie L. Green, Capt. 
Lewis Lee, bound for Philadelphia. When 
spoken the schooner was about 300 to 400 
miles northwest of Bermuda, er in other 
words 400 or 500 miles out of her course. 
She was short of provisions and some of 
her sails were gone; she was otherwise al! 
right. Captain Lee gave her provisions 
for two weeks. 

Little is known at this time of the boat’s 
experience, but there is no doubt but she 
has had a very rough passage. She was 
due in East Braintree Jan 30, over five 
weeks ago. 

The schooner is of about 1,000 tons bur- 
den and is commanded by Capt. H. A. 
Danieis of Maplewood, Mass. She carries 
seven men besides the captain.

The history of Henry A. Chase is the 
story of a life of activity and of eventful 
happening, a story of zealous and faithfal 
services in many capacities. He took hold 
of nothing without demvous'rating rare ca- 
pacity and great ability. 

He enlisted in the navy at the outbreak 
of the Civil Warasa Third Assistant En- 
gineer, and was soon promoted to the senior 
berth in that department. Toe end of the 
war ended his service in the navy, and 
when it was aj] over he could look back 
upon an honorable record of duty on the 
Tioga, Chimo, the Flag, the Azgamenticu 
and the Tunxis. 

The war at an end, Henry A. Chase, 
then about 25 or 26 years old, returned to 
Boston and re-entered the fire department 
and was assigned to Relief Engine Com- 
pany 9 at East Boston asengineer. Thence 
he went to Engine 4, where he served 
until the opening of one of the most event- 
ful periods of his life. 

This was when the construction of the 
Union Pacific Railroad was begun. He 
was a locomotive enginser on the Union 
Pacific for eight years, and then for a time 
he served in the same capacity on the 
Ohio and Mississippi Railroad, with hbead- 
quarters at Vincennes, Ind. 

Later he was the engineer at the West- 
boro Reform School. In 1888, while con- 
nected with the police electric signal sys- 
tem, he perfected the system in Boston 
until it stood, and it still stands second to 
no other in the country. He was then 
made general director of the system.

The fact that 
the labor unions ask for municipal suf- 
frage for women is very significant.

The Treasury Can Easily Meet All 
immediate Obligations. 


MORE APPROPRIATION FIGURES 


Which Disagree With Those | 


Presented by Cannon. 


WASHINGTON, March 9. 
Secretary Curtis yesterday made public 
the following statement: 

“In view of certain statements in the 


newspapers that treasury officials are em- | 


barrassed by an alleged failure in gold 
deliveries under the recent contract, and 
other assertions of a similar nature, calcu- 
lated to mislead and disturb the public 
taind, I wish to say that the actual with- 
drawals of gold from the treasury since 
March 1, 1895, have been $355,847, of which 
281,087 have been for the redemption of 
United States treasury notes and $74,260 
for the redemption of United States notes. 

“These are no. more than the ordinary 
withdrawals which in the past have 
usually taken place at this season of the 
year. Moreover, during the same period, 
the treasury has received considerable 
gold coin in exchange for various kinds of 
paper currency 

‘The apparent falling off of the gold re- 


serve Was caused by a misunderstanding | 


in the taking up in the gold reserve state- 
ment of the treasury department from the 


daily reports of transactions sent from the |} 


sub-treasury at New York a large amount 
of gold which had been deposited for exam- 
ination and count, and which should not 
have been included in the‘gold reserve un- 
til the final certificates of deposit upon 
which bonds could be issued were deliv- 
ered.

“There is plenty of money in the treas- | 


ury to pay the appropriations, and the 
statement in some articles ‘Thatif the 
treasury had the money, the passage on 
the enormous appropriation bills would 


lead to the immediate disbursement of | 


immense sums of money,’ is totally un- 
true. 

“The total available cashin the treasury 
today amounts to $83,871,495, over and 
above the one hundred millions allowed to 
cover the gold reserve, which is $89,745,- 
794.11. 

‘The treasury officials have no anxiety 
as to their ability to meet all obligations 
in the immediate future with ease, and 
are confident that the expected revival of 
business will assure the future.” 

How Henderson Figures It, 


Representative Henderson of lowa, the | 


ranking Republican member of the com- 


mittee on appropriations, makes a critical | 


statement of the appropriations of the last 
congress from somewhat a different stand- 
point than that of his junior associate, 
Mr. Cannon. 

It summarizes the total of appropria- 
tions at $90,338,691, but with authorized 
contracts, increase of the interest charge 
by the sale of bonds and assured de- 
ficiencies, he brings the total up to ?1,- 
019,018,105, which he says was far in ex- 
cess of the so-called “billion dollar con- 
gress.”

Mr. Sayers says: ‘The appropriations 
made by the Fifty-third congress, includ- 
ing permanent appropriations, show a re- 
duction of $36,765,856 under the appropria- 
tions made by the Fifty-second congress, 
and $45,841,418 under those made by the 
Fifty-first congress.” 

Discussing his report, Mr. Sayers said: 
“Notwithstanding the considerable re- 
duction made in the total appropriations 
at the hast session under those of both the 
preceding congresses, it will be noticed 
that the appropriations for deficiencies at 
this session are less than they were at the 
last session, and even less than the aver- 
age for the two sessions of the Fifty-first 
congress, result which is to the credit of 
the present economical administration of 
the government. 

“The sum charged under permanent ap 
propriations, $113,073,956, includes $31,771,- 
796 to pay interest on the public debt, in- 


cluding Pacific railroad indebtedness, and | 


$49,250,000 to meet the requirements of 
contracts authorized by laws passed dur- 
ing the Fifty-first and Fifty-second con- 
gresses. Appropriations were made by 
this congress as follows: For fortifica- 
tions, $1,056,600; for increase of the navy,

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THE OPEN RACES. 


The Committee of the Congress 


Report Classification. 


The following suggestions are offered by 
the congress committee for the open yacht 
races the coming summer : 

That all yachts (excepting knock-abouts 
and jib and mainsail yachts) be classified 
by their sailing lengths. 

That sailing length be water line, plus 
one-fourth of the total overhangs, measure- 
ments to be made without crew on board. 

That sailing length be the basis for 
figuring time allowance, which shall be 
figured by Herreshoff's table of allowances 
for all yachts (except knock-abouts). 

That uniform numbers be used. 

That one entry of a yacht shall answer 
for the season. 

That sloops and catboats may be sailed 
together in a class, with separate prizes 
for each. 

That flush-decked yachts having jib 
and mainsail only, with mast stepped 
well aft, be rated as “jib and mainsail 
yachts,’’ whether their jibs sets on stay 
or flying. 

That catboats carrying jib be rated as 
catboats.

MANY SERMONS CONDENSED. 


The First Church to Hold Annual 
Parish Meeting Tonight. 


Miss Davis, who is visiting relatives in 
Quincy, rendered two very pleasing solos 
at the Congregational church yesterday. 


The good work goes on unabated at the 
Independent Presbyterian church, Wilson’s 
hall. In the morning Rev. W. Steele 
presched to a large congregation on the 
old gospel doctrine,” ‘‘ Kegeneration,”’ 
text: John 3:3. For 45 minutes the 
fresh and striking presentation of this sub- 
ject received unwearied attention doing 
good evidently from the continued favorable 
comment treceived. In the evening Mr. 
Steele discussed ‘‘ Christ and the Multi- 
tude.”” Text, Matt. 9: 36, setting forth 
the intense compassion of Christ for 
perishing souls drawn out at sight of the 
multitude.

The prospects 
of this society, since the beginning of the 
year have been exceedingly bright. It is 
hoped that the spirit of Christ in the midst 
of success will permeate it at its present 
most critical period. All welcome. 


The congregation at the Congregational 
church Sunday morning listened with re- 
gret to the resignation of Rev. Edward 
Norton, the beloved pastor of the church, 
The letter will be found in another column. 


At the West Quincy M. E. church the 
pastor spoke in the morning upon the 
words “ At evening time it shall be light.” 
Zechariah 14:7. Trying to find comfort 
in the words for those in the community 
who are in any extremity; saying the 
words were true ins time of Christian sor- 
row.

The words are true in the promised 
glory of the church, ‘‘The morning 
cometh.’’ The morning of the millenium, 
the morning of universal peace, universal 
freedom and education, intemperance 
shall be buried, selfishness be overcome by 
love, and the mournful dirge shall give 
place to the triumphal! march. 

The words are true in the end of the 
Christian's life. A scene was depicted in 
the dying chamber of Bishop Gilbert 
Haven in Malden, who died in manhood’s 
prime, but at evening time it was light.

In the evening the Rev. Mr. Peach gave 
a practical discourse on ‘‘church enter- 
tainments, suppers, sales.’ He spoke 
against lotteries, theatricals, and many of 
the artifices by which cburch funds are 
augmented, and recommended a strong, 
generous liberality as a substitute. 

The First church will hold its annual 
meeting this evening, and the parish 
assessors will report in print. One of the 
articles is: ‘To see what action the 
Parish will take in regard to establishing, 
maintaining and protecting its title to land 
outside of the present posts and chains, 
and appropriate any money necessary to 
carry the same into effect.’’ 


At the Spiritualist meeting Sunday even- 
ing, David Badger presided and led the 
singing. Every seat was taken. Mrs, 
Dick of Boston was very interesting in her 
discourse, ‘‘ The wonderful power in na- 
ture,’’ and in the language of Paul said, 
concerning spiritual things I would not 
have you ignorant. Several poems were 
improvised; severa] tests were given, most 
of which were recognized.

The Rescued Schooner. 

Provisions run so short on the disabled 
schooner, Joel F, Sheppard, that the eight 
men were cut down first to two slices 
of bread a day, then to one and finally 
toahalf. And they had to work, too. 

The water was coming into her at the 
rate of about 1000 strokes an hour, and the 
almost famished men were kept busy at 
the pumps. 

The schooner arrived at the wharf at

THE SEWERAGE ACT. 


Hearing at State House Today—Mil- 
ton May Enter. 


The Committee on Drainage of the 
Legislature gave a hearing this morning, 
on the bill of the City of Quincy to es- 
tablish a sewerage system,

Hodges, City Solicitor Blackmur, Council-

Milton was also represented by its board 
of selectmen. 

City Solicitor Blackmur spoke for the 
petitioners and presented the amendments 
to the bill as adopted by the City Council. 

There was no opposition, 

The selectmen of Milton presented an 
amendment to the bill providing that that 
town could use the Quincy system as an 
outlet for its proposed system, 

The outlet desired is through the Bab- 
cock woods, so called, 

No objection was raised and the hearing 
adjourned, 

The town of Milton will be given a hear- 
ing Friday.

gian Labor Greatly Aided by the Es- 
tablishment of » National Exchange. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—United States 
Consul Murphy at Luxemburg, in 4 re- 
port to the state department, outlines the 
scheme of a National Labor exchange 
which has proven very beneficial in that 
grand duchy in facilitating the employ- 
ment of labor. It was instituted in 1892, 
and every postoffice co-operates in the 
transmission of offers and applications for 
employment between wage-payers and 
Wage-varners. 

Offers and applications are addressed to 
the nearest postinaster on special postal 
cards, and the applications are registered. 
The liste are publicly posted in all post- 
offices, in railway stations, hotels and pub- 
lic houses. The postoffice assumes no re 
sponsibility in the business beyond the 
transmission and posting of applications 
pnd offers. The postmaster informs the 
ppplicant by postal card when an offer of 
employment is received. 

A statement attached shows that dur- 
ing two years there were received through 
this system 1904 applications for employ- 
ment, and 1701 of these applicants se- 
cured places. During the same time 3514

An Old Minister's Fall. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 11. — Rev. Dr. 
Alexander G. McAuley, for 42 years pastor 
of the Union Tabernacle Presbyterian 
church in this city, has been adjudged 
guilty of conduct unbecoming 8 Christian 
by a judicial commission of the Presby- 
terlanchurch. Dr. McAuley is about 75 
years of age. For 48 years he had posed as 
a model Christian and expounder of the 
gospel. It was shown that he had made 
one place of questionable repute 4 ren- 
dezvous for five years, and was familiarly 
known in resorts that men of known sport- 
ing proclivities would hesitate to enter. 


Another Mine Disaster. 

WHITE OAK, N. M., March 11.—At38 
o'clock yesterday morning fire broke out in 
the change room of the hoist house of the 
Old Abe mine, and the structure was com- 
pletely destroyed. The damage runs high 
up into the thousands, but the most dis- 
tressing feature is that nine are im- 
prisoned in the dark depths whose fate is 
unknown. There is little ground for hope 
that they have escaped suffocation. The 
smoke and gases from the charred wood 
of the hoist shaft have penetrated the up- 
per levels, and it is impossible to pass 
them. 


A Marderer’s Confession, 

St. Louis, March 11.—It is now known 
who murdered Benjamin M. McCulloch, 
& prominent business man of this city, 
who, at the time of his death, was paying 
teller of the State bank of St. Louis. Jim 
Murray, 8 negro, now in jail at Clayton 
under sentence of death for killing Edgar 
Fitzwilliams, madea confession yesterday, 
in which he implicates Harry Smart and 
William Hensley in the murder of McCul- 
loch on May 19, 1898. Murray states that 
he took no part in the murder, but was 
present when it was committed. 


Asphyxiated by Gas, 

Bostox, March 11. — Patrick Lee, 30 
years old, ateamster of Union square, Cam- 
bridge, and Harry Smith of the same place, 
were found ina roomin the Hotel Hart- 
ford, 84 Portland street, yesterday, with 
the room full of gas. Smith was dead and 
Lee was unconscious. It is thought that 
after turning out the gas one of them ac- 
cidentally turned it on again. A case ex- 
actly similar occurred in a North End 
hotel the night before. 


Cheated Justice by Suicide. 

Creston, Ia., March 11.—The Creston 
National bank became aware that it had 
collateral on David Blossar that was 
forged, and the investigation revealed 
that the peculations of Blossar extended 
over & period of three years. When an 
official went to the blacksmith shop owned 
by Blossar to arrest him he endeavored to 
evade the officers, and failing, drew a re- 
volver and shot himself dead. 


Rock Fell on the Track. 

PITTSBURG, March 11.—A Baltimore and 
Ohio freight train ran into a rock, dis- 
lodged and precipitated upon its track by 
the thawing weather, between West New- 
ton and Griffin. The engine and five cars 
were thrown into the Youghiogheny 
river and Engineer Hughes was fatally 
injured. Charles Perry, a farmer who 
came to see the wreck, was struck and 
killed by a passing express.

‘THE GRANITE INDUSTRY. 


The Scarcity of Stock, Vandalism, 
and the Blacksmith’s Bill. 


Scarcity of stock seems to be a more pre- 
vailing complaint than scarcity of orders. 
Like the ancient little boy who indulged in 
the sportive cry of ‘* wolf’’ once too often 
for his own character and safety, so the 
plea of want of stock bas been urged so 
generally to suit all cases, that even when 
a genuine scarcity exists it is hard to give 
it due credence. 

That there is considerable reason for the 
excuse, however, is quite manifest at this 
time. It is not that the Quincy granite 
hills are becoming exhausted, neither is it 
that the number of quarries in active oper- 
ation is insufficient to meet the demand, 
but several of these quarries kave acquired 
such well deserved reputations, that their 
aggregate output does not keep pace with 
the needs of local dealers. More than 
ever before is it realized, that only by using 
the best stock that{Quincy can produce, can 
her manufacturers continue to successfully 
compete with her rivals. There is always 
an open market for first class specimens of 
Quincy granite. 

One night during last week, some evil 
disposed vandals wantonly distroyed a few 
of the cut stones in Malpati bros.’ yard on 
Liberty street. 

This species of deviltry is one of the 
meanést kinds that can be conceived. A 
creature that can revel in such harmful 
sports, must indeed be devoid of all human 
sentiment, It is hoped that the culprit or 
culprits may be speedily known, although 
from the nature of the case apprehension 
or exposure is very doubtful. 

The blacksmiths’ bill is not yet finally 
settled. It is understood that the price to 
be paid per day is agreed upon, but the 
difference of opinion rests on the price to 
be paid for extra men, and in yards where 
a blacksmith has not a full gang of men to 
sharpen for. These details are admitted to 
be so insignificant, now that all the 
primary matters are disposed, that it is 
felt, if another meeting of the joint com- 
mittees was held, the question could be 
satisfactorily arranged without resorting to 
the expedient of calling in disinterested 
parties, 

There is still a large number of men out 
of employment, but day by day the number 
decreases. By the time that spring fairly 
sets in, it is hoped that Quincy will have 
resumed its old time activity.

A PASTOR RESIGNS. 


Rev. Edward Norton Not Bodily 
Able to Continue. 


As noted in the church column, Rey, 
Edward Norton tendered his resignation 
Sunday as pastor of the Congregational 
church, His letter : 


To the Evangelical Congregetional Church 
and Society, Quincy, Mass.: 


My Dear PEoPpLe:—If I were taking 
my pen to write a sermon it would not be 
80 difficult for me to begin as now. With 
sermonizing—in my way—I am somewhat 
familiar, With writing resignations | 
have had little todo. But the time comes 
to every minister when to resign, and to 
be resigned is the way of duty. And slow- 
ly in the months just past I have reached 
the conclusion that this time has come to 
me. Iam now fully convinced that I can- 
not longer do with safety to health all that 
ought to be done in this growing parish. 
And for this reason I tender to you my 
resignation of the charge you put upon me 
so long ago, said resignation to take effect 
upon your acceptance of the same. 

And in so doing let me say: That to 
suggest the sundering of the tie that binds 
us is not an easy thing forme. The heart 
of my life has been with you till I can 
hardly think of myself as anything other 
than your pastor. To few ministers has it 
fallen to have a pastorate so happy as 
mine with you has been. For almost two 
and twenty years we have lived and labored 
together, Nota single jar in the relations 
between us have these years known. Not 
a discordant word touching them can | 
recall, I have loved you, and in return 
have received your love. Your kindness 
in time of need has never failed me. You 
have been so charitable toward my short- 
comings that only my own sensitiveness 
has reminded me of them. 

The only discontent I have felt in my 
ministry with you has been a royal dis- 
content with myself that I could not do 
for you some larger and better thing. 
But let us hope—why may we not—that 
what has been done is just the laying here 
of the foundation of what is yet to be 
done, With a church numbering as many 
hundreds now as scores when we began 
our work together, and with the better 
equipment of the new chapel to which we 
have looked with such anticipation, what 
may not be accomplished. I am happy to 
leave you facing so large an opportunity 
and so hopeful a work. My love will con- 
tinue with you. For your prosperity I 
shall not cease to pray. And may the 
memory of the happy days in which we 
have loved and served together brighten 
the future for us_all. 

Wishing you grace, mercy and peace, I 
am in the fellowship and service of our 
Lord and Master, Jesus Christ.

LONG CONTEST ENDED. 


Haverhill Strikers Have at Last Com 
cluded to Give Up the Battle. 


HAVERHILL, March 11.—The strike of 
the Haverhill shoe workers is ended. The 
end came yesterday afternoon at a largely 
attended meeting of the strikers. Almost 
the first business that came up was a 
motion to declare the strike off. ‘This met 
with considerable opposition by several 
Strikers, and the proposition was debated 
at considerable length. When a vote waa 
taken the motion was carried by 239 to 199. 

All operatives who have been out on 
strike against the contract system in 
Haverhill shve factories are now free to 
return to work, and those whose places are 
not already taken by non-union employes 
will probably be taken back on the same 
conditions that existed previous to the 
strike.

CoLon, March 11.—The rebel forces un-

An attempt was made to set fire to the 
town, but this was alsodefeated. Eleven of 
the rebels, including Garcia, were killed. 
The government loss was five killed and 
20 wounded. ‘he United States cruiser 
Atlanta was at Bocas del Toro, and landed 
a force of sailors and marines to protect 
American interests. Though the rebel at- 
tack was unsuccessful, it is believed that 
another attempt will be made to capture 
the town.

NIAGARA FALLS, March 11.—The badly 
decomposed body of an old negro, Juhn 
Brown, whose disappearance has for some 
time been a mystery, was found yesterday 
in the hydraulic canal, which runs 
through the city, and which furnishes the 
larger part of the city’s water supply. A 
great number of cases of typhoid fever 
have developed at Niagara Falls of late, 
and the discovery of this body will prob- 
ably lead to a thorough cleaning out of the 
canal,

His wife says 
that he has frequently kept money in his 
mouth while he slept, probably to keep it 
away from her.

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STRENGTH IS WANING 


Prince Bismarck Is No Longer a. Man 
of Btood and Iron. 


GUELPHS ‘HAVE FRESH HOPES. 


Cumberland’s Son May Be- 
come Duke of Brunswick. 


Berry, March 11.— Prince Christian 
of Hohenlobe-Oenringen was recently the 
guest of Prince Bismarck at Friedrichs- 
ruhe, ‘The latter spoke of his waning 
strength and Dr. Schweninger’s positive 
prohibition to excite himself and receive 
large crowds. 

Prince Bigmarck also expressed grave 
doubts as to whether he would be equal to 
the task of celebrating his 80th birthday as 
the people wished him to do, publicly, 
and with all kinds of demonstrations. 

In order to avoid the spectacle of the 
reichstag holding aloof from celebrating 
the birthday of Prince Bismarck, the 
Haster recess will begin on March 80, thus 
extricating the members of that body from 
an embarrassing situation. ‘he reichstag 
abandoned the idea of officially participat- 
ing in the celebrations, owing to the op- 
position of the Centrists, Socialists and 
Herr Richter's wing of the Radicals, and 
the decision tonot siton April 1, the 
prince’s birthday, is a compromise ar- 
rangement, 

A newspaper of Leipsic recently asked a 
number of literary and political men for 
an expression of opinion upon the idea of 
making Prince Bismarck an honorary 
citizen of thé German empire by an act of 
parliament, and almost all approved of 
the plan. 

Guelph Stock Goes Up. 

The Jong and friendly conversation 
which the emperor had with the Duke of 
Cumberland, while his majesty was in 
Vienna upon the occasion of the funeral 
of Grand Duke Albrecht, has revived the 
hopes of the Guelph party in Germany, 
andin court circles the opinion prevails 
that Prince George, the eldest sun of the 
Duke of Cumberland, will become reign- 
ing Duke of Brunswick upon attaining his 
majority in October, 1898, the Prince Re- 
gent Albrecht being very wealthy, and 
not enamored of his office. 

He harbors no intention of founding a 
dynasty for Brunswick. He is, besides, 
an ultra-legitimist, and never approved 
of the deposition of the Guelphs. The 
prince regent regards the regency as a 
provisional arrangement and absents him- 
self from Brunswick as frequently as he 
decently can. On Saturday next he goes 
to England, in order to enjoy sea bathing 
at Ilfracombe until the middle of April. 
A reflex of the new condition of things 
was seen in the reichstag last week when 
a Guelph member supported the govern- 
ment’s demands for the navy. 

Influenza’s Ravages. 

Influenza is sill rampant here. The 
Duchess of Sagan, mother of the wife of 
the German ambassador at Washington, 
Baron von Saurmar-Jelisch, died of that 
disease Saturday. 

The Duke of Sagan is only just. recover- 
ing from an attack of the same disease. 
Emperor William’s eldest sister, the Prin- 
cess of Saxe-Meiningen, is improving. 
Two Berlin judges, Wollner and Hoff- 
mann, have died from the effects of in- 
fluenza, and many persons of note are 
among those prostrated. 

The epidemic is~seriously interfering 
with the business of the law courts, and 
in several public schools and gymnasiums, 
owing to the sickness of so many of the 
teachers and ‘pupils, whole classes have 
been suspended. In the the whole of Gor- 
many last week Nuremberg had the doubt- 
ful honor of heading the influenza statis- 
tics with the Diggest sick list. Hamburg 
came next with 1485. Breslau, Cologne 
snd Halle were affected in a lesser degree. 


Ties on the Track, 

VALPARAISO, Ind., March 11.—An at- 
tempt was made to wreck the midnight 
passenger train on the New York, Chicago 
and St. Louis railroad about five miles 
west of this city. A pile of ties had been 
placed on the track. ‘he engine knocked 
them from the track and plowed up the 
track for about 200 yards before the train 
could be stopped. The passengers were 
all thrown from their seats, but no one in- 
jured. 


Against Gotham Coppers. 

New YorK, March 11. — District At- 
torney Fellows is authority for the state 
ment that the oyer and terminer grand 
jury, which has been investigating the po- 
lice and other city departmenfs, will report 
to Justice Ingraham and file a batch of in- 
dictments. It is understood that these in- 
dictments will deal with the police depart- 
ment only.. Between 580 and 60 indict- 
mente, it is said, will be filed.

INDIANAPOLIS, March 12.—Lieutenant 
Governor Nye ruled yesterday that the 
senate could not pass any Dills, as it was 
the last day of the session, Speaker 
Adams of the house making an opposite 
ruling, allowing bills to be passed. There 
was an animated scene in the lieutenant 
governor’s room after the senate ad- 
journed.

“T am willing to waive my rights under 
the constitution,” began Governor Mat- 
thews. 

“Well, Iam not. What is the constitu- 
tion made for if it isto be disobeyed? Is 
it made for the whole people or just for 
the governor of Indiana?” 

“You made a wrong ruling two years 
ago.” 

“I say I did not,” and the licuten- 
ant governor brought his fist down on the

“Well, if those bills are lost, I will hold 
you responsible for them,” said Matthews.

New ORLEANS, March 13.—A thick fog 
yesterday morning was the veil behind 
which desperate white levee laborers gath- 
ered, and which they penetrated with 
Winchester rifle balls aimed at 
non-union men at work on the ships.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The Unitec 
States will not send troops to New ( ~ 
leans until it is fully demonstrated that 
the city and state authorities are no longer 
able to maintain the peace and protect 
interstate traffic. This determination was 
reached late yesterday afternoon and tele- 
graphed to United States Attorney Far- 
hardt at New Orleans 

Earlier in the day Attorney General 
Olney received a telegram from Mr. Far- 
hardt stating that the city was in the 
hands of a mob and suggested that United 
States troops be sent forward at once. The 
attorney general replied as follows:

Law Committee in Opposition. 


The Norwegian system had advocates 
and opponents before the Legislative com- 
mittee. Heriry H. Faxon was against it 
and spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Com- 
mittee: 

The advocates of the Norwegian bill de- 
clare that under its provisions the liquor 
business will be divorced from politics, A 
more absurd argument was never heard, 
Kum has been in the political arena from 
time immemorial and it is there to stay. 
The corrupt oftice-seeker, in his endeavors 
to break down pure government, finds no 
firmer allies than the rumseller and his de- 
praved patrons. How long this demoraliz- 
ing element has dominated the politics of 
our Staje can be realized if I quote what 
John Adams stated many years ago. In 
1750, speaking of the great number of 
licensed taverns and the nuisance created 
thereby, he said: ‘* These houses, fre- 
quented as they are by a tippling, nasty, 
vicious crew, have become the nurseries of 
our legislators, for there are many who can 
be induced by flip and rum to vote for any 
man whatever.’ in 1761, referring to 
the same subject, and describing the 
general character of the public taverns of 
that day, said: ‘* You will find the house 
full of people drinking drams, flip, toddy, 
carousing, swearing; but especially plotting 
with the landlord, to get him at the next 
town- meeting, an election either for select- 
man or representative.”’ 

Separate the whiskey business from 
politics ? No member of this committee, 
unless his election was accidental, believes 
such a thing to be possible. Study the 
character of many of the legislators who 
have represented the cities of Boston, Fall 
River, Holyoke and Lawrence in the last 
ten years, and tell me if liquor is not as 
firmly intrenched in politics as it was in 
the days of John Adams. A certain class 
of men, however, feel called upon to ap- 
pear before legislative committees every 
year to introduce some new and nonsensi- 
cal scheme which they assert will solve 
this perplexing problem. 

The men who are seeking to make dram- 
selling and dram-drinking respectable by 
this experimental kind of legislation, are 
of the kid glove stamp and know very 
little of the intricasies connected with 
saloon-debauchery. The minister does 
not live, and the deacen is not yet born, 
who can be identified with the sale of 
intoxicating liquors as a beverage, and 
maintain his integrity. 

He may enter the business with imag- 
inary angel's wings but will close his 
career in full partnership with the devil. 

The whole system of licensing the liquor 
traffic is wrong, and those who are en- 
deavoring to perpetuate its soul-destroying 
influence, under any form whatsoever, are 
deserving of the most severe condemnation, 

I am utterly opposed to this so-called 
Norwegian measure because of the jeopardy 
in which it would place many of the cities 
and towns that are now enj vying the bene- 
fits of no-license. 

A new device of this sort is as contagious 
as the fashions of the times, and there are 
municipalities in the Commonwealth that

As Usual, He Believes His Chicago Colts 
Will Canter With the Pennant. 
Second Baseman McPhee’s Kemarkable

Age does not wither Anson's perennial 
nerve. Like truth, his faith in the Colts, 
though crushed to earth one season, will 
tise again. Just before starting with his 
team for Galveston this Bismarck of base- 
ball put himself on record thus: “Havel 
@ good team this year? Young man, you 
should never ask such a foolish question. 
The team which Iam taking with me to 
Texas to be trained has no superior.

‘OLD TREATY KILLED. 


War Compelled China to Make Many 
Concessions to Japan. 


LATTER NATION GETS FORMOSA 


And Privileges at Wei-Hai-Wei 
and Port Arthur. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—As a result of 
she negotiations between Minister Dun in 
Japan and Minister Denby in China, the 
terms of the peace about to be concluded 


between China and Japan are now known 
with little gAort of exactness. As under- 
ptood in high official circles they are as 
follows: 

First—The treaty between Japan and China 
has ceased to exist by reason of the war, but 
on the renewal of peace the new treaty will 
grant Japan extraterritorial jurisdiction over 
China, but the latter country will surrender 
the extraterritorial jurisdiction she formerly 
held in Japan. 

Second—There will be no extension of Japan- 
ese territory on the main land of Asia. But 
tbheisland of Formosa, a Chinese possession, 
lying off the coast, will be permanently ceded 
to Japan, 

Third—The Japanese will by the treaty be 
granted the right to continue the occupation 
of Port Arthur and Wei-Hai-Wei, the two 
great naval stations leading to the Gulf of 
Pechili, for a tern of years. 

Fourth—The claims of China that Corea is a 
dependency of hers shall be relinauished. 


Fifth—The cash indemnity to be paid by | 


China will not exceed $250,000,000 in gold. 
Intervention Unnecessary. 

The foregoing terms give a number of 
new features which the cable information 
from Pekin and Tokio has not thus far 
disclosed. ‘The purpose not to extend 
Japanese territory on the mainland, but 


| to confine it to the outlying island of 


Formosa, assures the conclusion of peace 
without European intervention. 

The maintenance of Japan’s extraterri- 
torial jurisdiction in China, while the 
country surrenders a similar jurisdiction, 
leaves China as the only Oriental country 
submitting to this outer jurisdiction. Un- 
til recently all civilized nations have con- 
ceded that the courts were so primitive 
and punishments so barbarous, in both 
China and Japan, that consular courts 
should protect foreigners residing in these 
countries. 
a new set of treaties with the United 
States, Great Britain and other countries, 
in which her modern court procedure is 
recognized and consular courts abandoned. 

In conformity with this new system 
Japan now terminates China’s consular 
courts in Japan, although Japan’s consu- 
lar courts in China are to be continued. 
This presents the singular spectacle of 


| China conceding the advance of Japan into 


modern methods, while at the same time 


condition requiring extraterritorial juris 


|} diction. 


To Protect Foreigners In China. 

Probably the most important concession 
is Japan’s occupation of Port Arthur and 
Wei-Hai-Wei for a term of years, This 
will assure a contingance of the peace for 
many years, as Chins will be in no condi- 
tion » renew hostilities so long as the 
gateway to Pekin and to China’s com- 
merce 1s guarded on either side by the 
great fortresses which China grants to 
Japan for a term of years.

JUDGE ALDRICH DEAD. 


tong and Honorable Career as a Citizen 
of the Bay State,

AN OLD OFFENDER. 


Spain Has Bothered American Ships 
on Many Occasions. 


STATE DEPARTMENT GOING SLOW 


| That It May Carefully Con- 


sider the Latest Case. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—The records 
of the state department contain many re- 
ports and voluminous correspondence 
with Spain with regard to the seizing of 
vessels in Cuba, which were wispected of 
bearing contraband articles, and in every 


case cited in the book the attitude as- | 
sumed by the United States resulted in a | 


complete backdown on the part of the 
Cuban authorities and an apology by 
Spain. 

indemnity has been paid in several in- 
stances, but there seems to be no case 
where @ vessel was overhauled, brought 
to and searched so near the Cuban coast 
as the Allianca was reported to have been 
on March 8 when fired upon by the Span- 
ish man-of-war. 

The Virginius, flying the American flag, 
was captured on the high seas on Nov. 3, 
18738, by the Spanish cruiser Tornado, 
taken into Santiago with her crew and 
passengers, and many of the latter were 
put to death without trial. The ship was 
restored and an indemnity paid through 
Secretary Fish’s instrumentality. 

The correepondence contained in the 
foreign relations for the year 1878 dis- 
cusses fully the cases of three American 
whaling schooners which were seized by 
Spanish warships at different times within 
& month. These schooners were ail 20 
miles off the Cuban coast, and were sus 
pected of carrying contraband articles. 

In each case indemnity was asked, 
amounting in all to about $15,000, and of 
this amount $10,000 was allowed by Spain.

Yopic For the Week Beginning March 17. 
| Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 

Toric.—Winning others—from what, to what 

and how?—Acts viii, 23-39. 
| ‘The topical reference narrates the fa- 
| miliar story of Philip and the Ethiopian. 
|In the providence of God Philip is led 
\to this man returning from Jerusalem, 
as he was reading the Scriptures, which, 
| however, he did not understand. Ex- 
plaining away the difficulties, Philip 
|led him to a true knowledge of God in 
| Jesus Christ by preaching Christ as He 
is set forth in the Scriptures and thus 
we have illustrated before us, from 
what, to what and how we are to win 
| others. 
| 4. From what are we to win others? 
|In general we may answer from any- 
thing that prevents them from having a 
true apprehension of God in Jesus 
Christ. In the case before us it was ig- 
|norance that caused the misapprehen- 
| sion. The Ethiopian read the Scriptures 
| concerning Christ, but he did not un- 
derstand them. He did not know to 
| whom they referred. Philip had to lead 
|him from ignorance. Ignorance keeps 
many from a true apprehension of God 
in Jesus Christ. Many, like the Ethi- 
opian, have no one to guide them, and 
many who have the opportunity to learn 
will not do so. But there are other 
things besides ignorance that separate 
men from Christ. It may be skepticism, 
| or unbelief or false pleasure or world- 
liness or sin in one form or another. 
From all these things Christians should 
seek to win others from whatever keeps 
them from a saving knowledge of God 
| in Jesus Christ. We should esteem it a 
pleasure as well as a duty to win all 
| men. 
| 2 To what are we to win others? To 
|atrue apprehension of God in Jesus 
| Christ. The work is only half done 
when we win them from their errors. 
Error must not only be removed, but 
truth must be inculcated in its stead. 
Skepticism and unbelief must not only 
| be overcome, but a real and true faith 
| must be established in their places. We 
| must not only turn men from sin, but 
| to God; not only from darkness, but to 
| the light; not only from unrighteous- 
ness, but to true holiness. When we 
a despoiled the vessel of its false 
| rudder, it must not be left rudderless, 
to be tossed aimlessly to and fro by the 
| winds and waves. We must replace the 
| false by the true if our work is the per- 
| fect work that it should be. 
| 8. How are we to win others? By 
| preaching Christ. This was Philip’s 
method, for we are told that ‘Philip 
| opened his mouth and began at the same 
Scripture and preached unto him 
Jesus.’’ This was the apostolic method. 
It should be our method. We should 
preach Christ as He is set forth in the 
| Scripture—the incarnation, death, res- 
urrection, the atonement of Christ. It 
is the Scriptural Christ alone that can 
savemen. Weshould preach Christ per- 
sonally. Philip preached ‘‘tohim.’’ He 
had but one for his audience, and preach- 
ing is often most effective to audiences 
of one. It is personal work, individual 
work that is most effective. The world 
cannot be saved as a mass, but as in- 
dividuals. Will wedo our part to win 
the world for Christ?

STORMED A CHURCH. 


Chicago Poles Had Objections to 
Resurrectionist Priests. 


PREVENTED SERVING OF MASS 


Until Overcome by a Big Squad 
of Bluecoats. 


CHICAGO, March 16.—Abov* 200 angry 
Poles stormed St. Hedgwick’s Catholic 
church yesterday morning. Five police- 
men who were on guard were cowed by 
the mob, but on the arrival! of re-enforce- 
ments the rioters were driven off. 

There has been trouble in the St. Hedg- 
wick’s parish for many weeks. Father 
Barzinski was driven out three weeks r zo, 
and at that time the police were called 
upon to protect the church property. 

Father Barzinski belonged to the Order 
of Resurrectionist Fathers, and it was to 
this that the objection was made for some 
reason. Archbishop Feehan sent Father 
Szydiaczyk to the church, but when it was 
discovered that he, too, was a Resurrection- 
ist, he was rejected. 

The church was ciosed and locked for 
two weeks, and Thursday night the parish- 
ioners determined a reopening 
of the edifice. Yesterday the Poles began 
pouring into the church hall, and when 
about 200 had arrived, the march to the 
church, three blocks away, was taken up 
Four abreast, the excited, chattering body 
of men and women marched, denouncing 
the priest and declaring that they would 
prevent him from serving mass. 

A constable had telephoned for the po- 
lice as soon as the mob appeared, and in a 
few minutes two patrol wagons loaded 
with officers were driven up to the church 
onthe run. The orders were then given 
to the police to draw their revolvers and 
use them if necessary to clear the church. 

The angry crowd stood for a moment, 
when 40 policemen with glittering guns 
in their hands marched into the church. 
Captain Rehm ordered the intruders to 
leave the church, and some of the Polish 
officers informed the mob that the police 
had orders to shoot, That settled it, and 
amoment later the crowd broke and fled 
from the church 

The police arrested Josie Lowandowski 
and her son Anton 
ringleaders.

‘This practically af- 
firms the position taken by Justice Bar- 
rett in granting a certificate of reasonable 
coubt that Judge Ingraham erred in re- 
fusing to charge the jury as to Wiman’s 
criminal intent, when he committed the 
forgeries for which he was indicted, and 
of which he was found guilty in the court 
of oyer and terminer, 

The opinion is written by Chief Justice 
Van Brunt, O’Brien concurring. Justice 
Follett writes a dissenting opinion. 

The court holds that Wiman, as a part- 
ner in R. G. Dun & Co., had the right to 
sign checks, but whether he exercised that 
right by express cr implied authority is 
jumaterial so far as it affects the crime 
with which he is charged. 

He was not cailed upon to answer for 
having made the check or for endorsing 
Bullinger’s name on it with the intent to 
defraud. If, therefore, he had made the 
check to Bullinger's order, having origin- 
ally intended todeliver it to him, and 
subsequently having, with intent to de- 
fraud, changed his mind and endorsed the 
check, he would beas guilty of the crime 
of forgery as though he had made the 
check with the original intention of fraud- 
ulently obtaining the money 

The intent with which the act was done 
was an essential ingredient of the crime, 
and being a question of fact, and not law, 
|} should have been submitted to the jury.

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APOLOGY DEMANDED. 


Spain Must Answer For the Firing 
Upon the Allianca. 


NOT A “SEA SERPENT STORY.” 


Allianca’s Officers Again Re~ 
late Their Experience, 


NEw York, March 16.—A dispateh from 
Madrid states that Hannis Vaylor, the 
American minister, yesterday presented to 
the minister of foreign affairs » demand 
from his government for apology and rep- 
aration from the government of Spain on 
account of the Allianca affair. Mr. ‘Tay- 
lor’s action was based on che following 
dispatch from Mr. Gresham, dated Wasb- 
ington, March 14: 

“This department is informed that on 
the Sth inst. the United States mail steam- 
ship Allianca, on her homeward voyage 
from Colon to New York, when six miles 
from the coast of Cuba, off Cape Maysi, 
Was repeatedly fired upon by a Spanish 
gunboat, with solid shot, which, fortu- 
nately, fell short. 

“The windward passuge, where this oo- 
curred, is the natural and usual highway 
for vessels plying between ports of the 
United States and the Curibbean sea. 
through it several regular lines of Ameri- 
can mail and commercial. steamers. pass 
weekly within sight of Cape Maysi. They 
are well known and their voyage embraces 
no Cuban port of call, 

“Forcible interference with them can- 
pot be claimed as a belligerent act, 
whether they pass within three miles of 
the Cuban coast or not, and can, under no 
circumstances, be tolerated when no state 
of war exists. 

“This government will expect prompt 
disavowal of the unauthorized act, due 
expression of regret on the part of Spain, 
and it must insist that immediate and 
positive orders be given to Spanish naval 
commanders not to interfere with legit- 
imate American commerce passing 
through that channel, and prohibiting all 
acts wantonly imperilling life and pro 
erty lawfully under the flag of the United 
Sta’es. 

“You wil. communicate this to the 
minister of foreign affairs and urge im- 
portance of prompt vend satisfactory re- 
sponse.”” 

Officer Corning’s Story. 

Although Senor Muruaga, the Spanish 
minister at Washington, says that the 
story of the Spanish man-of-war having 
fired on the Allianca of the Colombian 
line looks like a sea serpent story, the offi- 
cerson theship when seen yesterday af- 
ternoon were very emphatic in their de- 
nunciations of the attack. 

First Officcr Benjamin Corning, who 
was in charge of the ship, once more de- 
scribed the attack made on the American 
steamer by the Spanish man-of-war. “It 
doesn't matter,”’ said he, ‘“‘what the Span- 
ish minister may think, but I can tell you 
this is no ‘fish story.’ The Allianca was 
about three leagues off the shore at 6:30 on 
the morning of March 8 and Cape Maysi 
was abeam. Iwas not the officer of the 
deck, as Mr. Russell was on the bridge, 
and the captain was looking around, 

“I was attending to the cleaning up of 
the ship, and the men were swabbing the 
decks when my attention was attracted to 
a ship heading out from the land) When 
she was about three miles off we hoisted 
our ensign and dipped it three times, and 
the oncoming steamer responded with a 
similar salute Shortly afterward I 
recognized her to be a Spanish man-of- 
war, as she was flying the national colors, 

“We kept on our course, however, which 
was a little farther off land than usual, 
being fully three leagues from the shore. 
I was standing aft when we signalled, and 
was very much surprised when the war- 
ship opened fire on us. The first three 
shots were evidently blanks, as I saw no 
shells touch the water.” 

Kept Moving, 


First Officer Corning warmed up as he 
detailed the story of the firing, and said: 
“Now, mind you, we did not slow up; not 
a bit, but kept righton our way. After 
firing the three blank shots the Spanish 
boat was in our wake, about three miles 
off, and she hauled her head to the east- 
ward so as to get her guns to bear on us. 
Then she fired three shots at intervals of 
a quarter of an hour, the two first shells 
dropping some 490 yards on our starboard 
quarter, and the third one a similar dis- 
tance on our port quarter. 

«We kept agoing for all we were worth, 
as we did not like the missiles which were 
belched toward us, and we svon showed 
the Spanish skipper a clean pair of heels. 
Our course lay north-northeast, which 
brought us about a league anda half off 
shore shortly after the shots were fired, 
but we were directly in ourcourse. In 
less than an hour after the fusilade, we 
lost sight of the Spaniard, and she seemed 
to be sulking at not being able to bring us 
to a standstill.” 

Second Officer F. W. B. Rassell and 
every man on the Allianca bore out Officer 
Corning in every statement he made.

Senator Hill Declares it te Be the Un- 


alterable Position of Democrats. 

ALBANY, March 16.—Senater Hil las 
night made the first political speech on 
state issues since his campaign last fui! 
The occasion was the dinner of the Mill 
club. During a long eulogy on Jackson 
Senator Hill said: 

“Jackson was the conspicuous champior 
of hard money; the Democratic pariy be 
lieves that the government has no conatitu- 
tional right to make anything except gold 
and silver a legal tender for the payment 
of debts. Nothing else can be money. 
There may be paper currency used for con- 
venience and used by common consent, re- 
deemable in coin, but that is not the 
money intended by the constitution. 

“The Democratic position is that the 
greenback currency is a debt against the 
government and should be gradually re 
deemed, paid off and eliminated. There 
are those, however, professing our fait! 
in some portions of the country, who neec 
to be reminded that the Democratic party 
is not a greenback party—a money party— 
and never has been; but, on the contrary. 
especially since Jackson's time, has been a 
consistent hard money party, a bi-metal- 
lic party, the party favoring constitu- 
tional money and no other.”’ 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, March 16.—In the house there 
was a spirited discussion over a bill which 
requires owners of land on private streei« 
in cities, before they shall be allowed to 
sell, or offer for sale, any house lots, to 
file a plan showing the lines, width and 
grades of such private streets, which plan 
shall be approved by the city authorities. 
The Dill was rejected. In the senate the 
bill providing for the construction of state 
highways wus ordered to a third reading. 
Reconsideration of the vote by which the 
trout bill was on Wednesday passed to a 
third reading was refused. The bill passed 
to be engrossed by a vote of 26to¥% Be 
fore the legislative committee on metre 
politan affairs during the hearing on th 
bills to amend Boston's city charter, Jus- 
M. Gove, an ex-member of the ci y gover: - 
ment, created a sensation by saying tha 
there hadn't been an honest political elec 
tion in Boston in 15 years to his know! 
edge, nor an honest count of votes in any 
ward during the same period. He stated 
that he spoke advisedly, and he furthe: 
charged that city employes, by illegitimat 
methods, had made fortunes from th: 
municipality.

SIGNS OF PROSPERITY 


Trade Conditions Showing a Move 
In the Right Direction. 


HIGHER PRICES FOR PRODUCTS. 


Review of the Business Situa- 
tion In Canada. 


New York, March 16—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 

Substantially, all indications of the state 
of business are rather more favorable. 
Farm products are alittle higher; railroad 
earnings a shade better; clearing house 
exchanges a small percentage larger in 
comparison with two years ago than in 
February, and most of the industries show 
@ somewhat better front, though their gain 
is not large. 

Money markets continue undisturbed, 
the operations of the syndicate still pre- 
venting exports of gold, and withdrawals 
from the treasury have of late practically 
ceased. here is not much enthusiasm 
about the situation, however, because the 
gain isslow and business is yet a long 
way from what was once considered a 
prosperous condition. Further, the gain 
isinsome cases due to obviously tem- 


porary causes and some to causes which | 


do not make for prosperity. 

The higher price of cotton, which has 
risen to 6.06 cents, results from belief that 
the acreage this year will be greatly re- 
duced. 

Higher Prices For Cereals. 

Wheat has risen 1!¢ cents because the 
government reporte:@@5,000,000 bushels in 
farmers’ hands March 1, though prac- 
tically nobody in the trade thinks the es- 
timate correct, and the accepted estimates 
are about 60,000,000 bushels higher. West- 
ern receipts have again risen above and 
exports continue below last year’s. A 
partial loss of the cotton and wheat crop, 
or a great decrease in production, would 
hardly be a blessing to the country. 

Corn has risen 1 cent; pork, $1.25 a bar- 
rel, and hogs 10 and lard 39 cents per 100 
pounds, 

Metal Market Lower. 

The output of pig iron March 1 was 154,- 
979 tons, a decrease since Feb. 1 of 61412 
tons weekly, and the increase of unsold 
stocks was 52,900 tons in February, or 13,- 
225 weekly. Since Jan. 1 the weekly out- 
put has decreased 11,345 tons, and the ac- 
cumulation of unsold stocks has been 195,- 
1565 tons. Prices do not rise, and, except 
at Chicago, there seems to be no general 
increase of demand. 

Tin is a shade stronger, but 
lower at 9.37 cents for lake. 
Outiook For Boots and Shoes Brighter. 

The boot and shoe manufacture is really 
doing better, not merely in shipments, 
which show the rapidity with which past 
orders for spring trade are being filled,

Canadian Prutectives Excited Over the

ToRONTO, March 16. — The executive 
committee of the Canadian Protective as- 
sociation have issued a mi anifestation, in 
which a solemn protest is entered against 
Dominion interference in the Manitoba 
school question.

Continuing, the manifesto says: “To 
prevent a recurrence cf attempts to de- 
stroy the public school system of the vi iri- 
ous provinces and to restore harmony 
among all our people, irrespective of cre ed, 
we ask all our members, and every patri- 
otic citizen, to unite in the just demand 
that Jesuits be forthwith expelled from 
this country.”

CABINET STEPS QUT. 


The Rioting eat Madrid Has Led to 
Serious Complications. 


CITY IN A STATE OF TURMOIL. 


Garrison Officers In Syinpathy 
With Law Breakers. 


MADRID, March 18.—The Sagasta minis- 
sry has resigned in consequence of the 
srouble in the chamber of deputies Satur- 
day, when all the reporters withdrew from 
the house as a protest against the official 
defense ade by the minister of war of 


the officers who attacked and wrecked the 
offices of Ei Globo, the organ of Seaor 


Castelar, 


SENOR SAGASTA, 


The ministers decided to resign at a 
council held last evening, Senor Sagasta 
subsequently went to the palace and 
handed the resignations to the queen 
regent, who accepted them. It is expected 
that Marshal Martinez de Campos will 
form a business cabinet. Senor Sagasta 
has declared that itis his intention to re- 
sume the premiership. 

An explanation of the crisis is that ac- 
cording to the military code those who 
slander the army through the press ought 
to be tried by court-martial, while accord- 
ing tothe press laws such matters ought 
to be submitted toa jury in the supreme 
court. Despite this, the minister of war, 
conforming to the desires expressed by the 
officers of the garrison, proposed to the cab- 
inet that a court-martial be summoned to 
try the cases. A majority of the ministers 
representing the civil elements opposed 
this procedure, whereupon Prime Minis- 
ter Sagasta declared it was impossible to 
continue longer in office. All the minis 
ters then tendered their resignations, 

Marshal Martinez de Campos assumed 
command of the gurrison last night. 

Officers Sympathize With Rioters. 

The government is only able to count 
on the support of the police, the civil 
guard having declined to act against the 
young officers who took part in the riot at 
the offices of Ei Globo. ‘The spirit of the 
garrison shows that almost all the officers 
sympathize with the rioters. 

There is great excitement in the city, 
and no such military conflict has been 
seen since the restoration of the monarchy. 
The queen regent is much affected. Senor 
Sagasta and his colleagues, with the ex- 
ception of the minister of war, decided to 
resign directly they were apprised of the 
feeling among the military. It has been 
learned that the military deputation that 
visited the council formulated conditions 
that no government could accept. 

The Heraldo today says that Marshal de 
Campos will assume command of the 
troops in Madrid before he forins a cabi- 
net. General Bermudez Reina, the mili- 
tary governor of Madrid, resigned that 
position Saturday. The Heraldo further 
says while the council was sitting last 
night a deputation of military officers pre- 
sented itself. It is not known whether 
the officers were summoned by General 
Dominguez, the minister of war, or came 
of their own accord. 


Between Two Fires, 

SHANGHAI, March 18.—The Japanese 
army at New-Chwang captured all the 
supplies of provisions, etc., which were in- 
tended to last the Chinese three months. 
They also held all the outposts from which 
supplies could arrive. Thus the Chinese 
troops in Manchuria will be compelled 
either to yield or to speedily retreat in the 
direction of Pekin. 

Forty-three Miners Killed. 

VIENNA, March 18.—Forty-three bodies 
have been recovered from the Hohenegge 
mine, the scene of a disastrous explosion 
of firedamp on Saturday. Archduke 
Frederick, the owner of the mine, will pay 
a pension of 100 florins each to the widows. 
Tho widows and orphans will also receive 
a pension from the miners’ benevolent 
fund. 

Friends Once Again, 

Rio DE JANEIRO, March 18.—The goy- 
ernment has formally resolved to resume 
diplomatic relations with Portugal, which 
were broken off at the time of the close of 
the rebellion, when a number of insur- 
gents were given refuge on board Portu- 
guese war vessels. as

The letter, which bears 
the date of Kars, Feb. 28, says: 

An Armenian refugee has just arrived 
here after many dangers and privations 
since his escape from his home at Sassoun. 
His name is Marto; heis a shepherd, 23 
years of age, and though belonging to a 
race made energetic by the rigors of the 
climate of their native mountains, and in- 
clined to be taciturn to strangers, he 
spoke of the horrors of Sassoun with such 
an angry light in his eyes, and all the 
time simply straightforwardly, that I 
could not but feel in listening to his narra- 
tive that I was listening to the truth. 

I give his words as they fell from his 
lips after I had told him I wished to know 
just what had happened under his own 
eyes. He said: 

“My name is Marto. I am the son of 
Stepan. Our family is called Nelko. The 


name of our, village is Axhbi. In my 


neighborhood there wer » the villages 


of Khtan, Heting and Guebarash. My vil- 
lage, Axhbi, consisted of 70 houses. Now 
there remains not a single one, nota sin- 


gle house, all have been destroyed; the 
people are all killed, save three families 
In my family were nine members. There 
were in all four men in our family; my 
father was at the head of the family. 
Women Helped to Fight the Kurds, 
“By the order of Vali Kaimadkan, 
Sassoun was attacked by a very great 
number of Kurds. The Kurds as

GRANITE CHIPS. 


The Blacksmiths’ Bill, Arbitration, 
Day Labor, Ete. 


The final settlement of the blacksmiths’ 
bill on Friday evening, disposes of the 
working terms for the granite industry in 
the meantime. Although the blacksmith 
will receive but 22 cents per extra man in- 
stead of 25 as formerly, yet it is felt that the 
reduction is in some cases more than 
balanced by the provision that payment 
be made for stonecutters, who for any 
reason are absent for less than three days. 
Hitherto it has been the practice in most 
of the yards to pay blacksmiths for extra 
men according to the actual time these 
extra men worked, but under the new 
agreement, unless the cutter be off work 
for more than three days the blacksmith 
shal! still be paid for him. 

It is often said, that when arbitration is 
agreed upon at the outset of negotiation, 
an inducement is given to either side to be 
less conciliatory than would otherwise be 
the case. In the proceediogs just con- 
cluded however, this prediction has been 
happily belied, for everything connected 
with the matters have been arranged with- 
out having to adopt the precaution pro- 
vided for. 

The belief is gaining ground that before 
many years have elapsed in Quincy, bills of 
prices to govern piece work will be things 
of the past. There is a growing tendency 
to turn all work into day labor. It is real- 
ized on all sides that the combination of 
piece and day work is far from satisfactory. 

In most of the other large monumental 
centres, day work almost wholly prevails, 
and to that fact is attributed much of 
their success in competition, There isa 
greater incentive to the adoption of labor 
saving appliances, a more direct interest 
in insisting on well quarried stock, and a 
better chance of taking advantage of that 
sub-division of labor which has made this 
century such a distinctively productive era. 

Falconer & Swirgle are adding to their 
establishment a large polishing plant and 
increasing their facilities in other kindred 
directions, 

Alexander Marnock has been to New 
York state lately on a business expedition.

Becoming Interesting, 

NasHuA, March 18.—The suit of F. J. 
Wells against nine liquor dealers of this 
city to recover $13,000 damages because his 
wife fell and broke her leg while under 
the influence of liquor, alleged to have 
been purchased from the defendants, has 
become more complicated by the appear- 
ance of a second counsel who claims to 
represent Wells, and who has ordered the 
case against the liquor dealers dropped. 
The lawyer first engaged by Mr. Wells 
claims that a combination has been ef- 
fected to buy Welis off, and threatens to 
push a nuisance charge against certain of 
the defendants if the case is dropped. 


Three Men Killed, 

ToLEDO, March 18.—The roundhouse of 
the Wabash Railroad company in this 
city burned to the ground yesterday. One 
wall of the building, 60 feet in circum- 
ference, fell in, burying 12 men under- 
neathit. Two of them were instantly 
killed, a third died a short time after be- 
ing taken out of the debris, and the others 
were all badly hurt, one probably fatally. 
All but one were employes of the Wabash.

Robinson's 
downfall is attributed to gambling.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Expressions 
of satisfaction having been made by the 
Italian government at the steps taken by 
the Colorado authorities for the apprehen- 
sion of the murderers of the Italians at 
Walsenburg, the diplomatic incident oc- 
casioned thereby is regarded here as closed 
for the present.

dOHN L. AND IS MONEY 


Like Another Similar Combina- 
tion, They Soon Parted. 


HALF A MILLION IN TWELVE YEARS 


Arthur Lumley Describes How the Big 
Fellow Has Burned His Cash, How He 
Showed His Contempt For Money and 
How He Happens to Be “Broke” Today. 


John L. Sullivan has made and spent 
more money than any fighter in the his- 
tory of the world. I have seen him stand 
on the back of a railroad car after a vic- 
tory, with his pockets loaded down with 
greenbacks, firing away money by the 
handfuls to the crowd that cheered him 
like a conquering emperor. I have seen 
him stand before a bar and order $5,000 
worth of wine ataclip. It was nothing 
unusual for him to spend $1,000 in one 
night. I remember on one occasion in 
Philadelphia, some few years ago, when 


SULLIVAN'S GREATEST KNOCKOUT. 


[2500,000 in 12 years.) 
Sullivan bought a barroom for a chap 
named Kelly on the impulse of the mo 
ment. Then the ex-champion spent a 
couple of hundred dellars over the bar. 

“John has always been a good son to 
mv,’’ said the ex-champion's mother some 
years ago. *‘‘When he comes home after a 
fight, he says, ‘Mother, hold your apron 
out,’ and John has thrown a hatful of 
money in my lap."’ 

On one occasion he paid $1,300 for a 
team ot horses for his father, who was a 
plain, simple, honest, hardworking stone- 
mason. He gave the team of trotters to 
his father with the instructions that he 
should spin down the road every afternoon 
and enjoy himself. But the gladiator’s 
father was not built that way, and when 
Sullivan returned after a three months’ 
tour he found that the horses had not been 
out of the stable during that time. John 
took them out for a spin, and the team 
ran away, smashing the carriage and the 
champion in fierce style. The next day he 
sold them for a mere nothing to a friend 
To say that John L. has given away $50,- 
000 or $60,000 in @ year to his friends ane 
followers would be no exaggeration. 

I remeuiber an incident that happenea 
ina swell up town cafe in New York 
shortly after the big fellow’s sickness. He 
was about financially wrecked at the time 
A wealthy young clubman, who was a 
great admirer of the champion, knew of 
this fact and bunted him up in the cafe 
John L., for some strange reason, did not 
fancy his admiring wealthy friend. for I 
noticed he treated bim in a very indiffer 
ent manner. This, however, did not seem 
to have any effect on the young sport, for 
the first chance he got he rather surprised 
me by pulling out $500 in new bills and 
offering them to Sullivan, saying: “Here, 
John, is the dust. I want you to have it.”’ 

**No; I don’t want it, thank you.”’ 

“But Linsist, John. You inust. Why, 
bless your soul, you can’t go broke while 
I’m well heeled!” 

Still Sullivan refused. Finally he 
agreed to accept $50 and slapped it on the 
bar with a bang and ordered the barkeeper 
to put up that many dollars’ worth of 
wine for the crowd. This reckless action 
of Sullivan fairly horrified the swell club 
man. He stood speechless, looking the big 
fellow over. When he recovered later on, 
he offered Sullivan the remainder of the 
**boodle,’’ but the latter refused. 

“Well,’’ I said, **John, you're the great- 
est puzzle I ever met.’ 

Although Sullivan was fairly broke, he 
explained to me afterward that he simply 
wanted to show that rich young fellow his 
contempt for his money. This is a mere 
incident in the career of the greatest and 
strangest character the world has ever seen 
in the prize ring. 

It was 12 years ago that the shekels be- 
gan to flow freely in and outof the big 
fellow’s pocket. The first purse he fought 
for of any account was $500, at Cincin- 
nati, Dec. 20, 1880, with John Donaldson. 
The next purse was of $1,000, which he 
won easily on a barge on the Hudson river, 
from John Flood, whom he whipped in 16 
minutes. Then came his battle for the 
championship of the world with Paddy 
Ryan, for $5,000 aside, at Mississippi City, 
Feb. 7, 1852. After gaining the champion- 
ship the money flowed to him like water. 
By his defeat of Jimmy Elliot, at Wash- 
ington park, July 4, 1862, Sullivan divid- 
ed with his manager about $4,000. By his 
defeat of Tug Wilson, at Madison Square 
Garden, over $19,000 was divided among 
himself, Arthur Chambers and Billy Mad 
den. By defeating Charlie Mitchell at the 
Garden Sullivan's share was about $4, 000. 
By defeating Herbert Slade at the same 
place in three short rounds Jobn L. gath- 
ered in $4,000 or $5,000 more. His ‘*knock- 
Ing out’’ tour of nine months, under the 
management of Al Smith, through the 
United States and territories, where he 
met and put toslcep some 50 big men, was 
the wonder of the age. His income must 
have been at least $50,000 during the nine 
months’ picnic. 

Then his fights with Captain Dalton at 
Chicago, and Dick Burns, the Michigan 
giant, and Jack Stewart brought him in 
she neighborhood of $6,000 or $8,000. By 
defeating Fred Robinson at Butte City in 
January, 1884, he gained at least $3,000. 
By defeating Alexander Marx at Galveston 
he received about $2,000. His defeat of 
Jobn Henry at Hot Springs, William 
Flemming at Memphis and Enos Phillips 
at Nashville brought him in the neighbor- 
hood of $8,000. Sullivan's bout with Pro- 
fessor Laflin at Madison Square Garden 
was awinner to John by about $6,000 
His besting Alf Greenfield in two rounds 
at Madison Square Garden and again in 
Boston in four rounds increased his 
finances at least $5,000. John’s 33 min 
ute match with Paddy Ryan at Madison 
Square Garden, which was stopped by the 
police. brought him about $4,000. His de- 
feat of Jack Burke at Chicago June 13 
netted about $3,000. 

His exhibitions about the country up to 


' that time certainly made for him about 


$20,000. Sull van’s meeting with Me. 
Caffrey at Cincinuat! bLiought him $3,000. 
With Paddy Kyan at San Francisco John 
&L. gained about $3,000 or more With 
Duncan McDonald and Patsy Cardiff at 
Minneapolis, where Snilivan broke his 
erm, he increased his finances about $4,- 
000. In 1884 Sullivan toured through 
England, Ireland and Scotland, but he 
earned only about $5,000. His match with 
Charlie Mitchell at Chantilly, France, was 
not a money maker. When he arrived 
home in his native city, he was given a 
benefit at the Music hall, Boston, which 
netted him somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $7,000. Shortly afterward he was 
engaged as the sporting editor of the New 
York Illustrated News, for which he re- 
ceived in salary about $5,000, besides oth- 
er presents. By his defeat of Jake Kilrain 
he received the $10,000 put up by his back- 
ers and the $10,000 he won. Besides Sul- 
livan got the lion’s share of the money 
taken for the sale of tickets at Richburg, 
which in all amounted to about $24,000. 

Sullivan vaas offered $10,000 to spar at 
Madison Sq®are Garden after his defeat of 
Kilrain, but he refused, not caring a snap 
about money at the time. In 1890 Jobn 
wenton the stage in the play ‘Honest 
Hearts and Willing Hards."' He received 
about $10,000 fora sh® season. After 
Sullivan's defeat by Jim Corbett he was 
given a benefit at Madison Square Garden, 
the receipts of which were $12,000, the 
Garden people taking half for the use of 
the house. As an actor during the last 
three years he has probably made some- 
thing like $40,000. With his book, «The 
Reminiscences of a Nineteenth Century 
Gladiator, ’’ and his other exhibitions and 
the privileges he had extended to cigar 
and liquor men who have named their 
brands after him, I might readily add 
$15,000 more. This would bring the grand 
total received by Sullivan up to about 

264, 000. 

I really believe, however, that Sullivan 
has made more money than this. Not he 
or any one else can ever give the exact fig 
ures. Fighters of histypedo not genera)- 
ly keep books. They make and spend 
money ad libitum. If I put Sullivan's 
earnings for the last 12 years at $500,000, 
I would not be going mpch ont of the 
way. He has made money in various ways 
of which thereis no record. Sullivan's 
income has been about $22,000 a year for 
the past 12 years, and I believe that Presi 
dent Elliot of Harvard college receives but 
$8,000 perannum, and heisasteady, hard- 
working man.

‘A QUESTION OF GOST 


America Loses by Her Extradition 
Treaty With Germany. 


KAISER’S RESPECT FOR BISMARCK 


Showed In the Honor Con- 
ferred Upon His Son. 


(Copyrighted, 1895.) 

BERLIN, March 18.—The revision of the 
German-American extradition treaty is 
now under way. The terms of the exist- 
ing treaty, in some respects, are not satia- 
factory to either government. 

It is the question of the costs involved 
in extradition proceedings which is the 
main objection on the American side, 
since the great majority of the extradition 
proceedings occurin Americain the pro- 
portion of about 100 to 1, so that the 
American government, with each side de- 
fraying the expenses of the proceedngs 
within its respective sphere, bears a deal 
more than its proper share. 

Consequently, in 1891, the American 
government inade advances to Germany 
with the view of modifying the treaty pro- 
visions in this and in other respects, in- 
cluding the rates of each government to 
try extradited persons solely through 
specific charges under which the extradi- 
tion was demanded. Germany, however, 
was not satisfied with the proposed 
changes, and the negotiations, after a time, 
were dropped. 

A recent extradition case at Hamburg— 
the person involved being a clever ad- 
venturess, who passed herself off in Ber- 
lin and elsewhere as the Archduchess 
Theresa d’Hste and victimized several per- 
sons to the tune of €200,000—is the direct 
cause of reopening the negotiations for a 
revision of the German-American extradi- 
tion treaty. This time Germany came 
forward with certain proposals, and these 
were sent, a few days ago, through the 
American embassy here, to Washington. 

More to Follow. 

The appointment of Count William Bis- 

marck, second son of the ex-chancellor, as 


sion to Count von Stolberg- Wernigerode, 
came as a surprise to the political world. 

Count William is well acquainted with 
Konigsberg, the seat of the government of 
East Prussia, as he was prepared there for 
the service of the state by the chief of the 
colonial department. As a student, Count 
William had much the same merry time 
as his father, and was nearly killed ina 
duel at Bonn. 

When the great chancellor fell into dis- 
grace, Count William had the tact to keep 
in the background, with the result that he 
continued in the service of the state, while 
his elder brother, Count Herbert, was 
obliged to leave office. Count William’s 
appointment is regarded as the first of a 
series of imperial honors to his father. 

War Veterans Want Recognition, 

The invalid and crippled soldiers of the 
Franco-German war have been for years 
vainly trying to get the reichstag to in- 
crease the amount of their pensions. Rep- 
Rosentatives of the veteran association, 
which numb ‘rs 13,0.0, will meet this week, 
adopt resolutions and send a deputation 
tothe emperor, in order to acquaint him 
with the miserable condition of many dis- 
abled veterans. 

The old soldiers will also send a depu- 
tation to the bundesrath and to the reich- 
stag with instructions to request addi- 
tional legislation looking to an increase of 
the pension fund. 

It is stated that the emperor, upon the 
occasion of the anniversary of the birth- 
day of his grandfather, Emperor William 
I, on Friday next, will issue a decree, hay- 
ing for its object to aid the widows and 
orphans of the war of 1870-71. 

New Disease Puzzles Doctors, 

A mysterious ailment broke out a week 
ago in Berlin, chiefly in the suburb of 
Schoenberg. It takes the form of inflam- 
mation and pustul:s in the mouth and 
throat, accompanied by high fever and 
thirst. Professor Virchow, who has in- 
vestigated the outbreak, is of the opinion 
that it is due to infection by partaking of 
the milk of diseased cows. Some madical 
men believe that it is a human form of the 
foot and mouth disease hitherto peculiar 
tocattle, 

Baron von Schorlemer-Alst, the noted 
Centrist leader, died yesterday from in- 
fluenza. 

There is no decrease in the spread of the 
epidemic of influenza. There have been 
180 deaths in Berlin alone. 


Campaign Will Be Hot. 


WicHita, Kan., March 18.—Mrs. Mary 


E. Lease will be nominated for mayor of 
this city by a citizens’ convention, to make 
the mayoralty fight against the regular 
Republican nominee. The women and 
the Prohibitionists will back her in the 
fight, and women are already talking 
about getting suffragist orators of na- 
tional reputation to hold a rally until the 
campaign is ended.

What is pur- 
ported to be a later will than 
previously offered for probate was intro- 
duced in the case. ‘the will first pro- 
duced was stolen from the county clerk’s 
office, and in order that the docu- 
ment might be probated, Judge Slack had 
finally ruled that a certified copy of the 
will might be substituted. 

Upon the alleged will introduced yester- 
day a bitter contest will hinge. This new 
decument purports to be a holographic 
will. Itis written in lead pencil on two 
sheets of legal cap paper. It was brought 
into court securely framed between two 
plates of glass and was presented by 
Reuben Lloyd, attorney for Virginia Fair 
and Mrs. Hermann Oelrichs of New York, 
daughters of the deceased. 
for Charles Fair, their brother, came into 
court with Mr. Lioyd and apparently ap- 
proved the proceeding. 

There is no longer any doubt that the 
three children have combined to fight for 
the probate of this latest alleged will. Un- 
der the provisions the vast estate would be 
divided almost equally between the two 
daughters and Charles, and the dis- 
tribution 

Would Be Made at Once. 

Under the will previously offered for 
probate the children would get only the 
income from the estate during their life, 
and upon the death of all of them the es- 
tate would be divided into three equal 
parts, one part going to the children of 
Mrs. Oelrichs, one part to the children of 
Virginia Fair, unless she died without 
issue, when this share would revert to the 
children of Mrs. Oelrichs, and the remain- 
ing one-third to the families of several 
brothers and sisters of the deceased. 

Charley Fair's recent marriage caused 
an estrangement between himself and his 
father, and he was cut off with a life in- 
terest in the income of the estate. His 
widow would receive nothing. In other 
respects the will first produced and the 
will produced yesterday are very similar. 

In the second will, however, Charles 
Fair receives a 

Special Bequest of $500,000, 
tobe paid immediately 
tribution of the estate. Messrs. Angus 
and Crothers and Dr. Mark Livingston 
are named as executors under the second 
will. Angus and Crothers are two of 
four executors named in the will previ- 
ously filed, and which gave the executois 
entire control of the estate, at fixed sal- 
aries, during the life of the children, 

Attorney Lloyd, in presenting this 
second will, explained that according to 
its date it was executed three days later 
than the will previously filed. He said he 
would prove that the existence of the will 
was only known to a few, and after a long 
search it had been tound in the possession 
of a “very estimable lady,’”’ whose name 
Mr. Lloyd would not divulge at present. 
He stated that she had not produced it be- 
fore she had read of the other will being 
offered for probate, and that she supposed 
it was a later document than the one held 
by her. Furthermore, she had decided to 
avoid publicity. 

The attorney for the executors under the 
first will intimate very strongly that they 
believe this alleged will to be a forgery. 
Further probate proceedings were finally 
continued until April 2.

A SIGNIFICANT OMISSION, 


Hohenlohe’s Currency Views Not Fully 
Approved by the State Council. 

BERLIN, March 19.—The Imperial Ga- 
gette makes the startling statement that 
the state council, in adopting Chancellor 
von Hohenlohe’s declaration on the cur- 
tency question, omitted the phrase “with- 
dut prejudicing our imperial currency.” 
The omission, however, is not considered 
ab indication that Germany has been con 
verted to bi-metallism. 

The declaration on the currency ques- 
tion, that Chancellor von Hohenlohe read 
in the reichstag, was as follows: ‘‘With- 
out prejudicing our imperial currency, one 
must confess that the differences in the 
value of gold and silver continue to react 
on our commercial life. Following, there- 
fore, the tendencies that led to the ap- 
pointment of asilver commission, I am 
ready to consider, in conjunction with the 
federal governments, whether we cannot 
enter upon a friendly interchange of opin- 
ion as to common remedi#! measures with 
the other states which are chiefly inter- 
ssted in maintaining the value of our sil- 
ver.”

WASHINGTON, March 19.—An impene- yp important point. 
trable mystery surrounds the negotiations ( 
between the state department and the 
Spanish government on the Allianca af- 
fair. 

It seems to have been borne in mind by 
the officials of the state department, from 
the secretary down, that in the present 
excited state of public feeling in this 
country better progress can be made to- 
ward a peaceable settlement of the inci- 
dent by keeping the various notes secret 
than by giving publicity to them before a 
conclusion has been reached. 

Therefore the only response to definite 
inquiries that can be obtained isa positive 
refusal to discuss the subject in any aspect, 
and whether or notany action has yet 
been taken by the Spanish government in 
the direction of issuing instructions to its 
naval officers to refrain from further in- 
terference with American shipping will 
probably be learned first from Havana, 
from which point the orders will be dis- 
tributed. 

Possibilities of Further Trouble. 

As the little gunboats are widely scat- 
tered along the Cuban coast and neighbor- 
ing waters, it will not be an easy task to 
communicate these orders speedily to all 
of them, so it is just possible that there 
may be some further incident, similar to 
the Allianca affair, before these orders are 
made known to the Spanish naval com- 
manders, 

It appears in the light of events of this 
kindin the past that the commanding 
officers of the smaller craft are not always 
of a high degree of intelligence or rank, 
for in cases where they have detained 
American ships they have found it neces- 
sary to hold the ship for several days in 
order that they might fall in with another 
and larger cruiser with an officer aboard 
of sufficient intelligence to read and pass 
upon the adequacy of the captive’s papers. 

Will Come Out All Right,

A high official of the department said 
yesterday: ‘This combination includes 
some thousands of employes in the rail- 
way mail service, the letter carriers’ serv- 
ice and the postoffices.

The aggregate amount of the in- 
crease demanded is about $5,900,000. 

“One effect of this combination 
be to create sentiment against the civil 
service law which protects these employes.

THE PROSPECTS of the new school- 
houses are not very bright for this year. 
The defeat of the appropriation for brick 
plans did not decide the matter in favor of 
wood, as it is quite possible that two-thirds 
may not vote an appropriation for wooden 
buildings. The delegations from Wards 
Five and Six to a man are for brick school- 
houses, The present school buildings in 
these wards are of wood, yet Wollaston 
and Atlantic promise not to be jealous of 
Norfolk Downs, which is growing up be- 
tween them. The wishes of ‘‘ The Rail”’ 
are Bot very pronounced, but the other 
portion of Ward Four has a grand brick 
building, and they can hardly see the con- 
sistency or justice of giving them wood. It 
is said some favor wood to head off the re- 
building of a new Adams and a new Cod- 
dington, whose claims to a new building 
will be more urgent if the other wards 
have brick schoolbouses.- Nothing but 
brick would satisfy the Centre and South. 


THE STREET railway company, in peti- 
tioning for a location in the centre of the 
streets, have taken the right course. With 
rare exceptions no further locations should 
be granted in Quincy upon the side of the 
street. It will be of benefit to the business 
of Quincy to have street railway connec- 
tion with Braintree and East Milton, and 
the value of real estate will be increased at 
South Quincy and ‘** The Rail.’’ For these 
reasons the locations should be granted 
without further delay. 


THe PROPER drainage of the Town 
brook valley demands that the culverts be 
widened and deepened. All waters must 
pass through the Washington street cul- 
vert to reach the Canal and itis not only 
barrow but obstructed, and the brook 
occasionally overflows. Combined with 
the necessity is a chance for a public 
improvement. The waterway for carriages 
is scarcely used, yet it is a detriment to the 
abutting estate and obstruct travels.

this. Atits former meeting the faculty 
recommended the abolition of intercol- 
legiate football to the athletic committee. 
The latter replied by suggesting certain 
modifications of the game, instead of its 
utter abolition. 

Yesterday’s action is not final; it is suf- 
ficiently prohibitive to prevent the game, 
for, while the faculty may not have power 


| to abolish contests, they can prohibit the 


men from engaging in them, which is suf- 
ficient. Another meeting of the faculty 
will be held April 2, when final and de- 
cisive action on the question is anticipated.

| A Deadly Ibue! That Has Greatly Excited 
the Southern Kepublic. 

The mails from the Argentine Repub- 
lic bring vews of a terrible tragedy 
which bas caused an unprecedented sen 
sation in that country. 

Dr. Lucio de Lopez, one of the lead- 
It | ing financiers and most influential men 
in the republic, who was appointed by 
the government to investigate the af- 
fairs of the Provincial bank of Buenos 
Ayres, made a report to the courts 
which caused the arrest of Colonel Sar 
miento, a son of the late President Sar- 
miento, whose memory is revered like 
that of Lincoln in this country. He was 
once minister to the United States and 
is said to have afterward Americanized 
the Argentines Colone] Sarmiento was 
convicted in the court of the first in- 
stance and appealed to the superior 
court, where there was a mistrial, two 
judges voting to confirm and two to re- 
verse the decree of the lowercourt. He 
then published a bitter personal attack 
upon Dr. Lopez in La Prensa, one of the 
leading newspapers. 

Acting under the advice of foolish 
friends, Dr. Lopez sent him a challepge, 
and on Dec. 27 a duel was fought at the 
Belgrano hippodrome in the suburbs of 
Buenos Ayres. 1§8r. Lopez was attended 
by General Mausilla of the Argentine 
army and Francis Beazley, assistant 
secretary of state. Sarmiento was at- 
tended by General Bosch of the army 
and Rear Admiral Soliar of the navy.

Positively Known That the Reina 
Regente Was Wrecked. 


/NOT A SURVIVOR HEARD FROM. 


Every Man on Board Probably 
Went Down. 


Capiz, March 20.—Cruiser Alfonso XII, 
which has been cruising in the Mediter- 
ranean in search of the missing warship 
Reina Regente, found the Reina Regente 
at Bajo Accitunos, near Couil, where she 


Agency | had sunk. Only about 18 inches of her 
| masts were visible above the surface of the 


water. Ihe Alfonso XII has retarned to 
the scene of the wreck with a company of 
divers. 

Not asingle survivor has been reported 
as having arrived at any port, nor has a 
body been found that could be identified 
as that of one of the officers or crew of the 
lost ship. The Alfonso XII is taking 
divers and diving appliances for the pur: 
pose of removing the bodies from the 
sunken ship, and examing the condition 
of the vessel with a view of ascertaining 
the possibilities of raising her. Until 
something further is heard from the Al- 
fonso XII, nothing can be definitely 
known, but all hands are undoubtedly 
lost. 

The positive news of the loss of the 
Reina Regente caused the greatest emo- 
tion throughout Spain. The queen regent 
was deeply distressed. Sy her crders the 
sacrament has been exposed night and day 
in the royal chapel from the time the first 
report of the disaster reached her, and by 
her direction prayers for the safety of the 
crew of the Reina Regente have been said 
continuously ever since. 

The Correspondencia de Espana is re- 
sponsible for the statement that the A!- 
fonso XII brought to Cadiz the bodies of 
80 men belonging to the Reina Regente.

General Badeau was born in New Ro- 
chelle, N. Y., in 1831, and belonged to 
one of the old Huguenot famities which 
settled that town.

A VENDEAN HEROINE. | 


It was a pretty little windmill, with 
its big round tower capped by a weather 


vane,its long arms or blades which rat- | 
tledin the west wind like the sails of a | 


boat in stays, and its little round win- 
dows looking over the hills of Anjou 
like the telescopes of an astronomer— 


such was the windmill of Bernardean, | 


and when it was working all the wind- 
mills around the neighborhood locked 
like white sea gulls pursued by a bird of 
prey. It was situated on the slope of 
the Guigne at the end of a little crooked 
pathway hardly wide enough for the 


mill donkey, and in which one might | 


search in vain for traces of human foot- 
prints, because it was so dark under its 
vault of shrubbery, so muddy and rug- 
ged that the woman of the mill always 
took to the vines when on her ‘vay to 
Ancenis on foot. 

And a handsome woman, too, was 
this lady of the mill. She was 25 years 
old, with a well rounded form, a little 
hand, flashing dark eyes, lips as red as 
wild cherries and a well turned leg. 
She was smart in her attire, and there 
was little in her appearance to reveal 
the fact that she was a widow. When 
she came into the village mounted upon 
the donkey that carried her bags of 
flour, all the young fellows came out to 
admire her fine figure and the beauti 
limbs which appe ared below her sh 
skirts. 

Even the donkey himself seemed 
proud of his mistress. He traveled along 
at an easy gait, tossing his head and 
cocking his ears, as if to say to ev 
body: ‘‘Here she is. You have onl; 
look at her. Thisis la Meuniere of Ber 
nardeau. There isn’t another woman 
like her in all the country!’ And that 
was the truth. But she was the subject 
of a great deal of gossip. How 
tongues did wag on her account 
said that since the deat! 
band, a poor goose of a fell 
taken her without a cent fron 
and left ber all his property, she fre- 
quently tossed her cap over the blades 
of her windmill. Whether this was true 
or not, the blades certainly never told, 
but one thing is certain, and that is 
that she did hang up her cap there pul 
licly on one occasion, and it cost her 
her life. Here is her story: 

The first thing the Vendeans did 
when they rose in revolt against the 
public was to make use of the wind- 
mills. Nothing could be better suited 
for signaling or more troublesome for 
the enemy. Where the Blues could only 
see white wings turning round in a 
melancholy fashion, the Chouans pos- 
sessed a perf ct tele graphic system, 
which told them of tke movements of 
the republican army. 

The windmill of Bernardeaa was cone 
of the principal vedettes on the Loire 
Three days before the attack upon 
| Nantes, Cathelineau came to the mi 
| of Bernardeau and asked for shelter. It 
| was the 22d of June, 1793. h 
was at Ancenis since the 17th awaiting 
| the main body of thearmy. The weather 
| Was magnificent, and the Veundeans

camped in the open air. When Cathe- 
lineau at the end of a little road found 
himself face to face with the beautiful 
woman of the mill, he asked her if she 
| Was a royalist. 

| ‘*One might easily become a royalist 
| to serve under so bandsome an officer as 
| you,’’ said she. 

“Good enough! Then Iet me have 
shelter here tonight. ”’ 

The meuniere cheerfully welcomed 
| him, and Cathelineau sl pt that night in 
the mill. The next morning when he 
was leaving she sent to him from the 
threshold of the mill a perfect volley of 
| kisses, after which she went up to the 
highest little window in the mill and 
waved her little white handkerchief. 

Eight days afterward Cathelineau, 
mortally wounded, was coming from 
|} Ancensis ina carriage, and as he passed 
by the mill he cast a long and sad look 
| at it. According to the order, its blades 
were arranged so as toannounce the ap- 
proach of the soldiers of Canclaux. 

From the 17th of October to the 17th 
of December, during the 60 days which 
separated the two retreats of the Ven- 
dean army on the Loire, the mill of Ber- 
nardeau continued its signals of intelli 
| gence with those of La Vendee. But th 
17th of December was its last day. 

Harassed by the Mayencais, that 
crushed them at the battle of Mans, the 
Vandeens reached Ancenis and endeay 
ored to cross the Loire, but for want of 
sufficient rafts a considerable number

‘Surrender, you scoundrels, or in a 
| few moments you’l! all be dead!” 
| shouted the officer. 

‘You are the scoundrels!’’ yelled the 
| woman of the mill. *‘Let me see if you 
| are able to get my cap.” 

The hussars entered the lower story, 
| but the ladder was removed by the Ven- 
| deens, who now fired upon them from 

the story above and made terrible rav- 
| ages in their ranks. 

The woman of the mill busied herself 

| With the work of loading the guns, a 
| task which she performed with aston- 
| ishing rapidity. The Chouans, sheltered 
| behind the flour sacks, cared little for 
| the fire of the Blues. 
| “Take good aim!’’ cried la meuniere. 
| ‘Don’t let a single one escape.” 
The officer, seeing his men fall all 
| around him, ordered them to come out 
| and take the place by storm, scaling the 
| arms of the mill. It was a magnificent 
| assault. Twenty hussars clambered up 
| the blades. With their carbines thrown 
| across their backs they clambered up 
| like sailors to the story above, and 
| from there fell either killed or wounded 
| under the balls or the bayonet thrusts 
| of the Vendeans. One brigadier man-

he. ‘‘Guard well the entrance of the 
mill!’?

shouted. Then there commenced a per- 
tmassacre. Attacked above and be- 
low, the Vendeans fought like impris- 
oned lions. When the ammunition was 
exhausted, they threw down the sacks 
of corn and flour, and, clubbing their 
muskets, jumped down among the 
Blues, who received them on the points 
of their bayonets. It was a horrible 
spectacle

CARGO OF DYNAMITE 


| Was Being Stowed Away When Hun- 


dreds of Tons Exploded. 


SHOCK FELT FOR MILES AROUND. 


One Ship Blown to Pieces and 
Others Sunk. 


CoLoGNE, March 21.—A terrible ex- 
plosion of dynamite took place at Ral- 
morth, in the district of Dusseldorf. The 
ship Elizabeth was taking on board 20,000 
kilos of dynamite when the explosion oc- 
curred, killing a number of people and 
doing a terrible amount of damage. The 
exact number of persons killed is yet un- 
known. Another vessel which was along- 
side the Elizabeth caught fire and was 
burned. 

The force of the explosion was felt for 
miles, and was at first believed to have 
been the result of an earthquake. Several 
houses collapsed at Keeken and other vil- 
lages, and windows were shattered within 
a wide area. At Sleaves, five miles from 
the scene of the explosion, doors were torn 
off and window frames were smashed. 

The bodies of five victims of the explo- 
sion have already been recovered, and six 
persons, believed to have been killed, are 
still missing. 

The force of the explosion was so great 
that three vessels at Lobith; the last Dutch 
village on the Rhine, were sunk. 

Two hundred and twenty tons of the ex- 
plosive was taken in six boats from Lo- 
bith to Salmorth last January en route to 
Antwerp, whence it was to have been 
shipped to Australia. Owing to the ice 
blockade in the river, the dynamite was 
landed at Salimorth, where it was stored 
awaiting the reopening of navigation. 

In the meantime the Elizabeth had been 
chartered to take the dynamite forward, 
and the cargo was being stored when part 
of it exploded. The cause of the explosion 
is unknown, as every person on board the 
Elizabeth was killed. 


Butchery by Turks, 

Lonpon, March 21.—The correspondent 
in Armenia sends a story told by a Turk- 
ish soldier who took part in the Sassoun 
outrages, and who has since guitted the 
army and fled across the Russian border. 
His story confirms the worst accounts of 
the outrages. Describing the scene of the 
“pit massacre,” the Turk says that two im- 
mense trenches were dug. For over a 
weck one party or another were marched 
at nightfall to the trenches, where the 
soldiers were ordered to bayonet and 
butcher batches of unarmed, helpless Ar- 
menians. The Turk admitted that he 
killed seven persons, but says he would 
have been killed himself if he had not 
obeyed the order of his superior officer. 


The Post Unduly Worried, 

Lonpon, March 21.—The Post, in an ed- 
itorial on the Alliarfea affair, says: “On 
the whole it seems that Spain was fully 
justified in her action. It can hardly be 
contended that a suspected breach of neu- 
trality by Americans should be left to the 
American government to punish. Amer- 
ica’s recent declaration shows that fiilibus- 
tering expeditions were expected. Spain's 
right to protect herself against the secret 
supporters of her revolted subjects cannot 
be justly contested.” 


Skipping From Spain 

BARCELONA, March 21.—'The issuing of 
an order by a military tribunal for the 
arrest of the directors of two local news- 
papers for publishing articles protesting 
against the recent riotous conduct of the 
military in Madrid caused the real author- 
ship of the articles to become known. ‘The 
writer at once fled to Lisbon to avoid ar- 
rest.

THRER SCORE KILLED 


in the Awful Disaster Which Overtook 
Miners at Red Canon. 


MANY BODIES YET UNRECOVERED, 


Nearly Ali the Victims Left 
Large Families. 


Evanston, Wy., March 22.—The total 
number now known ‘o have perished in 
the mine disaster at Red Canon is 6v, of 
which 50 are married and nine are 
young men ang boys. Up to this hour the 
bodies of the following, out of a total of 
53, who met their death in the same mine, 
have been recovered and turned over to 
their relatives: » 

W. B. Clark, John Morris, D. Laurie, G. 
Hyde, John Licke, W. H. Grievesand, 
Samuel Clay (single), Samuel Hutchin- 
son, William Morris, ‘'homas Booth, Ben- 
jamin J. Cole, Charles S. Clark, Willard 
Brown, James Lamb, Fred Morgan, all 
men of large families. 

This leaves 33 unrecovered bodies in the 
mine. The timbering is largely blown 
out and the walls and roof of the whole 
interior are wrecked and shattered so that 
the volunteer searching party of 18, 
now secking the bodies of their comrades, 
are every inoment in danger of being 
buried. Acoroner’s jury has been im- 
panelled, which views the remains as 
brought out and turn d over to relatives. 

The agonizing screams of widows and 
children about the mouth of the mine are 
beyond description. The mules that were 
in the mine are so burned that they have 
to be removed, on account of thejodor, be- 
fore the work can proceed. 

About 30 men killed belonged to the A. 
O. U. W., in which order they were in- 
sured for $2000 apiece. 


Further Explanations In Order. 

RICHMOND, March 22.—Senator Darling, 
chairman of the Massachusetts legislative 
committee, which has been on a tour of 
the south, has written to Governor O’Fer- 
rall, saying that he and ail the committee 
are indignant over the dispatches sent 
north of the reception of Teamoh, the col- 
ored member of the committee, by the 
governor. He pronounces the statements 
as untrue. The governor, in reply, states 
that the dispatches were sent with his full 
approval, and suggests that the senator’s 
views on the color question must have 
changed since he was in Richmond, for at 
that time he expressed himself to the gov- 
ernor as being very sorry that Teamoh 
had attended the reception at the execu- 
tive mansion, intimating that the colored 
man was out of his proper place. 


Back to Nahant Bay. 

Swampscott, Mass., March 22. — The 
whale that has been frequently seen in the 
vicinity of Swampscott reappeared yester 
day with another whale as companion. 
The second whale is much smaller than 
the one which has made Nahant bay his 
home for several weeks past, and some 
claim that the small one is the calf of the 
larger, and that the mother whale sought 
shallow water to breed. The ship Nancy 
kept after the pair yesterday, but was un- 
able to get near enough fora shot at them. 


The Mauitoba School Wrangle. 

OrTTawa, March 22.—The long expected 
order in council, giving the decision of the 
government on the Manitoba school ques- 
tion, makes a recommendation to the ef- 
fect that the Dominion government sug- 
gest to the Manitoba legislature that it 
pass an act enabling the Roman Catholic 
minority to maintain separate schools, and 
that they shall not be taxed for the main- 
tenance of public schools.

THURSTON DEFENDED 


Friends Deny That He Is Guilty of Dip- 
lomatic Impropriety. 


RELATED FACTS FROM HAWAII 


Which Did Not Interfere With 
State Department. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—The sugges- 
tion is made here that a movement will be 
made in the future looking to Hawaiian 
annexation, and, it is said, that Mr. 
Thurston, because of his intimate knowl- 
edge of affairsin both this country and 
Hawaii, will have prominent connection 
with any commission on the part of Hawaii 
to negotiate for terms of admission into 
the Union. 

Although Mr. Thurston, the Hawaiian 
minister, refused to discuss the causes 
that led to his estrangement with Secre- 
tary Gresham, his friends think it only 
fair to him to refute the published allega- 
tion that he has betrayed diplomatic 
secrets. 

Admitting that Mr. Thurston did as is 
alleged, his friends assert that he did not 
exoeed his diplomatic duties in this respect, 
in making public the sentences imposed 
on several of the Hawaiian conspirators 
by the military courts. The proceedings 
of the court were conducted openly, and 
the sentences of the prisoners had been 
publicly announced in Honolulu. 

All the facts reached San Francisco by 
the first mail steamer from the islands. 

Thurston's Friends Stand by Him. 

Mr. Thurston’s friends say that he has 
never abused official confidence or be- 
trayed any official information contained 
in the correspondence between his govern- 
ment or himself and the government of 
the United States or any of its repre- 
sentatives. It is admitted that it would 
have been a manifest impropriety for him 
to divulge any information received by the 
secretary pf state touching the relations 
between Hawaii and the United States. 

At the same timeit is claimed for him 
that he was perfectly free to publish any 
information he desired in regard to events 
in the Hawaiian republic that came into 
his possession entirely independent of the 
state department, provided he did not com- 
ment onthe action of the United States 
government in regard thereto. 

Mr. Thurston’s defenders say that Sen- 
ator Hale is right in saying that his recall 
was justified if he had made public diplo- 
matic correspondence before submitting it 
to the state department, but they say the 
senator is entirely wrong in supposing 
that Mr. Thurston has been guilty of any 
such diplomatic impropriety, 

According to their representations, he 
merely related a condition of facts within 
his own country, received from his own 
government, regarding which he had had 
no diplomatic intercourse whatever with 
the representatives of the United States. 


Catholic Churches In Danger. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Attempts were 
made yesterday to seton flre two of the 
largest Catholic churches in this city—St. 
Patrick’s and St. Dominic’s. In both cases 
the fire was discovered and extinguished 
befure material damage had been done. 
In St. Dominic’s, an elderly woman, tall 
and dressed in black, was seen toenter the 
church and leave hurriedly, seeming to be 
very nervous. Several worshippers in St. 
Patrick’s church had seen a woman clad 
in black pass down the aisle, who an- 
swered the description of a woman who 
had been noticed at the other church. Po- 
lice and detectives are scouring the city 
for the guilty party. 


The Buffalo Mystery. 

BUFFALO, March 22.—Lester T. Halli- 
day died yesterday, and the police are 
puzzled to know whether to believe his 
ante-mortem statement or to think he 
committed suicide, having evidence tend- 
ing to confirm the suicide theory rather 
than that of robbery.

The People Unanimous Against Free 
Delivery. 


ARE VERY WELL SERVED NOW. 


Ex-Mayor Fairbanks Going to Wash- 
ington to Remonstrate. 


A largely attended meeting was held at 
the K. of H. hall, Wollaston, on Thursday 
evening, to protest against the proposed 
abolishing of the Wollaston post office and 
the extension of free delivery to that place. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. 
A. L. Baker. Ex-Mayor Fairbanks was 
elected chairman, Mr. James S. Whiting, 
secretary and Mr. Charles R. Sherman, 
treasurer. 

It was the unanimous opinion of this 
meeting that free delivery would be a de- 
cided detriment to Wollaston. 

Under the present arrangement Wollas- 
ton has five mails to and from Boston 
daily, one to and from the South Shore 
direct, and a Sunday mail to Boston, as 
follows: 

Close for Boston at 7 and 8.25 4. m., 12.45, 
6.30 and 7.45 P. M. 

Close for Quincy and South Shore at 7.45 
a. M. 

Arrives from Boston at 6.03, 8.05 and 11.20 
A. M., 4.40 and 7.25 P. M. 

Arrive from Quincy and South Shore at 
1.06 P. M. 

Sunday a mail for Boston closes at 6 P. M. 

Office open from 6 A. M. to 8 P. M. 

Under the free delivery system this 
efficient service would be cutdown to two 
mails daily, onein the forenoon after the 
business men had left for Boston, and the 
other in the afternoon. 

One far sighted citizen put the whole 
story in a nut shell when he said that ‘' it 
means that we will get today’s mail tomor- 
row.” It means that a letter mailed in 
Boston at three o’clock today would not 
reach its destination, via free delivery, at 
Wollaston, until the next forenoon. At 
present a letter mailed at Boston at six 
o'clock p. M. today will reach Wollaston at 
7.22 Pp. M. and be ready for delivery at 7.30 
P. M., or a letter mailed at Boston at three 
o’clock would reach Wollaston at 4.40. 

Under free delivery the last mail to 
Boston would be early in the afternoon, 
while now it goes in on the 8.12 Pp. M. train. 

It was clearly shown at this meeting that 
the petition for free delivery emanated 
from Wood, Harmon & Co. and Mr. Josiah 
Quincy. Itdid not receive the spontaneous 
endorsement of the citizens of the Downs 
and Park, in fact it was vigorously opposed 
by prominent residents of that section at 
this meeting as not properly expressing the 
sentiments of those communities. {t was 
conclusively shown that the Downs and 
Park formed but 18 per cent. of the popula- 
tion of Wollaston, and that the whole 
scheme was pushed by this company of 
Boston real estate men to further their own 
interests. 

It is probable, from al] that can be 
learned, that not acitizen of Wollaston 
favors free delivery, but at the same time, 
as Mr. George F. Pinkham aptly put it, 
“*T do not wish to obstruct the Park and 
the Downs in their eflort to obtain free 
delivery. To their efforts I say, amen. 
But they should let us keep our postoffice 
and retain our present mail facilities un- 
molested.”’ 

Congressman Atwood in his remarks 
strongly favored the establishing of a post- 
office at Norfolk Downs, rather than a free 
delivery, and giving it mail facilities equal 
to Wollaston. 

The question is not a party one as lead- 
ing representatives of both parties were 
present and spoke in opposition to the 
proposed change. Ex-postmaster Bass 
said in substance: I believe in free 
delivery, but not in this attempt to compel 
us to accept the system of the Quincy 
office. When the postoffice department 
is in a financial condition so that it can 
establish the same system as the large 
cities have, I should then be glad to have 
it adopted, then a free delivery would be a 
benefit to all. This movement for a 
change in the mode of doing the postal 
business as asked for by the residents of 
the Downs would practically destroy the 
Wollaston office and also its identity as a 
postofilce. It will not be possible for you 
to receive your mail as promptly as you 
now receive it, 

Ex-Councilman Sherman favored send- 
ing a representative citizenZto Washington 
to oppose free delivery. The meeting after 
some discussion so voted. 

The meeting, upon motion from Mr. 
Sherman, voted that a committee of five be 
appointed by the chair to draw up a remon- 
strance and collect funds to send a repre- 
sentative to Washington. 

The chair appointed as members of that 
committee ex-Councilman Sherman, ex- 
Water Commissioner Whitman, Council- 
man Nickerson, Mr, H. E. Gifford and Mr. 
George F. Pinkham. 

A subscription paper was started and 
$72 was subscribed towards sending an 
agent to Washington. The position was 
offered to Mr. George F. Pinkham, but he 
declined to serve. The position was then 
unanimously tendered to Hon. Henry O 
Fairbanks and he took the matter under 
advisement.

THE QUIRK GRANITE ACT.

A NEW CURE FOR LUNACY. 


Some Interesting and Successful Experi- 
ments by Eminent Specialists of Vienna. 

An interesting new method of curing 
mental diseases was expounded by Pro- 
fessor Wagner, head of the psychiatric 
department of Vienna university, at a 
meeting last week. The cure is based 
upon the fact, frequently experienced, 
that mental maladies disappear if the 
patient gets unother illness of an entire- 
ly different kind, particularly fever. 

Professor Wagner, following nature’s 
inexplicable cure, has produced fever in 
the insane by applying Dr. Koch's tu- 
berculin in grave cases, The effect of 
this treatment was that, after every tu- 
berculin injection, the insane patient 
felt easier, the insanity recurring sev- 
eral times, but finally disappearing for 
good. 

Professor Albert, the well known sur- 
geon of Vienna university, corroborated 
this testimony by a recent case in his 
department. A patient who was suffer- 
ing from melancholia had to go through 
the operation of transfusion of blood. 
This caused a high fever, during which 
the state of the patient’s mind was re- 
markably improved. When the fever 
ceased, his mental condition was, to the 
professor's astonishment, entirely nor- 
mal.— Vienna Letter.

PERSONAL ATTENTION 


Will Be Given by the Kaiser to the 
Fetherland’s Needs. 


WORK OF THE STATE COUNCIL 


Formed a Valuable Basis For 
Future Decisions. 


BERLIN, March 22.—Emperor William 
formally closed the session of the state 
council yesterday. In so doing he made a 
speech, during the course of which he said: 

“After an arduous discussion of eight 
days you have now reached the end of your 
labors. If, perchance, the result does not 
satisfy in every respect the high expecta- 
tions formed in some quarters, it is, never- 
theless, of great moment for the govern- 
went, whose task it is to employ all effec- 
tive means of relieving the distress of hus- 
bandry, that your deliberations rendered 
the limits attainable in this domain more 
clearly apparent, after exhaustive discus- 
sions, 

“It is universally admitted that the ag- 
ricultural distress, its causes and conse- 
quences, besides the careful examination 
of the remedies which have been hereto 
proposed, either publicly orin the course 
of your discussion, form a valuable basis 
upon which the governinent may found 
future decisions. 

“The technical knowledge and practical! 
experience which are here represented, 
and to which expression has been given 
during the course of the debutes, afford 
mean especial guarantee that the pro- 
posals resulting from your delibera- 
tions will prove, when considered by the 
government, to be suitable and practica- 
ble. 

As to the Future, 

“Such remedies, however, as recognized 
by you to be unsuited to attain the end in 
view, or impracticable or dangerous to 
the maintenance of constitutional and 
economical order, and, accordingly re- 
jected, the government will be able 
with less hesitation to exclude from their 
further considerations, and their decisions, 
Iintend, shall be carried into effect with- 
out delay. 

“In conclusion, I beg you to consider 
your part in the matter ana to inculcate 


the country districts within your reach | 


with the feeling that when, in the future, 
other questions similar to that of the pres 
ent agricultural distress and the measures 
to be taken for its relief excite the mind, 
the government should immediately be 
approached with the view of the adoption 
of suitable measures for securing speedy 
relief. I intend in such a case to instantly 
give my personal attention to the requisite 
measures, and, if necessary, to summon 
the state council. 

‘In closing the proceedings, I beg to 
offer you my royal thanks.” 

Opposition to Agrarian Proposals. 


The state council declares that the strate 


administration of the trade in cereals 
is impracticable. It would arouse 
the greatest discontent and the most 


odious suspicion, besides being, both polit- 
ically and socially, exceedingly hazardous 
and a temptation to other trades to de 
mand similar state intervention. 

The second clause of the resolution re- 
cords the opinion that husbandry could be 
relieved by reducing the costs of produc- 
tion and transport, by protection of the 
sugar and spirit industries anda reform 
in the loan system. It also considers fhat 
an inquiry into the currency would bi 
serviceable, but expresses a willingness to 
await the result of the negotiations that 
have been initiated by 
Hohenlohe. ‘Yhe resolution advises smaij 
remedies that the Agrarians have often 
denounced as worthless,

THE GIBBS MURDER CASE. 
Clarence and Sadie Robinson Found 
Guilty of the Crime. 

BUFFALO, March 22.—Charles Robinson 
was found guilty of murder in the second 
degree, and Sadie Robinson of manslaugh- 
ter in the first degree, for the murder of 
Montgomery Gibbs, lawyer of this city.

CHRISTIAN ENT )EAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Bw ginning March 24. 
Comment by Ret. 8, H. Doyle. 
Toric.—Pure though’ , pure words, pure 
deeds.—Math. xxiii, 25-2 .; Ps, li, 6-10, (A tem- 
perance topic.) 

The life of a mz n is made up of his 
thoughts, words 9nd deeds. These are 
not separate and distinct one from an- 
other, but are Mecessarily interdepend- 
ent, and each ex presses to a greater or 
less extent the ‘character of the other. 
To have a true, ‘noble and pure life, there- 
fore, these three attributes of the life 
must each postiess these characteristics. 

There must necessarily be pure 
thoughts, words and deeds if the person 
be pure. The thoughts cannot be im- 
pure and the life pure. ‘‘As a man 
thinketh in his heart, so is he.” ‘‘A 
good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit 
nor an evil tree good fruit.’? The stream 
must partake of the qualities of the 
fountain in which it has its source. 
There may be an attempt to have the 
outward life have the appearance of 
purity when impurity abides within. 
Many like the Pharisees try to ‘‘make 
clean the outside of the cup and of the 
platter, but within they are full of ex- 
tortion and excess.’’ But God knows 
the heart as well as the words and the 
outward life, and any attempt to deceive 
Him is a miserable failure, and He will 
bring all who thus try to deceive Him 
into judgment. 

Purity of thought is the great neces- 
sity to purity of words and deeds. Sin 
is first conceived in the heart. Then it 
is expressed in words, and at the last 
manifests itself in deeds. When David 
had repented of his sin and desired once 
more to be upright before God, he did 
well to pray, ‘‘Create in me a olean 
heart, O God, and renew aright spirit 
within me.’’ The heart needed first of 
all to be cleansed before the life could 
be what he desired. As with David, so 
it is with all. If the life has been sin- 
ful and we have repented of our sin, we 
should ask God first of all to renew our 
hearts. If the heart is right with God, 
the words and deeds of the life will also 
be right with bim. 

It is well to remember also that God 
demands and expects entire purity— 
purity in the heart, in the speech and 
in the behavior. In fact, he will be sat- 
isfied with nothing short of this. In 
the days of Noah ‘‘God saw that the 
wickedness of man was great in the 
earth and that every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only evil con- 
tinually,’’ and He destroyed the world 
because of its sinfulness. Time and 
again Christ denounced the Pharisees 
for their hypocrisy—for making a show 
of godliness when the heart was wrong. 
As with the thoughts, so it is with our 
words and deeds. 

But how may the heart be pure so 
that the words and deeds may be pure? 
There is but one way. God alone can 
purify the heart. If He purges us, we 
shall be clean; if He washes us, we 
shall be white as snow. Resolutions, 
reformation will not. cleanse the heart. 
God only can Co that.

Quincy Should Protest. 
The Quirk granite bill favorably reported 
in the Legislature is carrying the protec- 
tion idea too far. We believe in protec- 
tion for the industries of the Nation, but 
would not array state against state, or city 
against town. If Boston or Brookline, 
Weymouth or Brockton, desire to use ham- 
mered or polished Quincy granite in one of 
its public buildings, it seems unreasonable 
to require the establishment of granite 
yards in these places, possible for one job. 

If the law is constitutional what will 
become of the granite industry of Quincy 
if the Jaw is extended. If state and city 
mopnumenta! and cemetery work must be 
done in the different states and cities. 
Quincy has cut many Gettysburg monu- 
ments for different Had these 
states had the proposed Massachusetts law 
these could not have been cut here. Did 
any city decide to duplicate the Bunker 
Hill monument the granite could not be 
dressed in Quincy, but in that city. 

If a State or city can exclude stone 
dressed in another State or city, why can it 
not exclude stone inthe rough. The na- 
tion says dressed and undressed granite 
may come in and at a tariff that jeopardize 
home industries. If no foreign stone or 
marble was used in United States build- 
ings, Quincy might say amen. But 
are under the impression that it is used, 
and further that it is dressed abroad; that 
statuary is executed abroad, etc. 

Quincy might berefit some in Massachu- 
sets if no stone for state buildings could 
be dressed in Westerly, in Niantic, in 
Sarre, in Concord or Down East, because 
it would stand in to get more of this work, 
even though not cut in Quincy granite, 

But why does the act discriminate against 
granite? Why not that brick 
shall be made in the state orcity. That 
the iron work shall be cast in the state or 
city. That wood shal! be sawed and worked 
in the state or city.

Free Delivery. 


Quincy should do something to com- 
memorate the one hundredth anniversary 
of the establishing of a postofiice in 
Quincy, which was April 1, 1795. Who 
will be the first to make a move in that 
direction.—Daily Ledger. 

Editor of the Daily Ledger : 

I have taken your brief local above as 
the text for this communication, and have 
read for my lesson the report of the Wol- 
laston meeting. 

If Quincy could celebrate the centennial 
of its post office by free delivery to all 
parts of the city, it would be more inthe 
line of progress, Now there are towns 
that rank higher than the city of Quincy 
in the estimation of the post office depart- 
ment. 

Towns where the postal receipts are 
larger, and the facilities accordingly better. 
Hyde Park is one of these, yet it is not 
half as large as Quincy. 

When free delivery is first introduced or 
extended some may not be as well accommo- 
dated as by a post office box, but gradually 
the number of collection boxes are in- 
creased so that it is very convenient to mail 
letters day or evening and have them 
promptly forwarded. 

fhe number of collections and deliveries 
multiply and soon good service is obtained. 
The number of collections at the start 
would be four and possibly five, so that 
letters would be forwarded as promptly as 
from either the Wollaston or Atlantic 
offices at present. It has been said Wol- 
laston would have but two deliveries a day, 
but itis very probably that the business 
section of Wollaston would have three at 
the start. As many do not visit the post 
office but once a day, two or three deliveries 
would be a convenience, 

Where collection boxes are handy letters 
written in the evening are dropped immedi- 
ately in the boxes and are delivered early 
the next morning in the Quincy district or 
else they go to Boston by the first morning 
mail, before Wollastonians are out of the 
house. 

By free delivery the lady of the house 
receives ber mail more promptly, and 
forwards letters easier. They are not de- 
layed in transit in either direction by find-

To Form a Cabinet to Conduct State 
Affairs of Spain. 


A DIPLOMAT OF RIPE EXPERIENCE 


Who Has Served His Country 
In Many Capacities. 


MADRID, March 23.—The queen regent 
has charged Senor Canovas del Castilho 
with the formation of a cabinet to rep!ace 
the Sagasta ministry that resigned on 
Monday last, in consequence of troubles 
growing out of the attacks on the army 
by newspapers. 

Senor Don Antonio Canovas del Castilho 
was born in 1830. He made hisglebut in 
1851 as chief editor of The Patriatriu, in 
which he defended Conservative ideas. In 
1854 he was named deputy for Malaga, aud 
since that year has never ceased to occupy 
@ seat in the cortes. 

He held several important 
under the government, and in 1864 he was 
minister of finance and the colonies. He 
drew up the law for the abolition of th 
traffic in slaves. His greatest title tofame 
is that of having been the first to hoist the 
standard of legitimate and constitutional 
monarchy in the full constituent assem- 
bly in 1868, in face of a triumphant revo- 
lution. 

His fidelity and capacity definitely ob- 
tained for him the supreme direction of 
the Alfonsist party, and in the proclima- 
tion of Alfonso III, as king in December, 
1874, Senor Castilho became president of 
the council and chief of the new cabinet. 
This office he held until 1879, when Mar 
shal Martinez de Campos became prim 
minister. 

A Strong Rival of Sagasta’s. 

Senor Castilho opposed the mars )al's 
free trade and emancipation proj-c =, an 
finally, in December, 1879, compelled his 
resignation, and Senor Castilho aguin 
came into power and held the reins of 
government until 1881, when he was over- 
thrown bya coalition between the sup 
porters of Senor Sagastaand Marshal d 
Campos, and the former became prin 
minister. 

The Sagasta ministry resigned in 18:3 
but Senor Sugasta formed a new cabinet 
which held office about nine months, 
when it was succeeded by the 
Herrera ministry. In 1884 this cabinet 
was overthrown, and Senor Castilho again 
formed a ministry. In 1885 this minisiry 
resigned on account of the king’s inten- 
tion to visit Valencia, where cholera was

minister continued in office. 

In November, 1885, Senor Castiho was 
compelled to resign on the question of the 
occupancy of the Carvline islands, and he 
was succeeded by Senor Sagasta, who 
held the premiership until July, Is, 
when he resigned, and Senor Cuastilho 
again became prime minister with a cuali- 
tion cabinet. 

From then until now Senors 
and Castilho have alternated in hoiding 
the office of prime minister, and the qucen

Two Star was sent here by his tribe 
to ask the immediate payment to them 
of $199,000 of their principal now in 
the custody of the United States. This 
sum amounts to $1,699,000. The In- 
dians are in very destitute circumstances 
this winter, owing to an almost com- 
plete failure of their crops, and the in- 
terest due them is not sufficient to carry 
them over until next fall. The impair- 
ment of the principal is a matter which 
by law rests entirely with the president. 
In this case he has promised to follow 
the recommendation of the commission- 
er of Indian affairs, which is to the ef- 
fect that the grant be made. 

It is a somewhat singular fact that, 
although Two Star was one of General 
Silbey’s scouts and has always associated 
with the whites upon terms of the 
friendliest intimacy, he cannot speak a 
word of English. His enjoyment of the 
white man’s amusement is, however, 
none the less keen. Senator Kyle’s clerk, 
Duncan McFarland, took him in to see 
the kinetoscope. As he looked in upon 
the picture in motion a look of amaze- 
ment, not unmixed with a degree of 
consternation, crept over his face. He 
stepped back and looked around, above 
and below the case to find out what 
caused the exhibition.

WIDESPREAD HAYOC. 


Caused by a Gale Which Swept Over 


Great Britain. 
2355 


MANY PERSONS BADLY INJURED. 


Property Loss Will Amount to 
Tnousands of Pounds. 


Loxbon, March 25.—A terrible gale set 
in Saturday night and is still prevailing. 
The storm is general throughout Great 
Britain. There has been immense dam- 
age to property in many of the larger 
towns. Pinnacles, roofs and chimneys of 
& number of churches were blown off and 
fMany factories were similarly damaged. 
In many places church services were sus- 
pended. 

A great number of trees were prostrated 
by the gale and much dumage was done 
to dwelling houses. In many parts of the 
country the telegraph lines are down. 
few minor casualities are reported from 
along the coast. 

Many people have been injured by fall- 
ing debris. A wall collapsed in the East 
End of London, and three persons were 
crushed to death beneath it. Three turrets 
of the pinnacles on the west front of the 
Peterborough cathedral were blown 
down. Other buildings in the town were 
damaged, and a number of persons were 
injured. 

The roof of the railway station at 
Stratford-on-Avon was blown off, anda 
number of monuments in the parish 
churchyard were damaged. 

In Birmingham the gale was felt with 
exceptional severity. A man and three 
children were killed there. The property 
damage in the town is estimated at thou- 
sands of pounds. 

Two menand a girl in Leicester were 
struck by falling debris and almost in- 
stantly killed. Every house in the Ayle- 
stone district was damaged. 

In Wolverhampton one person was 
killed and 12 injured. 

In Walsall two chimney stacks were 
blown over. They crashed through the 
roof of a hospital, broke through the floor- 
ing and carrie nine beds with patients to a 
room beneath. For a time the excite- 
ment in and around the hospital was in- 
| tense and the wildest sort of rumors were 
afluat, some having it that a dozen per- 
}sons had been killed. As quickly as 
Possible the work of clearing away the 
wreckage was commenced, and it soon 
was found that nobody had been killed. 
The nine occupants of the beds were ex- 
tricated alive, but badly injured.

To ascertain the sentiment of those most 
interested in this branch of business in 
Quincy, the LEDGER has called upon a 
number of prominent manufacturers’ and 
their views will be read with interest. 

I do not see how the bill in its present 
form would affect Quincy, said Andrew 
Milne of the firm of Milne & Chalmers, 
A hurried reading would make it appear 
that its passage would be a vital blow to 
the granite industry of Quincy, and in fact 
it would be if the clause about broken or 
paving stones were stricken out, as the cost 
to transport the rough stock from which 
pavers are cut would be twice as great as 
it is now, and Quincy would be debarred 
from furnishing any rough stock for build- 
ing purposes, If the bill was extended to 
include monumental and cemetery work 
Quincy would be the loser. The one thing 
that is needed to boom the granite indus- 
try is for Quincy to be annexed to Boston, 
as that city makes it a practice to obtain 
all of the materials it uses in its buildings 
as far as possible within its own bounda- 
ries. 

Mr. Henry McGrath of the firm of Mc- 
Grath Bros., says the bill means much to 
Quincy. The immediate effect would not 
be so bad, but it is only an entering wedge 
and if similar bills were passed in every 
state, it is plain to see what the effect 
would be, as it would shut off Quincy from 
furnishing any building stone for other 
states or public monuments. 

If passed, the next move would be tu in- 
clude iron, etc., and the disastrous effect 
would be far-reaching. The bill reported 
by Mr. Quirk is somewhat similar to that 
introduced in the Senate. The Senate 
bill provided that all work should be done 
within the boundary lines of the state. 
When a hearing was held Quincy was rep- 
sented by James Thompson, W. H. Mitch- 
ell and myself, who opposed its passage. 
Representatives in opposition were also 
present from other granite centres. That 
bill was bad enough, for while that bill 
provided that work for the state or mu- 
nicipality should be done within the boun- 
dary lines of the state, which allowed work 
to be done in Quincy, the bill of Mr. Quirk 
provides that work shall be done witbin 
the municipality. The granite men were 
on the lookout for some such clause, but 
had no notice of it.

YACHT CLASSIFICATION, 


The Rules Agreed Upon by the 
Congress of Yacht Clubs. 


Considerable misunderstanding prevails 
as to the rules adopted by the congress of 
yacht clubs, as they have been published 
wrong in many of the Boston papers. At 
the request of members of the Quincy 
yacht club the rules as passed are printed 
below : 

Sailing length shall be length of yacht 
(8) three inches above the water line, 
measurement to be taken without crew on 
board. 

Sailing length shall be the basis for 
figuring time allowance, which shal! be 
figured by Herreshoff’s table of allowances 
for all yachts (except knockabouts). 

The classes shal) be diw‘ded as follows : 

First class,—Yachts 25 feet and under 29 
feet sailing length. 

Second class,—Yachts 21 feet and under 
25 feet sailing length. 

Third class,—Yachts 18 feet and under 
21 feet sailing length. 

Fourth class,—Yachts 15 feet and under 
18 feet sailing length. 

Fifth class,—All yachts under 15 feet 
feet sailing length. 

Koockabout class to be sailed under the 
rules of the Knockabout Association. 

Uniform numbers shall be used. 

One entry of a yacht shall answer for 
the season. 

All entries shall be made to Mr. A. T. 
Bliss, 3 Milk street, Boston, which must 
be accompanied by a correct certificate of 
measurement from some recognized club's 
measure, which shall be accepted, subject 
to protest. 

Yachts protested on measurement must | 
be re-measured in correct racing time, by | 
the club's measurer, if so ordered by the} 
judges, before they can enter another race. 

All yachts shall sail in their proper | 
classes, except in case of a yacht having 
no competitor in her class she may be 
allowed to enter another class by permis- 
sion of the judges. 

Crews shal! be limited as follows: 
class,7 men; Second class, 6 men; Third 
class, 5 men; Fourth class, 4 men; Fifth}

CUUSIN»’ 


Millionaire Fair Asked Her to Be His 
Wife and She Accepted. 

San Francisco, March 25.—The Call 
published a long story telling of the affec- 
tion that existed between the late James 
G. Fair and Miss Phoebe Cousins, lecturer 
and woman's right advocate. According 
to The Call they were engaged to be mar- 
ried, and only the death of the millionaire 
Prevented the wedding. Miss Cousins 
told her story freely, candidly and with- 
out hesitancy. 

“I first met Mr. Fair in Washington in 
1883, while he was a United States senator 
from Nevada. I soon admired him very 
much, and I could see that he also liked to 
bein my company. But our first friend- 
ship did not grow at once to anything 
more than warm mutual admiration. In 
the course of afew months we parted, as 
true friends part. Several years passed 
and we did not meet until some time after 
my mother’s death.”’ 

Miss Cousins then related her troubles 
with the World’s fair board of lady man- 
agers, and her efforts to have a bill passed 
by congress to secure payment for her 
services as secretary. She applied to Mr. 
Fair for political assistance, “and this,” 
Miss Cousins, said, “opened the corre 
spondence between us which led to our be- 
trothal. 

“Shortly after returning to Chicago, I 
received a letter from Mr. Fair, in which 
he stated he would soon see me, and that 
he was coming with serious intentions to 
ask me for my hand in marriage. Mr. 
Fair arrived in Chicago May 7, 1893, when 
he told me that he had come all the way 
from California for tlhe purpose of asking 
me to become his wife.” 

Then Miss Cousins told how Mr. Fair 
was taken sick a few days after this and 
sentfor herto nurse him. “When Mr 
Fair had recovered sufficiently to enable 
him to be up, he called me aside one day 
and asked me to marry him. I answered 
yes. 

“On the following day Mr. Fair was 
whisked out of Chicago. I never saw him 
again. I received a letter from him after 
he arrived in San Francisco, begging me 
to write often. Idid write, but I never 
got ananswerafterthat. I am positively 
certain that he wrote to me also, but the let- 
ters were intercep ted.”

The attempt to assassinate the repre 
sentative of the Emperor of China caused 
the most intenseexcitement, and on every 
side there were expressions of deep regret. 
The would-be murderer was arrested. It 
is believed that he was prompted to the 
| crime by misguided patriotism. 

The name of the young man who at- 
tempted the life of Li Hung Chang is 
Yama Kayama Rokunosuki. His ante- 
cedents are unknown. 

Li Hung Chang was shot in the cheek. 
| Itis believed that the wound is not se- 
}rious. Prime Minister Ito has telegraphed 
| to Hiroshima, asking that Dr. Sato, the 
| imperial physician, be sent to Shimonoseki 
| to attend the Chinese commissioner. 
| The ministers of state and a number of 
| officials have visited Li Hung Chang and 
expressed their deep sorrow at the oc- 
}currence. Every precaution has been 
| taken by the police and military to pre- 
vent any trouble. The government pro- 
foundly regrets the affair. 


Washington Diplomats Stirred Up. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The news of 
the assault on Li Hung Chang caused a 
sensation in diplomatic circles in this city. 
Cases where an envoy of any kind has 
Deen assaulted in the country to which he 
| is accredited are rare, and those in which a 
peace commissioner are attacked are al- 
most unheard of in modern days, 

The opinion here is that the Japanese 
will suffer greatly as a consequence of the 
}assault, and that the position of China 
will be so strengthened that she may be 
able to secure better terms of peace than 
she could otherwise have hoped for. The 
j incident may lead to the breaking off of 
| peace negotiations which were proceeding 
| so satisfactorily, or at least may postpone 
{further action in this direction until 
| Japan has guaranteed the safety of 
} China’s envoy and made proper reparation. 

A recent parallel case was the attack 
made by Count Fuenettes of the Spanish 
army on the Moorish ambassador, The 
latter was sent to ask Spain to grant Mo- 
|} rocco more time for the payment of the 
war indemnity promised for the attacks 
on the Spanish at Melilli. General Fu- 
enettes became enraged at one of the con- 
ferences and struck the ambassador in the 
face with his clenehed fist. 

So seriously did the Spanish government 
regard the incident that Prime Minister 
Sagasta telegraphed a full explanation, 
coupled with expressions of profound re- 
gret to all the European courts. General 
Fuenettes barely escaped being shot, and 
will probably be confined for life in one of 
the fortresses of the country. The Moor- 
ish ambassador took advantage of the in- 
| cident to press for further delay, and se- 
cured it with little trouble. 

No news on the subject of the attack 
upon Li Hung Chang has been received 
by the Japanese legation here, and Minis- 
ter Kurina was unwilling to discuss the 
occurrence. The members of the legation 
realize that it is a serious matter, but hope 
that the first report may prove to be ex- 
aggerated. They say no one will deplore 
such an affair more than the Japanese 
themselves. 

The Chinese legation received prompt 
notification of the matter, but their ad- 
vices contained nothing not in the press 
dispatches. : 

Minister Yang Yu did not care to dis- 
cuss the subject. It was stated at the le- 
gation that it was not believed that it 
would lead to the total breaking off of the

A NEW FANGLED STORM DOOR. 


Advantages and Drawbacks of a Recent 

Contrivance In a Gotham Building. 

The new Postal Telegraph building at 
Broadway and Murray street has a pat- 
ent revolving storm door, which, the 
inventor says, is the first of its kind in- 
troduced into this city. The door has 
four wings, after the fashion of a turn- 
stile. There are four doors, in fact, each 
of them bound with rubber weather 
straps. The person entering the building 
pushes against the wing on the right, and 
the contrivance begins to revolve.

Some few days ago the Union for 
Practical Progress of East Milton began 
to take steps for the better enforcement of 
the Jaws in regard to gambling and the il- 
legal sale of liquor.

Cost oF EDUCATION 
In Boston ScHOOLS. 


A commission has been investigating the 
expenditures of Boston, and makes an 
interesting report as to schools. Aside 
from the expenditures for buildings the 
cost of educating the 4188 pupils in the 
Normal, Latin and high schools was $347, 
207.74. As 85 of these were non-resident 
paying pupils, the average cost of each 
resident pupil was $82.97. The average 
cost per pupil for the 33,714 pupils in the 
grammar schools was $29.98. The average 
cost per pupil of the 26,971 pupils in the 
primary schools was $19.73. The average 
cost per pupil of the 5310 pupils in the 
evening high and elementary schools was 
$10.59. The average cost per pupil of the 
586 pupils in the evening drawing schools 
was $26.09. The average cost per pupil 
of the 101 pupils in the Horace Mann 
school was $70.97. The average cost per 
pupil for the 2714 pupils in the kinder- 
garten was $25.40.

On Monday, April 15, more than two 
hundred children between five and six 
years old will enter the public schools for 
the first time. The Public Statutes of this 
Commonwealth demand vaccination before 
the cbildren are admitted or connected 
with the schools, It will be an anxious 
time for parents and little ones. This first 
separation of mother and child means that 
the baby is no longer the baby, and many 
tears will be shed by scores of fond mothers 
during this first week of schoo! life. If to 
this abrupt change in the life of the child 
a painful arm is added, an extra burden is 
laid upon pupil and teacher. Why not, 
then, anticipate April 15 and thus avoid a 
part at least of the first week’s excite- 
ment? By the way, the Statutes say that 
children shall be vaccinated ‘* before they 
attain the age of two years.’’

VERTICAL WRITING 
Has Many ADVANTAGES. 


Have you ever thought of the fact that 
our books, magazines and papers are 
printed universally in the vertical type? 
What do you suppose would be the effect 
on our eyes if the slant were used? Have 
you noticed little children at work on slate 
or paper? It is one prolonged struggle on 
the part of the teacher to prevent an ap- 
proach to the vertical. The teacher her- 
self will be obliged to exaggerate the slant 
of her copy in the hope that the child will 
follow it closely enough to reach the desired 
angle, She will also cut strips of card- 
board to the proper angle so that the 
pupil may prove his errors forand to him- 
self, When all has been done, however, 
the child will unconsciously tend towards 
the vertical again, if the teacher relaxes 
her supervision. 

A peculiarity of the vertical writing, 
even in the case of poor writers, is its 
legibility. For this reason, at least the 
teacher and every reader of copy should 
welcome it. Many an eye will be saved 
for further usefulness. Telegraph opera- 
tors testify to its speed and also to the ease 
with which it may be written. Doctors 
affirm that the position in vertical writing 
is far more hygienic. Bankers, insurance 
men, and the recorders of deeds, of legal 
enactments, and of the actions of public 
boards, corporations and committees ask 
for it on the ground also of economy of 
space, and they are giving the preference 
to those applicants who practice the 
vertical. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth 
says that clerks who engross the acts and 
resolves of the Legislature, record the pro- 
ceedings of the Governor and Council, 
and transcribe extracts from the records 
for certification under the seal of the Com- 
monwealth, write a vertical hand, This 
hand is very welcome in the officers of at 
least three of the leading daily papers of 
Boston and one or more of their editors in 
each office, will welcome its intreduction 
into the schools. An editor of the Youth’s 
Companion says: “I recommend it 
strongly to young people out of school, 
desiring clerical positions in the future, to 
be learned by them as a valuable acquisi- 
tion and as an aid to securing satisfactory 
employment.”’ 

It is reported that at least 60 per cent. 
of business men favor the vertical because 
of its legibility. The city of Chicago has 
introduced the vertical and Supt, Lane 
says: ‘The general improvement in the 
character of penmanship, especially on 
the part of the poor writers, and the legi- 
bility of the writing has attracted general 
attention.”

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TEAMOH'S SOUTHERN TRIP. 


His Colored Brethren Do Net Regard it In 
a Very Comp!imentary Light 
Bostox, March 27. — Three hundred 
members of the Colored National league 
met last night and adopted resolutions 
condemning the legislative committee on 
mercantile affairs, gf which Robert T. 
Teamoh is a member, for its alleged dis- 
crimination against Teamoh on account 
of his color. Teamoh himself was also 
made the subject of very sharp criticism 
for signing a paper exonerating the com- 

mittee after their treatment of him. 

Ex-Representative Smith was one of 
the principal speakers. He declared that 
Teamoh was the Judas of his race, and re- 
ferred to him as a poodle who sneaked 
along under the wing of the committee, 
and accepted an insulc which retarded the 
advancement of his race by at least 2b 
years. The speech created great excite- 

ent. 
= W. H. Scott and Hon. W. H. 
Walker in impassioned speeches con- 
demned the committee genera'ly, but 
Teamoh particularly for his acceptance of 
the insult to their race. Speakers, in at- 
tempting to defend ‘l'eamoh's actions in 
suffering the alleged insult at Richmond, 
were loudly hissed. 

Teamoh himself appeared towarl the 
close of the meeting, and in a speech 
stated that the reports of his reception by 
Governor O' Ferrell sent north were wrict- 
ten by a prejudiced reporter to excite con- 
tention among the oolored people of the 
north. He referred to his past record, 
which had often been approved by the 
league. 


What China May Cede. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 27.—It is stated 
on good authority that in addition to the 
indemnity which will be guaranteed by 
the provisional occupation of the Chinese 
territory already occupied by the Japanese, 
Li Hung Chang is authorized to cede to 
Japan the Loo-Choo islands, the Majico- 
Sima group, the islands of Batan and 
Babuyan and the island of Formosa. In- 
structions have been given to Li Hung 
Chang ordering him to oppose any de- 
mand for the cession of territory on the 
Liao-Tung peninsula. As a last resort he 
may suggest the conversion of the penin- 
sulainto a buffer state between Corea 
and China, on condition that it be placed 
under the protection of Russia, France 
and England. 


Officer Had to Skedaddle. 

VIENNA, March 27.—In the lower house 
of the Hungarian diet a returning offiver 
connected with a recent election scandal 
appeared in the gallery. The members of 
the Opposition rose in a body and shuuted: 
“Expel him;’’ “Remove the scoundrel!" 
“To the gallows with him!” ‘lo the 
pillory with him!” at the same time beat- 
ing upon their desks. The uproar was 
terrilic. The president of the chamber 
tried to pacify the excited members, but 
found it impossible, until he compeiled 
the obnoxious officer to withdraw. 


Another Shortage Discovered. 

Cuicaco, March 27.—Another large 
shortage in the accounts of the Whisky 
trust has been discovered. Between $35),- 
000 and $450,000, which was paid to the 
old management as rebates on freigi.t 
was hot entered on the books. Positive 
evidence has been secured that the money 
found its way into the treasury of the 
trust, but the experts at work on the 
books have not been able to find any trace 
of it on the books, 


Government Claims a Victory. 
PANAMA, March 27’'—The government 
has issued a bulletin claiming a victory 
over the rebels at Boyac. It was a costly 
one, however, for of the 3000 troops under 
General Reyes, which formed the expedi 
tion, 1500 dropped off through fatigue or 
disease during the march, and of the re- 
maining 1500 who gave battle to the 
febels, 700 were killed before the victory 

rested with the government forces. 


Escaped the Gallows. 

FREMONT, Neb., March 27. — Charles 
Carlton was to have been hanged here 
yesterday for murdering August: 
Gothaam, but the execution was indefi- 
nitely postponed at the last moment on a 
petition from the supreme court to the 
governor, requesting that on account of 
vagueness of the evidence sentence be 
commuted to life imprisonment, 


Maggie Tiller’s Peculiar Love. 

CHICAGO, March 27. — Maggie Tiller 
(colored) was yesterday condemned to be 
hanged for the murder of Charles Miller 
She became infatuated with a colored 
woman named Freda Huntington, and 
was violently jealous of any attentions 
paid to Freda. The Tiller girl found 
Freda in company with Charles Miller, 
and she killed him. 


Her Santiy Doubted. 

NEw York, March 27.—Justice Giege- 
rich has granted an order for a commis- 
sion toinquire into the mental condition 
of Mrs. Mary S. Breckinridge, a wealthy 
woman who was married to ayoung man 
30 years her junior a short time ago, and 
was on this account committed to Amity- 
ville asylum by her relatives. ; 


Christian Scientist Arrested. 

Kansas City, March 27,—Mrs. A. J 
Baird, a Christian Scient¥st, is under ar 
rest on a charge of practicing medicine 
without a license. The attention of the 
authorities was directed to Mrs. Baird by 
the death of Harvey M. Bosworth, whi 
had been under the care of Christian Sciep- 
tists. 

Driving a Big Bargain. 

LONDON, March 27.—At a meeting today 
of the British East Africa company, the 
directors recommended the acceptance of 
the proposals approved by the govern- 
ment that the Sultan of Zinzibar pay 


£150,000 for the surrender of the company’s 
concession.

TWO COMEDIANS. 


That evening Bloncourt, the son, was 
to make his first appearance on the 
stage in ‘‘Chatterton.”’ The piece, 
which, though not forgotten, had drop- 
ped out of sight and for some years had 
filled a narrower sphere in the quiet ap- 
preciation of home reading, now excit- 
ed, on its first night, almost the interest 
that a great novelty might. Ghose who 
were familiar with it withont having 
seep it played were curious to assist at 
its interpretation—a process in which 
certain beauties of a work, especially 
the most subtle points, disappear, are 
scattered, volatilized, as one may say, 
in the heat of the footlights, while oth- 
ers burst unexpectedly into view through 
the medium of voice and gesture. 

Those who had been present at former 
performances of the piece were happy 
to bring back again two hours of their 
youth and to glow once more with the 
warmth of their first artistic emotion. 
In a word, the old play, reappearing as 
it did in the midst of the commonplace 
trivialities of the day, rejuvenated the 
whole audience and aroused it to en- 
thusiasm. 

It must be admitted that it would be 
impossible to conceive of a more perfect 
Chatterton tuan young Bloncourt made. 
Son and grandson of comedians, the 
youth had the blood of a true artist in 
his veins, and he was evidently bent on 
proving it to us that evening. 

In the tumult and excitement of the 
applause, in the midst of the hundreds 
of pairs of eyes and hands that were ex- 
clusively concerning themselves with 
the stage, I caught a glimpse from time 
to time of a handsome face which look- 
ed out, pale and set, from the darkness 
at the back of the house. It was Blon- 
court, the father, who had come to be 
present at the triumph of his son. Evi- 
dently deeply moved, he frequently 
changed his place and appeared in all 
the different parts of the theater, some- 
times in the midst of the brilliant dis- 
play in the boxes and at other moments 
was almost lost in the crowded galler- 
ies. It was as thongh he wished to 
measure on every side this splendid suc- 
cess, in which he also had a share. The 
audience recognized him and pointed 
him out to each other. ‘‘Look at Papa 
Bloncourt. Isn't he happy tonight, 
thongh!’’ And some of them while ap- 
plauding turned in his direction, as 
though to include the great artist in the

It is a fact that no fame is so short 
lived as that of acomedian. Once he 
drops out of the public gaze it is all] 
over with him. No one gives hima 
further thought. His is the fate of the 
spoken word, which, however beauti- 
ful, is carried off in air; of the musical 
chord that vanishes as soon as the notes 
are struck. But in this case, thanks to 
his son, Bloncourt could escape the ter- 
rible destiny that awaits comedians. 
He was welcoming a new glory which 
Was rising at the fading of his own and 
would merge his artistic career in an- 
other full of hope and promise. So the 
poor man’s emotion was deep and 
strong. Icould see that his lips occa- 
sionally trembled, and his limbs twitch- 
ed with nervousness. Between each act 
he roamed about in the lobbies, draw- 
ing near the different groups to over- 
hear what -was being said, and when 
hand clasps and felicitations were press- 
ed upon him he blushed and shrank 
away with the awkwardness and em- 
barrassment of a diffident youth. 

Passing close by him at one of these 
moments, I could not restrain the sym- 
pathetic impulse which drew me toward 
this deep, silent joy. ‘‘You ought to be 
a very happy man,’’ I said, shaking bis 
hand. ‘‘It’s an immense success. ’’ 

The hand I took in mine was cold 
and moist, and it drew itself sharply, 
almost angrily, away. Its possessor 
smiled grimly as he looked at me. 

“So you compliment, too, do you? 
Isn’t there a single soul to understand 
what Iam suffering? Ah, come. I am 
suffocating. Let us get out of here.” 
And he dragged me with him out into 
the street. An icy wind was whistling 
round the corners, but the old comedian 
did not appear to notice its rigor. 

“‘Ah, that is good, good!’’ he exclaim- 
ed, drinking in the cold air with de- 
light. ‘‘I thought I should go crazy in- 
side there. For two hours! have endur- 
ed their applauding and their stupid 
congratulations, which are a mockery 
tome. You are astonished that I say 
this to you? Well, itisso. I am jeal- 
ous. Iam jealous of my own chila— 
fairly green with envy of him. That is 
s frightful thing to say, isn’t it? But 
why did he take my part away from 
me? It was mine. I was to have played 
it. It is exactly in my line, and Vigny 
himself promised it tome. A week be- 
fore he died he said tu me, ‘Bloncourt, 
when they put on ‘“‘Chatterton”’ again, 
Icount on you to play it,’ and I was 
waiting with such impatience for them 
to bring it out. Paris was beginning to 
forget me in the long period I had been 
inactive, and I hoped this creation 
would confer a second youth upon me— 
& renewal of past successes. I studied 
hard night and day. Finally I was 
ready. 


“One morning the boy comes running 
to me and throws his arms around my 
neck: ‘Oh, father, how happy lam! I 
am going to play Chatterton.’ He knew 
as well as any one the promise that had 
been made me, but in his joy he had 
forgotten it. Children are so selfish in 
their happiness! This one dealt me the 


blow with a laugh. He told me they 
had first thought of me for the part, 
but I was too mature, too marked—ah, 
there is enough in such a disappoint- 
ment as that to mark one indeed! I am 
sure that in five minutes 20 years passed 
over my head. If the boy had uttered a 
word of regret or of tenderness, I should 
simply have said to him: ‘Do not play 
that part. You will kill me,’ and Iam 
sure he would not, because, with it all, 
the child loves me. But pride held me 
back. We talked of the part. He asked 
my advice about it. It had been lying 
on my table for two months. So now 
we read it together. I gave him my 
conception of how it ought to be played. 
From time to time he would break 
completely away from me and study a 
line out for himself, and with a surety 
of insight into the tastes of the public 
that I no longer possess he would finda 
point to be made where I saw none at 
all. Positively one would have to un- 
dergo it himself to know what I suffered 
during that interview, but it was all as 
nothing to the martyrdom I haveen- 
dured this evening. 

‘“‘Oh, I ought not to have come, but I 
could not stay away. I was irresistibly 
drawn by curiosity and perhaps—I am 
ashamed to say it—by the secret hope 
of surprising among the bravos a regret, 
a remembrance for me, of hearing some 
one in the audience say, ‘Oh, if the eld- 
er Bloncourt were playing that!’ But 
no. I have heard nothing, not a word. 
They have had all they could do to ap- 
pland. But really the boy does not act 
well. Heis actually bad. I certainly 
thought they were going to hiss when 
he came on. He can’t even walk well. 
He has no idea of stage deportment. In 
all that great, thoughtful, complex part 
has he made a single original effect? 
No. He has simply thrown himself 
headlong into it, with all the heedless- 
ness of youth. Impetuosity is made to 
do duty for talent. For instance, in the 
great scene with Kitty when Chatter- 
ton’’— 

And here the poor man began to il- 
lustrate to me in detail his son’s defects, 
imitating his intonations and his ges- 
tures. From the point of view of the 
science of acting it all struck me as be- 
ing very profound, very just, and I was 
surprised to find so many false notes in 
the harmonious whole that had so pleas- 
ed me, all of which did not alter the 
fact that we were interrupted every few 
moments by the sound of applause, like 
the pattering of hailstones, that reached 
us from the auditorium and was inten- 
sified in sonority by the quiet, empty 
street. 

“‘Go on—applaud!’’ said the unhappy 
comedian, turning pale at each burst. 
‘“‘Applaud. He is young. To be young, 
that is everything. Iamold. My age is 
written on my face. Ah, how stupid it 
all is!’’ Then in a low voice, as if talk- 
ing with himself: ‘‘What I feel is al- 
most incomprehensible. Here is a boy 
who has stolen everything away from 
me—my name and my glory, who has 
not even waited for me to die to step 
into my shoes—and in spite of it I can- 
not help loving him. Heis my son, 


after all. I have nourished him, cared 
iur Di, taugnt him, aba wuel F&F hear 


them applaud him I feel a movement of 
gratified pridein spite of myself. There 
are some clever touches in the young 
scamp’s work. The mistake was teach- 
ing him my own calling. I should have 
diverted his talents in some other direc- 
tion. Then I could have been prond of 
him to my heart’s content. Ishould not 
have had the grief of seeing my 30 
years’ successes wiped out by his first 
day of triumph.’’ 

At this moment the crowd commenc- 
ed to pour out of the theater. A mur- 
mur of approbation, an atmosphere of 
success passed from group to group and 
by way of the silent streets was going 
to communicate itself throughont all 
Paris. The old comedian was leaning 
against a pillar, his ear strained to 
catch the commentaries of the last 
straggling spectators. All at once he 
gave a spring. ‘‘Goodby,’’ he called 
out tome hurriedly. I tried to hold him 
back. ‘‘Bloncourt, Bloncourt, where are 
you going?’’ He turned his face toward 
me, his eyes glistening with tears. 
**Where am I going? To hug the boy, 
parbleu!’’—From the French of Al- 
phonse Danudet in Short Stories. 


Gravels of the Glacial Age. 

Some 10,000 or more years ago the 
conditions which had brought about the 
great ice age were beginning to change. 
The elevated land began to sink, and a 
higher temperature slowly followed. 
The long winter was gradually draw- 
ing to a close, and the great springtime 
of the world was beginning to hasten 
its influence upon an ice covered land. 
Tons, rather mountains, of ice began to 
melt, and the water filled the river val- 
leys to overflowing. Gravel, sand and 
mud were borne along by these raging 
waters and deposited wherever the con- 
ditions were favorable. Ice rafts covered 
the surface of the flood, bearing rocks 
and bowlders from more northern lands. 

All rivers which had glacial sources 
were greatiy influemced by the final 
melting. As the southern part of the ice 
sheet rested over northern Pennsylvania, 
the Delaware and the Susquehanna were 
typical rivers of the age. The rocks and 
gravels which line their banks show 
how well they have kept the record. In 
the Delaware valley brick clay and 
gravel are laid out in beautiful terraces, 
especially at Stroudsburg and the Wa- 
ter Gap. Here the waters rose some 
200 feet, and an artificial dam is sup- 
posed to have formed the river intoa 
broad lake. The Indians, it is said, 
have a curious legend about this flood. 
They tell us that the ‘‘Minsies’’ were 
the first race which dwelt here, and the 
region round about they call ‘‘Mini- 
sink,’’ meaning that the ‘‘waters are 
gone’’’—a vague remembrance perhaps 
of the postglacial floods. —Lippincott’s,

Symbolic Sword as a Present 


From the Sovereign. 


A Notable Gathering of Soldiery and Civilians 


at Friedrichsruhe Castle. 


FRIEDRICHSRUHE, March 27.—Triumphal 
arches and festoons of flagsand bunting 
generally covered Friedrichsruhe and 
Aumuble yesterday. The emperor and 
the crown prince left Berlin at 8:20 o'clock 
by special train. 

Emperor William, at the head of a de- 
tachment of cavalry, infantry and artil- 
lery, with colors flying and bands playing, 
paid nis respects to Prince Bismarck and 
presented him with a sword of honor in 
behalf of the army, and congratulated 
him upon nearing the 80th anniversary of 
his birth. ; 

The ceremonies attending the ‘visit of 
the emperor to the great chancellor, 
though marred by showers of rain, were 
brillians and imposing. 

When the emperor arrived at the point 
of assemblage of the troops from Aumuhle 
railroad station, he found drawn up 
ready for his inspection a squadron of the 
Halberstadt Cuirassiers, a regiment of in- 
fantry and a squadron of hussars, all with 
colors flying, with their regimental bands 
in attendance, anda battery of the Hol- 
stein artillery regiment. 

With the emperor at its head, this force 
was marched to an open space in Prince 
Bismarck’s park, and upon arrival there 
the troops were deployed in parade order. 

Owing to the dense foliage of the trees 
in the park and neighborhood the troops 
were not seen until they actually emerged 

Upon the Parade Ground. 

The crown prince and his suite had, in 
the meantime, walked to the parade 
ground, and as the emperor appeared on 
one side Prince Bismarck’s carriage 
emerged upon the ground from the other 
side. The prince wore the uniform of the 
Halberstadt Cuirassiers. 

When the emperor caught sight of the 
prince he spurred his horse forward, and 
rode at a fast canter to the carriage of the 
veteran statesman and soldier and shook 
hands with him. The emperor then pre- 
sented the crown prince and his suite to 
Prince Bismarck. The latter took the 
young prince into his carriage, and, with 
the emperor riding behind it, and General 
von Waldersee walking beside it, the car- 
riage was driven down the lines of sol- 
diers, the officers saluting, the troops pre- 
senting arms and the bands playing pa- 
triotic airs, as the prince and emperor 
passed. 

‘The prince's carriage was ther driven 
to the middle of the parade grounds, 
where Prince Bismarck alighted. His 
majesty tuok upa position in front of the 
troops, delivered an address of congratula- 
tion to the prince, and, inthe name of the 
army, presented him with a sword of 
honor of antique design, richly embossed 
and inlaid with gold. 

During the course of his remarks the 
emperor said, referring to the presence of 
the cuirassiers, that he handed him the 
sword in recognition of his deeds, adding: 


“T could not have found a better present 
than a sword, whether as the weapon of 


the ancient Germans or as a symbol of 
never-failing resource, and upon it are 
engraved the united arms of the reichstag. 

“May your serene highness look upon 
this as a token of gratitude for deeds re- 
corded in history, which were brought to 
@ conclusion 25 years ago. Let us, com- 
rades, shout hurrah for his serene high- 
ness, Prince Bismarck, Duke of Lauen- 
berg!’ 

Bismarck Deeply Moved. 

Prince Bismarck, who was deeply moved, 
then reseated himself in his carriage, and 
the emperor ordered the troops to march 
past the prince’s carriage, and the great 
chancellor returned the salutes of the 
troops with evident pleasure. At the end 
of this ceremony Prince Bismarck thanked 
the emperor for his kindness and courtesy 
and kissed hie majesty’s hand. 

Afterthis the prince returned to the 
castle, stood on the terrace, and the em- 
peror led the cuirassiers past the front of 
the castle and back again. 

The emperor afterward entered the 
schloss and Junched with Prince Bismarck, 
taking this occasion to present his host 
with a seal from the writing of his grand- 
father, Emperor William L 

During the luncheon the cuirassiers 
mounted guard outside the castle and the 
artillery remained as a guard of honor on 
parade ground. From that spot, when the 
signal was given that the emperor pro- 
posed the health of Prince Bismarck, the 
artillery fired a salute. 

After the review, Prince Bismarck was 
joined by his sons, Count Herbert and 
Count William, and by Count and 
Countess Rantzau, Dr. Schweininger and 
others of the household who witnessed the 
presentation. 

The emperor in his speech spoke loudly 
and clearly, and when he handed the 
sword of honor to Prince Bismarck, the 
latter threw aside his cloak and stood 
“attention” in the rain. It was then seen 
that he wore the broad yellow ribbon of 
the Order of the Black Eagle. 

When the emperor called for cheers for 
Prince Bismarck at the conclusion of the 
ceremonies, it was responded to unani- 
mously by the troops and people, 

The imperial train started from here on 
its return to Berlin at 3:27 p.m. At the 
last moment Prince Bismarck appeared 
on the platform in order to take final 
leave of the emperor, and cheers were 
raised and continued long after the prince 


re-entered the castle,

AN OUTRAGEOUS CASE. 


Pauncefote’s Opinion of the Killing of 
a British Seaman In Cuba, 


Was Not Acquainted With 
the Spanish Language. 


Unfortunate Circumstance Resulted In His Be- 
ing Killed by a Sentry. 


WasHINGTON, March 28.—Ambassador 
Pauncefote has received no news as to the 
killing of Seaman Lowe of the Laures- 
tina by the Spanish soldiers at St. Jago. 
Aftef reading the account of the matter 
given by the officers of the ship, he said: 

“This is evidently a very outrageous 
case, and will, of course, be promptly in- 
vestigated. It is not a matter that would 
come to this office at all, however, the 
complaint being made directly to Eng- 
land. No doubt the captain of the ship 
will makes deposition as to the facts be 
fore the British consul, Captain Seagrove, 
pt Baltimore, and the latter will forward 
tt to England. I am glad to have had my 
attention called to it, as I can make cer- 
tain that all the evidence is taken.” 

Ambassador Pauncefote’s statement 
was brought forth by the following dis- 
patch from Baltimore: 

Details of the Shooting. 

At 2o’clock on the morning of March 
19, Spanish sentries murderously shot and 
killed a seamen of the British steamship 
Laurestina, and badly wounded a negro at 
St. Jago. 

The Laurestina arrived at this port yes- 
terday afternoon from St. Jago, and her 

officers denounced the shooting as murder. 
They stated that the seaman was John 
| Lowe, aged 85, aresident of Leeds, who 
|

| 


had shipped at Cardiff. On the night of 
March 13, the crew went ashore for a 
stroll and walked up from where the ves- 
sel was lyingto the townof St. Jago, a 
| short distance away. The boatswain, 
| Lowe and another seaman were of the 
| party, and, aftera walk about the town, 
| started to return to the ship. 

When nearly there, Lowe determined to 
return to the town, and started back in 
| company with a Cuban negro. En route 
| they had to pass a Cuban fert garrisoned 
| by Spanish troops. Suddenly a sentinel 
sprang out of the darkness as they neared 
| the fort, and in Spanish commanded them 
} to halt. 
| Lowe did not understand the command 
and started to hurry away. The next in- 
| stant the sentinel raised his musket and 
| fired. Lowe dropped to his knees and 

rolled over a corpse. The negro then 

started to run, when he, too, was shot and 
mortally wounded. 

The dead man and the wounded negro 
were carried inside the fort. Atdaybreak 
Captain Gavin of the Laurestina went to 
the fort and demanded the body of the 
man. The demand was refused and he 
has made formal complaint to the British 

| government. An investigation is to be

CHARGES OF LOBBYING. 


Representative Gallivan Stirs Up Quite a Sen- 
sation on Beacon Hill 

Bostoy, March 28.—The legislature for 
asecond time has put itself on record as 
against the bill to compel railroad corpo- 
rations to offer a uniform passenger rate 
of2 cents a mile. Representative Galll- 
van raised a breeze in the house by alleg- 
ing that two agents of the Bay State Gas 
company had by “unjust and unheard of 
methods” secured the passage of the bill 
permitting that corporation laying ite 
pipes across Fort Point channel. : 

Representative Gallivan said: ‘ T here 
and now charge Albert C. Burrage, coun- 
sel for the Brookline Gas Light company, 
and registered legislative counsel for that 
corporation, and Walter J. D. Bullock of 
Fall River, another lobbyist of the Brook- 
line company, with having used unfair, 
unjust and peculiar methods to secure the 
passage of this legislation.” 

Mr. Gallivan further said: “I most em- 
phatically question the right of Albert Cc. 
Burrage, whois a subway commissioner, 
drawing $5000 a year from the city of Bos- 
ton, to haunt the corridors and smoking 
rooms of this state house, prostituting his 
high public office, in his endeavors toin 
fluence the members of this legislature in 
behalf of the corporation which he repre- 
sents.” 

The house negatived his motion to re 
consider its vote on the bill. 

The bill to amend the charter of the 
city of Lowell was passed to be en- 
grossed. The house engrossed the bill te 
provide that tenement houses in the city 
of Boston shall have adequate open space 
at the rear to admit the sunlight and the 
air. The committee on cities reported a 
billto revise the charter of the city of 
Lawrence. The bill giving the referen- 
dum tocities was reported to the next 
general court. Leave to withdraw was re- 
ported on the bill authorizing the pay- 
ment of a gratuity to prisoners in state 
prison. An adverse report was received 
on the bill allowing the sale of oleomar- 
garine or butterine in the original pack- 
age, provided it is plainly labeled. A re- 
solve was introduced asking the governor 
to request the president to investigate the 
treatment accorded American citizens in 
Turkey.

THE NORWAY SYSTEM 


Strongly Endorsed by Representa. 
tives of the Bay State, 


‘It Blends Prohibition, Re- 


striction and No License. 


A Mithod Calculated to Extinguish the 
Present Type of Saloons. 


Boston, March 29.—A largely attended 
meeting in the interest of the Norwegian 
bill was held at the new Old South church 
last night. Hon. George F. Hoar presided. 
Senator Lodge sent his regrets from Wash- 
ington and a letter strongly endorsing 
the movement, and letters were read from 
ex-Governor Brackett, ex-Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Haile and Robert ‘Treat Paine 
strongly favoring the bill. 

Senator Hoar briefly reviewed the his- 
tory of the temperance movement from 
the start; showed how it had failed in the 
cities, and how Massachusetts is becom- 
ing a cluster of cities, and pointed out 
how, for those cities, this is an undertak- 
ing to remove from the drink habit, where 
it must exist, its siren power to lure men 
toruin. He sketched the glory of the ideal 
city, but said that the city with rum shops 
at nearly every door, as in parts of Boston, 
rivals Dante's Inferno. 

Richard H. Dana said that the present 
high license system is one of rewards for 
heavy sales and violations of law. This 
system sweeps these rewards away. Its 
trial has been successful. He contrasted 
the authorities for the system with those 
against it, vastly 

To the Former’s Advantage. 

Mrs. A. F. Palmer told of her experience 
as ‘crusader’ when a girl; pointed out 
how neither love (as in that movement) 
nor law (as since) has succeeded, and 
showed how this is an experiment mediat- 
ing between these, and having the chance 
of saving many persons from drink. 

Dean Hodges said that present methods 
attack the drink traffic with open and ex- 
tended figures, rather than with a com- 
pact fist; that this system, in blending 
prohibition, no license and restriction, 
constitutes such a fist, and showed how in 
Norway, prohibitionists, as aruie, favor 
it and use it for their ends. 

Mrs. Mary A. Livermore believed in the 
system as extinguishing the present type 
of saloon; deprecated the division of tem- 
perance forces; said it was, in this case, 
because people do not get the matter fairly 
into their heads; showed how, in the 
same way, earlier, some persons opposed 
no license as savoring of somelicense, and 
pointed out that it is the motive which de- 
termines right in this case 

Capen's Comparisons. 


Samuel B. Capen said that water is to | 


be used to put out this fire, that is, pro- 
hibition; but that it keeps burning, not- 
witlustanding the water, because the oil of 
private profits is continually put into the 
fire from behind. This system cuts off the 
oil and gives the water of prohibition a 
chance. To turn the hose on those cutting 
off the oil was a false act. 

Rev. J. N. Brandelle said that Scandi- 
navian protests against the system do not 
represent the best judgment; that the

WITHOUT A PARALLEL, 


Confirmation of Stories of Awful 
Doings by Bloodthirsty Turks, 


Cable Hews. 


Women, Children and Unborn 
Babes Slaughtered. 


Kurds Killed Outright, but the Turks Delighted 
in Terrible Torture, 


LonpDos, March 29.—The Daily News 
this morning publishes a long account 
from a Turkish source, confirming the 
stories of the Armenian outrages. Ed- 
itoriafly it says: The bare facts will have 
their natural effect on all who are respon- 
sible to our relations with a power which 
ts the very negation of God. 

A correspondent investigating the cir- 
eumstances of the atrocities perpetrated 
In Armenia recently attaches great im- 
portance toa statement of a Kurd “who 
killed many innocent women and chil- 
dren in Sassoun” and with whom he “‘ex- 
changed daggers.’ The correspondent 
took this man’s deposition before respeci- 
abls non-Armenian responsible wit- 
nesses, and from this deposition he tele- 
graphed the following blood-curdling ex- 
tracts: 

“The Turkish soldiers took little chil- 
dren by the feet and dashed them against 
stones. I saw an Armenian priest. Sol- 
diers tortured him, squeezed his neck, 
goughed out his eyes and tore off his flesh 
with pincers. We hate that; we only stab 
or bayonet or cut off heads. We dislike 
needless pain. I saw a Turkish sergeant 
bind an old Armenian head downward to 
two or three branches and slowly cust 
him through with an ax. 

“Armenians who implored protection 
and surrendered were butchered at night. 
I saw it done. The soldiers stood in double 
lines of three on each side. The Arme- 
nhians were marched in, 

Thelr Hands Tied, 
and they were then bayoneted and flung 
into the pit. Not all were dead who were 
in the pit. 

“Isaw the soldiers take a woman and 
stand around her, joking and making bets 
asto the sex of her unborn child. She 
Was then cut open and the money was 
paid to the scoundrels who had guessed 
rightly.” The correspondent telegraphed 
the details on this revolting deed, but the 
paper suppressed them as being too hor- 
rible for publication. 

Continuing, the Kurd said: “The 
Kurds killed people with bullets and dag- 
gers, but the soldiers delighted in torture. 
They put some to death with scissors, cut- 
ting them and opening veins in the neck. 
Others were sawn, others had their 


tongues cut out, eyes gouged out and sev- 


eral fingers cut off before death. I saw 
men and women thus mutilated, and they 
laid about the camp for two hours before 
they were killed.” 

The Times’ Story. 

The Times publishes a long report on 
the Armenian atrocities, written by a 
competent and trustworthy man who 
made a personal investigation on the spot. 
This report was written in January, but 
only arrived in London yesterday. 

The writer says he is convinced that 
both in 1893 and ‘94 the Turkish govern- 
ment gave both oral and written orders 
tothe Kurds to attack the Armenians, 
promising them the bounty and relieving 
them of responsibility for the conse- 
In the first attacks made upon 
Armenians defeated the Kurds. 
tedly but for Turkish help the 
Kurds would have been unable to have 
gained a permanent victory. The Kurds 
in the earlier skirmishes did not harm 
women and children. Even when incited 
by the Turks they did little in comparison 
with the latter. 

The account proceeds to confirm the 
pit incident, and the report of the 
governor of Bitlis reading at Djellye- 
goozan the sultan’s firman ordering the 
Kurds to destroy the disaffected villages, 
sparing nothing, for their sultan and 
prophet. This occurred about the middle 
of August, and the massacre which [ol- 
lowed

men, women and children were set on fire 
and all were cremated.

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Forty Years of Service as Teacher 
Completed Today

Many Surprises in Store Yester- 
day for the Successful Teacher. 


Thursday was a day of surprises for 
Miss Julia E. Underwood, Quincy’s most 
successful teacher, the events commemorat- 
ing a remarkable record of forty years 
service completed today as a primary 
teacher in the Quincy public schools. 

Miss Dearborn and the teachers at the 
Coddington planned surprise No. 1 and the 
children have been happy for some days in 
anticipation of a pleasant occasion, Thurs- 
day afternoon all the grades assembled in 
the connecting rooms of two upper grades 
ostensibly to sing ‘*‘ America’’ and hold 
patriotic exercises. Miss Underwood soon 
learned the import, however, for three 
presentations were the main feature. Three 
children presented a beautiful willow 
rocker, three more a five dollar gold piece, 
and three more a choice bouquet. Penny 
contributions of the children had secured 
all these and they were so happy over the 
event, that it was a very enjoyable occasion 
to all, and Miss Underwood thoroughly 
appreciated it. 

Atthe Teachers’ Mee ing. 

Thursday evening the regular meeting of 
the Teachers’ association was held, and it 
was a notably gathering. Besides the 
teachers and assistants of all the public 
schools of Quincy, there were present 
the teachers of the Woodward Institute, 
Adams Academy, members of the School 
Committee past and present, Supt. Lull 
and ex-Supt. Aldrich. and others. 

We will pass over part one of the pro- 
gramme briefly, although it merited more. 
It included: 

Trio, for violin, cello and piano,—Messrs. 
Barker and Harlow. 

A sketch of Arnold's life,—Mrs, West of 
the John Hancock. 

Arnold’s Ideas of School Instruction,—

Part two was a surprise to Miss Under- 
wood. It was to commemorate her forty 
years of service as a teacher, and President 
Merrick resigned the chair to 
Lull. 

Such is our high-pressure life today that 
we have good reason to rejoice if a score of 
years of work and usefulness is our portion 
here; but if by reason of an unusually 
happy fate two score years are alloted us, 
we may count ourselves donbly blessed. 
Tonight we have the pleasure of recogniz- 
ing such a happy lot, for one of our 
number completes with tomorrow's duties 
her fortieth year of service in the same 
city, schoo! and grade. 

If you examine the records of the School 
Board you will find this statement: Miss 
Julia E. Underwood *‘ was examined and 
found qualified for primary school No. 2.” 
The date is April 3, 1855, and the secretary 
was Edwin W. Marsh. In the report of 
1855-56, Miss Underwood's name appears 
for the first time with a flock of 43 
chiidren, Since thatdate year after year 
appears the same name as the teacher of a 
never-ending procession of little ones in 
whom ‘ The sum of the world in soft 
miniature lies.’’ 

Miss Underwood has dealt with 2,000 of 
these ‘‘soft miniatures’ and on their 
moulding characters and in their receptive 
minds has left an impression that will 
never be erased. 

Reports follow report until we come to 
that of 187980, In this you may read: 


Superintendent 


Another teacher of the Coddington 
richly deserves special mention here. Miss 
Julia E. Underwood will finish on the first 
of April next, twenty-five years of faithful 
earnest teaching in this one school. When 
I came to Quincy I found her in the base- 
ment room of the Coddington School, sur- 
rounded by nearly eighty little ones. She 
bad then taught in this half cellar twenty 
years. There is not a teacher in Quincy 
today more faithful or more earnest than 
she is to learn new and better ways of 
teaching and treating the little ones who 
are so furtunateas to be under her care. 
The citizens of Quincy especially those 
who reside in the Coddington district, owe 
her a lasting debt of gratitude, 

FRANCIS W. PARKER, Supt, 

The last two sentences might have been 
electrotyped and used in later reports, for 
they are as true now as then. 

The years sped on again after the anni- 
versary of '80. At last came ‘90 and ’95, 
and the fortieth cycle is now revolving. 
Holmes says: 


“ There’s nothing that keeps its youth, 
So far as I know, but a tree and truth,” 


Well, Holmes is excusable, for he didn’t 
know Miss Underwood. 

Forty years of character building; forty 
years of loving, conscientious development 
of the child mind! Let me help you realize 
the time. An old lady of this town points 
with pride to the fact that her son, grand- 


son, and great-grand-son have been taught 
by Miss Underwood. 


Two generations 


sss ST 
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have gone out into the world and now the 
third sits where great-uncle and father sat 
before him, 

Edwin W. Marsh, Esq. 
Who was on the School Committee when 
Miss Underwood was first engaged, was 
first introduced. He told his old friends 
and young friends that it gave him great 
pleasure to be present on this occasion. 
Little did 1 think 40 years ago that a young 
slim girl would be so successful. Little 
did I think that she and I would be here 
tonight on such an occasion. Little did 
she think how I pitied her. How so young 
a girl was to be sacrificed. But she suc- 
ceeded from the start as a quotation from 
the first report shows, a report which I 
wrote and therefore must be true. 

Mr. George L. GillandI are the only 
survivors of the buard of 1855. Little did 
we think then that we were selecting & 
teacher for a half century. 

In 1855 we feared Miss Underwood was 
too young, and when Col. Parker came in 
1875 some feared she was too old, and 
doubted if she would adopt the ‘new 
fangled ideas.’’ But she did and is as suc- 
cessful as of old, and has the same smil- 
ing face as in old lyceum. 

Emery L. Crane, 
Chairman of the School Committee, fol- 
lowed, adding his congratulations and tes- 
tifying to her merit. He then read and 
presented these resolutions adopted by the 
School Committee at their meeting this 
week: 

WHEREAS,—Miss Julia E. Underwood 
has been a teacher in the Coddington 
school for forty years, therefore the School 
Committee, being desirous of expressing 
their approbation and good will after so 


many years of devoted work, spread upon 
their records the following resolution: 


Resolved,--That the School Committee 
tender to Miss Underwood their best 
wishes and esteem and congratulate her 
upon so long and honorable a service in 
which she has had the good will of the 
parents and the support of the School 
Board.

TUPPER’S CONTENTION 


Was to Go to the Country on the 
Separate Schools Question. 


Manitoban Legislature Ad- 
journs Until May 9 


That Statesmen May Give Due Consideration 
to the Vexatious Matter. 


WINNIPEG, March 29.—Sir Charles Tup- 
per’s resignation and his attitude on the 
schools’ remedial order is the subject of 
much comment here. 

Briefly stated, Sir Charles Tupper’s con- 
tention was that the Dominion govern- 
ment should have gone to the country on 
this important question and should not 
have called a session at all. 

The government has already opened 
communication with certain eminent con- 
stitutional lawyers, and has submitted 
to them for their advice some of the chief 
points affecting the jurisdiction of the 
legislature. The opinions of these gentle- 
men will doubtless have a bearing on the 
policy to be adopted by the government | 
before the house reassembles in May. } 

Will Hold Its Ground. 

Premier Green way made an official state- 
ment to the Manitoba legislature late 
yesterday afternoon on the separate or 
parochial school question. He stated that 
his government saw no reason whatever 
why it should change its position in re- 
gard to the school system of Manitoba, 
viz.: National schools for all and no 
separate schools, 

The receipt of the message from Ottawa, 
with a copy of the remedial order made by 
the Dominion government, raised consti- 
tutional questions exceeding in gravity 
and importance, to his mind, any consti- 
tutional question that has heretofore 
arisen in any legislative assembly in 
Canada since the day the Canadian prov- 
inces were federated. These questions 
affected not only the province of Manitoba, 
but every province in the Dominion of 
Canada, 

In view of these facts, the government 
had decided to ask that the legislature ad- 
journ till May 9, in order that ample time 
may be given for full and deliberate con- 
sideration of the whole matter. The 
premier’s remarks were received with 
cheers, and the motion to adjourn was 
agreed to. 

The Catholics charge that this is an at- 
tempt to shirk the issue, but it is denied 
by the government. They say that the or- 
der from Ottawa is an unprecedented one 
and must be well weighed, or there is dan- 
gerofa 

Disruption of Confederation. 

The premier was asked whether the 
Dominion government would be likely to 
take this proposed adjournment of the 
local house as a refusal on the part of the 
province to act in the matter of the order. 
He replied that no such construction could 
be put upon the adjournment, inasmuch 
as the provincial government was taking 
the order into consideration. There was 
no likelihood that the Dominion govern- 
ment, havinga clear three weeks of ses- 
sion before the provincial house meets 
again and sends its answer, will act in| 
the matter before hearing from Manitoba. 

“You can depend upon it,’’ said another 
minister, ‘that the Dominion government 
is not going to touch this school questiun 
any sooner than it hasto.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Messrs. War-

| Lamont yesterday in connection with the 


appointment of the commission to éx- 
amine the Nicaragua canal route, as pro- 
vided for by a clause in the last sundry 
civil appropriation bill. 

This clause makes an appropriation of 
€20,000 for the purpose of ascertaining the 
feasibility, permanence and cost of con- 
struction and completion of the canal on 
the present route, and provides for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of one army 
engineer, one naval engineer and one 
civilian expert to visit and inspect the 
canal, 

The work is to be done under reguls- 
tions prescribed by the secretary of state 
and the president is to appoint the com- 
mission. The latter are also authorized to 
suggest any deviation from the present 
line that they may deem desirable. 

One of the most important features of 
the conferences was a tender by the canal 
people of facilities and equipments neces- 
sary for the expedition. The government 
appropriation is only $20,000. This is 
much too small for the work to be done. 
A force of 50 or 60 men will be necessary.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning March 81. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—Christ’s yoke.—Math. xi, 28-90; John 
xiv, 14, 1. 

A yoke represents a burden, and we 
are all born under or willingly take on 
some kind of a yoke. We are all carry- 
ing some kind of a load or burden. The 
Jews. to whom Christ spoke the words 
in Math. xi, 28-30, were under the bur- 
den or yoke of the law. But a hard yoke 
it was. It required much of them, but 
gave them no strength or assistance in 
their burden bearing. Christ, therefore, 
called upon them to give up the yoke of 
the law, to become His disciples and to 
take His yoke upon them. To all wear- 
ing yokes, whether the yoke of the law, 
the yoke of pride, of sensuality, of 
worldliness, of ambition or self indul- 
gence, Christ comes with the same re- 
quest to give up these yokes and take 
His yoke upon them. : 

Christ’s yoke is obedience to His com- 
mandments. He does not try to allure 
us into discipleship by telling us that as 
Christians we shall have no burdens to 
bear. Indeed Christ is very careful al- 
ways to guard against such a false im- 
pression. He founded His kingdom upon 
across. Hesaid, ‘‘If any man will come 
after Me, let him take up his cross and 
follow Me.’’ He urged those to whom 
He appealed to become His disciples to 
count the cost before they did so, be- 
cause it might be necessary as His fol- 
lowers to suffer much in the world. 
Christians have burdens to bear and 
yokes to wear as well as those who are 
not Christians, but with this difference: 
Christ’s yoke is easy, and the others are 
not. 

Christ’s yoke iseasy. This is Christ’s 
own testimony. ‘‘My yoke is easy, and 
My burden is light.’? The Christian’s 
yoke is easy because Christ helps him to 
wear it. He gives him strength and 
grace to obey His commandments. The 
yoke is often a cross, and yet it is light, 
for Christ Himself always bears the 
heavier end of it, as He did on the way 
to Golgotha, when Simon was compelled 
to assist Him. Christ’s yoke is easy be- 
cause itis a labor of love. Love lightens 
burdens always. To obey those we love, 
to bear burdens for them is a pleasure. 
It is not a hardship or a difficulty, be 
the burden ever so heavy or the way 
ever so long. Christ’s yoke is easy, too, 
in the light of what it bringsto us. No 
cross, no crown. It is through tribula- 
tion that we win heaven. It is through 
the light afflictions of the present that 
we obtain glory hereafter. Christ’s 
yoke is indeed ‘‘like the plumage of the 
bird, an easy weight, enabling it to 
soar heavenward.’’ 

Wearing the yoke of Christis the test 
of our loveto Him. ‘“‘If ye love Me, 
keep My commandments’’ (John xiv, 
15). Obedience is, therefore, the test of 
love. Let us, therefore, obey His com- 
mandments, let us take His yoke upon 
us that we may prove our love to Him 
who first loved us.

Memorial For Rev. Dr. Gordon. 

At the first meeting after the death 
of their beloved pastor, Rev. A. J. Gor- 
don, D. D., his Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety decided, upon the recommendation 
of their foreign missionary committee— 
for the society has two missionary com- 
mittees, home and foreign—to attempt 
to raise $200 as the nucleus of a special 
memorial fund to Dr. Gordon. This 
was to be in addition to the $600 al- 
ready pledged for the support of their 
missionaries. None but the young peo- 
ple was present in the room, and yet 
at once more than $400 was raised for 
this purpose. A debt of $200,000 rests 
heavily upon the American Baptist 
Missionary union. It is the splendid 
purpose of these Endeavorers of the 
Clarendon Street Baptist church of Bos- 
ton to arouse the Baptist young people 
of the land to pay off this debt, They 
hope their $425, which will doubtless 
soon become $500, will be added to by ev- 
ery Baptist young people’s society in the 
United States, in proportion as God has 
blessed the members. In no better way 
could they honor the memory of the no- 
ble Christian minister and missionary 
worker who has gone. It is not too 
much to hope that with the earnest and 
prompt co-operation of all Baptist 
young people even so large asum as 
$200,000 can speedily be raised. Were 
all the societies to do only a tenth as 
well as Dr. Gordon’s Endeayorers, the 
task would be accomplished. 


New York City Churches. 

According to latest returns, there are 
in the city of New York 522 churches, 
of all denominations. These afford a 
seating capacity of 400,000. The most 
numerous churches are Episcopalian 
with 103 charch edifices, Then come the 
Roman Catholics with 84; the Presby- 
terians follow with 70; the Methodists 
have 65 and the Baptists 50; the Jews 
have 46, and the Congregationalists 
only 7. The Roman Catholics have in- 
creased the most rapidly d ring the last 
20 years, having more th doubled in 
that time. But only a small part of the 
inhabitants of the city attend church at 
all.—Journal and Messenger.

James McBride, a Rejected Suitor, 
Takes Widow Rockford’s Life, 


Children of the Victim Wit- 
nessed the Crime. 


Murderer Attempted to Take His Own Life and 
May Die of Wounds. 


SPRINGFIELD, March 30.—One of the 
most brutal crimes that has been com- 
mitted in this vicinity for years occurred 
yesterday afternoon, when James Mce- 
Bride, a stonecutter, shot and instantly 
killed Mrs. Julia Rockford, aged 31, a 
widow, living with her six small children 
in a one-story wooden hut at Sixteen 
Acres, a settlement ahout four miles north 
of this city. 

The murderer sent two shot# into his 
victim's brain, then coolly walked over to 
his boarding house, half a mile distant, 
and informed Mrs. Cormey of his deed, 
saying: “You may have my trunk and 
what little money I have. I've got three 
sartridges in my hand, and I’m going out 
to kill myself.’ 

He left the house, and the next seen of 
him he was lying unconscious inthe rear 
part of Charles Kobertson’s house on Al- 
len street, about a mile from Sixteen 
Acres, His revolver was by hisside. The 
police were speedily notified, and he was 
taken to the police station and later to the 
hospital. 

Caused by Jealousy. 

The only motive forthe ded is jeal- 
ousy. McBride was known io have paid 
considerable attention to Mrs. Rockford 
ever since ‘he death of her husband, about | 
@yearago. Itissaid he had repeatedly 
asked her to become his wife, but she had | 
rejected him. He was known to have 
given her money on several occasions to | 
buy food and clothes for the children. | 

The tragedy was w'tnessed by two of 
the murdered woman’s little children, | 
Ruby and Davy. The little girl’s story is | 
that she heard her mother and McBride 
talking loudly together. Suddenly Me 
Bride, who had been sitting in the chair 
in the kitchen, jumped up and held the 
revolver 

In Front of Her Mother's Face, 

She could not remember what he said, 
but the next moment she heard a report 
and saw her mother fall. McBride, half 
crazed by the terrible deed, again turned 
the smoking pistol on the womaa and |

The murdered woman's moth T, Mrs.

| ManBoba Has Plainly Declared Herself on the 
Separate Schoo! Question. 

OTTAWA, March 30.—Although full par- 
ticulars of the action taken by the Do- 
minion government regarding the Mani- 
toba school question have been before the 
public for some days, it is only now that 
| this action is beginning to be fully under- 
stood, 

The Dominion government has done 
two things. It has ordered the provincial 
authorities to re-establish the separate 
schools abolished in 18%, and, failing 
compliance by the province, the Dominion 
has stated in so many words that a fed- 
eral act will be passed for the purpose of 
attaining this object. 

And itis at this point that the danger 
of the situation appears. The provinces 
have always been jealous of their rights of 
self-government, and an attempt to en- 
| croach on these rights by the passage of a 
| federal law to accomplish a provincial ob- 
ject will evoke a vigorous protest from 
every member of the confederatiun out- 
side of Quebec. 

But what will Manitoba say to this at 
tempt by the Dominion to recreate some- 
thing the province has sought to destroy, 
and to do this with the moneys belonging 
| tothe provincial government? She will 
undoubtedly rebel. That is the course 
which Premier Greenway’s organ, the 
| Winnipeg Tribune, practically says has 
slready been decided upon. 
| Even “Bullets’’ Patterson, the new gov- 
2rnor, will be unable to restrain the Mani- 
| tobpns, and the people of Ontario—whose 
sons and brothers make up the major part 
of Manitoba’s population — will take 
mighty good care that the militia is not 
| used to coerce the people of the west into 
submission. 

Unless the present Dominion govern- 
ment is defeated before facing remedial 
| legislation, and another party is placed in 
power that will respect provincial rights, 
| there will be an upheaval that will strain 
the bonds of confederation. 


“KNAVES AND LIARS.” 


Prohibitionist Remick Rakes Granite State 
Senators Over the Coals. 
Concorp, N. H., March 30.—The session 
of the New Hampshire legislature came to 
} an end yesterday afternoon amid consider- 
able excitement, caused chiefly by the veto 
of several appropriation measures by Gov- 
ernor Busiel. In the senate, Mr. Remick, 
the Prohibition leader, being granted the 
privilege of speaking, poured forth a 
| tirade against the upper branch, charac- 
terizing the members as “knaves and 
liars.’ The defeat of several minor tem- 
perance measures in the senate prompted 
Mr. Remick’s vehemence. The senators 
listened in silence until he stopped, and 

there was no demonstration. 

Among the measures vetoed by Gov- 
ernor Busiel were the tuberculosis bill, | 
carrying $100,000 for prosecuting the work 
of exterminating the disease and reim- 
bursing owners of diseased cattle; that 
appropriating $25,000 for new buildings | 
at the state agricultural college, and the 
| Dartmouth college bill giving $10,000 to 
that institution. The governor also re- 
fused to sign bills providing for aid for 
the state insane asylum; for freeing toll 
bridges; for repairs at the state normal 
| schovl; for the observance of Memorial 
| Day and to raise the age of consent.

LATE WAR NEWS. 


Triumphs of Japanese Navy In Many $an- 
guinary Skirmishes. 


SHANGHAI, March 80.—Nine Japanese 
cruisers and two gunboats, the squadron 
being under the command of Admiral 
Ito, bombarded the east forts on Penghui 
island on March 23. One thousand troops 
were landed from five transports, and an 
attack was made on the fort which domli- 
nated the others. he Chinese evacuated 
the position during the night, and the 
Japanese entered on the morning of 
March 24. The magazine of one of the 
eastern forts exploded before the position 
was evacuated. Only 1000 prisoners were 
taken, the others being allowed to escape 
to the banks off the shore. The Japanese 
loss was 1 killed and 27 wounded. The 
Japanese have now secured & southern 
base for their operations, and the fleet is 
about to leave, in view of peace having 
been established on the island. 

Hoxe Kone, March 80.—The general 
commanding the Chinese forces on the 
Pescadore islands telegraphed on March 
2% that he had sunk two Japanese vessels. 
Later he telegraphed that the Japanese 
had captured two forts. 

PEKIN, March 80.—Further excitement 
has been caused here by the reports of 
Japanese advances on Shanhai-Kwan and 
the island of Formosa and the attempt to 
assassinate Li Hung Chang at Shimo- 
noseki. 

Hone Kone, March 80.—The Japanese 
are now bombarding Tai-Wan, the capi- 
tal town of Formosa.
